Although the machine resembles an ATK605CC, albeit with 19-inch wheels and 
White Power Roma forks, it is far more than just a lowered “DTX-style” motorcycle. 
ATK has collaborated extensively with the Michigan-based Total Control Racing Grand 
National team, commissioning riders Will Davis and Kevin Atherton along with Team 
Manager Tom Cummings to R&D the machine. As a result, the bike features dirt track- 
specific frame geometry, with a decreased head angle to quicken steering. Though 
technical specifications were not available, the rest of the bike appears to be standard 


ATK fare. 


"It works pretty well, and it will make a great bike for somebody who wants to try 
dirt track racing,” Davis said of the machine. “It’s real predictable. It’s not real quick 
handling, because the swingarm is a little longer than the bikes we ride, but when we 
shortened up the swingarm more, I could ride it, but some of the other guys didn’t like 


it. This is a happy medium for everybody.” 


Davis also said that the TCR team plans to further test the machine and may consid-

Hamill, Americans set 
for World Speedway 
season 


Wi Speedway Champion Billy Hamill will begin the defense of his title in 





May with the first round of the 1997 World Championship Individual Series in 
Prague, Czech Republic. 

The Grand Prix riders threatened to boycott this year’s event after the controversial 
solid-block tire row, but after long negotiations, the sport’s authorities decided to 
change the rules. This meant the tires were not compulsory, and the future of the 
Grand Prix series was assured. 

Now Hamill will look forward to the challenge with confidence and optimism, hop- 
ing for a repeat of that dramatic night in Denmark last September when he was 
crowned as the world number one. 

Once again his main rivals will come from Scandinavia - Denmark’s Hans Nielsen 
and Swedish duo Tony Rickardsson and Henka Gustafsson are certain to be in the 
frame. Add to this the threat of fellow American and Team Exide teammate Greg Han- 
cock, and the prospect of World Champion racing should be an exciting one. 

But the top Americans will be ending their partnership in the British Premier 
League as both have signed on to new clubs since the demise of their Cradely Heath 
team. The closure of London as well means that American Josh Larsen, too, has gone 
elsewhere. Former World Champion Sam: Ermolenko has also made a move since his 
Wolverhampton Wolves team could find no place for him. 

Hamill will now team up with Ermolenko and fellow Americans Chris Manchester 
and Charlie Venegas on the Belle Vue Aces team in Manchester, while Hancock will 
race for the Coventry Bees, the team on which former top American Rick Miller spent 
his entire career. Larsen is headed to the Bradford Dukes, whose home track will host 
the British GP this year. Charles "Dukie' Ermolenko will make his return to Wolver- 
hampton this year. 

For Hamill and Hancock, dealing with other clubs has proven different to say the 
least, as neither has ever ridden for anyone else. 

"It has been strange dealing with Belle Vue, because I was very disappointed about 
Cradely Heath's situation," Hamill said. “Hopefully we will be back at Cradely next 
season, but for this year I have to be very. professional in my approach, and when I'm 
out there on the track I have to give it everything I’ve got. I love racing, and I think that 
will be proved again when I race for Belle Vue and in the World Championship. I 
know I have a lot to live up to, but I think that I am in a position to challenge as strong- 





ly as I did last year when everybody had given the title to Hans Nielsen."

PHOENIX, AZ, FEB. 16 
he rest of the AMA Superbike field is certain 
to be praying that Mat Mladin doesn’t follow 
directly in the footprints left in the Arizona 
sand by fellow Australian Troy Corser. After 
all, it was Corser who came to the United States in 
1994, hopped on the Fast By Ferracci Ducati, sat on 
pole position and won the second round of the

opener at Phoenix International Raceway.

AMA Superbike Series at Phoenix Inter- 
national Raceway. And he never looked 
back, racing his way to the AMA,Super- 
bike National Championship. 

So far, the resemblance is eerily simi- 
lar. 

Mladin qualified on pole position for 
his first race on the Ducati (and the first 
race for the AMA at Phoenix Interna- 
tional Raceway since 1994), then he 
went out and blitzed the field in the 
National, topping the likes of Smokin' 


Joe's Honda's Miguel DuHamel and 
defending AMA Superbike Champion 
Doug Chandler by over nine seconds. `, 
On thing is certain - if Mladin can 
continue his Corser impression, it won't 
bode well for his American rivals. 
Mladin was impressive from the time 
he first turned a wheel in open practice 
on Thursday. He was fast from the get- 
go and he only got faster, ending up as 
the only rider to eclipse the 1:01 mark in 
qualifying. Come race time, Mladin was 





more than ready and he quickly bolted 
past Chandler to take the lead only half 
a lap into the first AMA Superbike 
National of the season. From there he 

| never looked back, leading by as much 
as 13 seconds before backing it off at the 
end of the 42-lap, 52.12-mile race. Fit- 
tingly for Mladin, the race was titled the 
Cruise America Superbike Challenge - 
and cruise is what he was able to do for 
the majority of the race. 

The race win was the first for the 
Eraldo Ferracci-owned team since July 
of last year when Italian Alessandro 
Gramigni rode to victory in Brainerd, 
Minnesota. Ditto for Ducati and Miche- 
lin tires. 

With all suspense quickly taken out 
of the battle for the lead, the race for sec- 
ond was the only one worth watching in 
the closing stages. It was then that 
DuHamel clawed his way to the back of 
Chandler’s Muzzy Kawasaki, the pair 
fighting through traffic on the tight and 
twisty combination road course, banked 
oval track. On the final lap, DuHamel 
managed to make the pass, drawing 
first blood in the two rivals’ battle for 
the Superbike National Championship. 
Ah, but they both trail Mladin, who 
scored a perfect 37 points.on the week- 
end (one point for earning the pole posi- 
tion, another for leading the most laps, 
and 35 for the race win). 

Fourth place went to Yoshimura 
Suzuki’s Pascal Picotte, the French 
Canadian running with DuHamel for 
most of the race before realizing that he 
wasn’t going to be able to make a pass 
on his countryman that would stick. At 
that point, Picotte decided to save what 
he had and ride to the finish, happy 
with fourth place considering that he 
was still fighting handling problems 
with his GSXR750. 

Thomas Wilson Jr. rode his factory 
Harley-Davidson VR1000 to fifth place 
after working his way all the way up 
past Picotte and on to the rear wheel of 
DuHamel by the midway point in the 
race. His efforts proved to be too much 
for his rear tire, the Dunlop overheating 
on the right side and causing him to 
slow his pace. He was caught and 
passed by Picotte, but managed to run 
alone for the remainder of the race to 
finish a solid fifth. 

In case you weren't paying attention, 
that's five different brands of motorcy- 
cles in the top five - Ducati, Honda, 
Kawasaki, Suzuki and Harley. 

' "It feels really good," Mladin said 
after his first-ever AMA Superbike 
National victory. "We haven't even 
done any testing except for a day at 
Daytona, and Daytona's not a very good 
place to be getting on a new bike and 
trying to go fast. To tell the truth, I 
would have been happy. to walk out of 
here with a top three or even a top five. 
But we came here on Thursday and we 
were there straight away. ° 

“We left here on Thursday doing a 
1:02-flat or something and we knew we 
were going to be there. I’m really happy 
with it all. It’s going to be a good year 
and after Daytona we get to go and do 
some testing. We've got some new parts 
to test, some different bits and pieces, 
and we'll be able to just get dialed right 
in to the bike. We haven’t done any 
major changes, just some little things to 
get the bike close. We must have stum- 
bled across something pretty good. We 
were pretty quick all weekend. Yeah, 
I’m really happy.” 

With the exception of Mladin, the 
riders who fared the best were the ones 
who were back for return engagements 
with their teams of a season ago. Fol- 
lowing DuHamel, Chandler, Picotte and

Wilson home was another who was in at 
least his second year with his existing 
team, Smokin' Joe's Honda's Steve 
Crevier. Other than Mladin, the first 
rider to cross the line on an unfamiliar 
motorcycle was Larry Pegram, the man 
who effectively switched places with the 
race winner. Pegram ended the day sev- 
enth in his first ride for the Yoshimura 
Suzuki team. 

Eighth place went to Yoshimura 
Suzuki's Aaron Yates, the Georgian 
fighting handling problems along with 
Picotte and Pegram for most of the 
weekend. Ninth place went to Tilley 
Harley-Davidson's Tripp Nobles, the 
privateer VR1000 rider earning an extra 
$500 along the way by winning the 
newly established Kinko's Fastest Lap 
Award for privateers. 

Rounding out the top 10 was AMA 
Superbike first-timer Tommy Hayden, 
the former dirt tracker impressing many 
in his debut race on the second Muzzy 
Kawasaki. Following Hayden home was 
the last of the factory men to finish, Fast 
By Ferracci rookie Gerald Rothman Jr. 
Rothman had crashed early in the race, 
but was able to remount for an 11th- 
place finish. 

Notable non-finishers were Yamaha's 
Tom Kipp and Harley-Davidson's Chris 
Carr. Both crashed out of the race very 
early - Kipp while lying second and 
Carr while sitting eighth. 

In stark contrast to the bright sun- 
shine of qualifying, Sunday's National 
began under cloud cover, though tem- 
peratures were still warm in the Valley 
of the Sün. When the flag dropped for 
the start of the 42-lap race, it was Chan- 
dler getting the jump from the front 
row, riding on the outside of Mladin on 
the entrance to the left-hand turn one. It 
didn't take long, however, for the red 
Ducati to blitz to the front. Less than 
half a lap, actually. 

"| got a pretty good start, I couldn't 





see Doug (Chandler),” Mladin explained 
later. ^I was right next to Miguel 
(DuHamel) and his wheel came up. I 
just kept going and the next thing I saw 
was Doug coming. The plan was to get 
the start because I knew I could run low 
61s (1:01 lap times) at the start. Doug got 
it but I sort of forced through around 
the back there! Then I put my head 
down and I was getting (plus) point- 
four, point-six, point-eight and I was 
actually hoping to be able to pull a little 
bit more than that. Then I think I pulled 
out a couple of seconds there all of a 
sudden on lap four or five. Then we 
caught up to traffic and I was aggressive 
through the first 10 laps of traffic. I just 
pushed through and sort of made the 
break. After I got out to about 14 sec- 
onds, I shut it down to conserve a few 
things." 

And that was really all there was in 
the battle for the lead. After six laps, 
Mladin was 1.3 seconds clear. By lap 10 
that lead had grown to 4.4 seconds. It 
jumped to eight seconds on lap 14. And 
he continued to draw steadily away 
from his pursuers. 

"| tried to stay with Mathew when he 
came past, but his thing was just work- 
ing too good," Chandler said. “I felt I'd 
better just conserve what I had and fin- 
ish with what I had. Basically, I just 
hoped to get through the backmarkers 
clean without getting held up too much. 
The pace was a bit much for me. I 
wasn't really comfortable there, so I just 
notched it back and figured go for the 
finish. I feel good about our chances. I 
got some points and I'm looking for- 
ward to going on-to Daytona." 

Though it was Chandler.who pur- 
sued first, the biggest push ended up 
coming from Kipp. The Yamaha rider 
was in a hurry and he pushed his way 
past the defending National Champion 
on the sixth lap. At that point, Mladin's 
lead stopped growing as Kipp started 








an aggressive charge that ended with 
the lone factory Yamaha star on the 
deck in turn nine, a tight, left-hand hair- 
pin. Kipp eventually got the YZF750 
restarted, pitted to fix a bent shift lever, 
but later retired with transmission prob- 
lems. 

That left second to Chandler and he 
was alone with it for most of the race, 


‘keeping his pursuers at bay with a con- 


stant cushion back to DuHamel, who 
was holding off the advances of first 
Picotte and then Wilson. When traffic 
got heavy at the end of the race, 


~ 


DuHamel was in his element and he 
started to whittle away at the gap to 
Chandler. With four laps left to run, 


- DuHamel had moved to within a second 


of the Kawasaki and on the final lap he 
made his move, inching ahead of Chan- 
dler and beating him to the line by .158 
of a second. 

“I started off with tires that I hadn't 
tested a whole lot on," DuHamel 
explained. “We were a little concerned 
about the temperature and we chose a 
hard tire. We started off easy and just 
worked into a pretty steady pace. I was 
trying to keep Mat and Doug in sight, 
but after a couple of laps I was looking 
up on the banking to see where Mat was 
and I couldn't find him. I knew I was in 
trouble with that part. I could see Doug 
and I think he was just getting ready for 
a battle at the end. I think he could feel 
that I was coming closer to him and we 
had a really good race there at the end." 

Picotte came across a lonely fourth. 
Ditto for fifth-placed Wilson, who had 
given up any hope of a higher finish. 

“I started spinning the right side of 
the tire," Wilson said later. “The right 
side was getting torn and I knew even if 
I could get by him (DuHamel), he'd get 
me back. And there wasn't much I could 
do with Pascal (Picotte). Then I just 
decided to conserve my energy and my 
bike and finish there. I just ran a conser- 
vative pace to the finish." 

Picotte was pleased with fourth, con- 
sidering he'd struggled to find a setup 
for the entire weekend. 

“If they can fix what I need, I'll be 
right there," Picotte said. "Daytona will 
be a lot easier and I think this is a really 
good start to the season. I couldn't pass 
Miguel (DuHamel) and I was trying 
really, really hard in the bowl. I think I 
may have overheated my rear tire. After 
that I put my head down, thinking, Туе 
got to finish ahead of the Harley.' I'm 
happy. My guys worked their asses off 


CARR 
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this weekend. They’ve been working 
really hard and they're tired. They need 
to go have a rest." 

Behind Wilson came Crevier, also 
solitary for most of the race. Pegram, 
who had finally ditched his teammate 
Yates, was seventh, and ninth went to 
Nobles, a lap behind but still clear of the 
up-and-coming Hayden. 

With the exception of the 
DuHamel/Chandler finish, the race was 
for the most part a rather processional 
ane. су

Mladin gets pole, 
point and $1000 


ustralian Mat Mladin 

(right) saved his best for 

last at Phoenix Interna- 
tional Raceway, clicking off two 
record-breaking laps in the clos- 
ing minutes of the final session 
to earn the first AMA Superbike 
pole position of his career. 

Mladin's 1:00.823 (89.374 
mph) lap came on the final lap 
of the day and he was the only 
rider to crack the 1:01 barrier, 
his time on the Fast By Ferracci 
Ducati just over two seconds 
quicker than countryman Troy 
Corser's lap record, set in the 
AMA's last visit to Phoenix 
International Raceway in 1994. 

Not bad for a man who has only 
spent a day and a half on the V-twin, that coming at a rain-interrupted 
test at Daytona International Speedway in December. 

"It turned out pretty good - really good, actually," Mladin said on a 
warm and sunny day in the Valley of the Sun. “It’s looking good for the 
race. There were only a few minutes left in the session, so it was a good 
time to pull my finger out. This is really my first time on the big Duck 
because we haven't done any testing other than at Daytona in Decem- 
ber. All we've done here is change small bits and pieces. I’m looking 
forward to getting more parts to try. I think we could have gone a bit 
quicker with cool temperatures. 

Mladin had boldly predicted on Friday that a 60-second lap was 
possible. He proved himself right on Saturday afternoon. 





“I had to go out and do one since І opened my big mouth,” Mladin . 


said. "Thursday we were doing two-flats and I did 65 laps on the same 
tire. Yesterday I tried two rears and one front and today we had a shit- 
load of tires to try. I think the race tire we have is good. We put a 
brand-new one on there at the end. We have two tires to choose from 
for here and I'm pretty set on what I want. They just want me to try 
another one tomorrow (in the morning warmup). I think I can do mid- 
ones for 42 laps no problem, if the weather is like this. Doug’s (Chan- 
dler) never a guy to write off for a race and 42 laps around here is a 
long way to go.” 

And for those who figured Mladin wouldn’t adapt quickly to the 
Ducati and its Michelin tires, and that if he-did his hard style would 
result in many a broken engine... 

^] haven't blown any motorcycles up like people said I would be 
doing," Mladin added. "I must not be the animal that everyone says I 
am." ° 

Prior to his final two quick laps, Mladin had followed first Tom 
Kipp and then Miguel DuHamel on the timing sheets. Kipp crashed the 
factory Yamaha the lap after his best lap, fortumately escaping with only 
bruises - but his bike needed repair and Kipp sat out the rest of the ses- 
sion, ending up third on the front row with his 1:01.396 lap. 

"Eve hurt my shoulder, lower back and head a bit,” Kipp said. 
"That's the worst I’ve hit my head - ever. I just think I was a bit rushed. 
I'd come in and raised the bike but it was unstable, so I came back in to 


Jower it. They got it ready in about five or six minutes, but I felt rushed 


and I didn't need to. I just got on it too hard and I was in the air before I 
knew what happened. I guess I was just on the throttle way too early. I 


put myself in that situation and I shouldn't have. 1 was three laps in, 
but maybe the right side of the tire wasn't warm enough. We were 
looking pretty good. The bike is working great and we were able to run 
fast, consistent laps." 

Kipp's departure left the battle for the Interstate Batteries Superbike 
Pole Award to Mladin and Smokin' Joe's Honda's DuHamel with the 
Australian moving to the top in the final moments. DuHamel, though, 
was quick, lapping at 1:01.284 to put himself second on the front row. 

^We've got more stuff to try," DuHamel said. ^The bike can be bet- 
ter and I can be better, so that's a positive. With another couple of 
tenths we should be really strong. If we can 't get quicker, it'll be a really 
big scrap for the win." 

Filling the front row after a drastic improvement in the final session 
was defending AMA Superbike National Champion Doug Chandler 
and the Muzzy Kawasaki. Chandler sliced over a second off his previ- 
ous best to record a 1:01.486 in Saturday's final session. 

“We made some changes and it was better, but mainly it was just 
me getting going," Chandler said. “I knew what I had to do, it was just 
going and doing it. This is a tough little track and there's not a whole 
lot of room for error. You have to risk a lot to make up very little. I 
think the tires will be okay for tomorrow." 

The second row would be led by Yoshimura Suzuki's Pascal Picotte, 
but the French Canadian was far from happy as he was having à hard 
time getting the GSXR750 to hold a line. 

“ҮП be there," Picotte said of the National. "We need to draw up 
some new pieces. The bike just doesn't steer as good. It doesn't hold a 
line in the corner and it doesn't finish. It's always a compromise: If you 
make it steer, you lose traction at the rear; if you get traction, it doesn't 
steer." 

Smokin' Joe's Honda's Steve Crevier was next up with a 1:01.707, 
despite fighting off the lingering effects of his Laguna Seca test-session 
crash. 

“My left ankle is still a bit sore from my Laguna crash," Crevier 
said. "But it's not affecting my riding much - it's more just the day-to- 
day stuff. The bike's a lot faster now; it just feels slower because of 
the heavier flywheel. I really think we'll have a good setup for Day- 
tona." 

Behind Crevier came Yoshimura Suzuki's Aaron Yates, the young 
Georgian also struggling to get his GSXR750 to corner. Yates had 
crashed twice on Friday, but he didn't improve on his 1:01.971 on Satur- 
day and he was the final rider to crack the 1:02 barrier. 

Next up were the two factory Harley-Davidson VR1000s, the 
Thomas Wilson and Chris Carr pairing qualifying eighth and ninth, 
respectively, on a circuit that suited the sweet-handling VRs. Wilson led 
the way with a 1:02.036, despite a crash early in the final session. 

“On the third lap, | tucked the front in four,” Wilson explained. “It 
did minuscule damage to the bike and I came in and they fixed it. I 
think I did my best lap in the middle of the session and I'd done a 
whole slew of low 1:028 this morning. We did 42 laps this morning and ` 
I would hope that we can run at the front tomorrow. Mladin is going 
really good and his tires might be really good, although it hurts to say 
it. 1 think Mladin, DuHamel, Kipp and Chandler, those guys are going 
really good." 

The Harleys were fitted with six-speed transmissions, with Carr get- 
ting his on Saturday morning after Wilson had tested one without flaw 
for two days. 

“1 didn't have a transponder on when I went out, so I probably got 


` 14 laps timed,” Carr said after doing a best lap of 1:02.115. "And proba- 


bly six of those were actually going after a good time. I’m pleased, con- 
sidering the time we were on the track. 1 can do those times on two dif- 
ferent tires, but it's hard to tell what the pace will be. I think we could 
have got into the ones, but it was boiling over a bit because of a faulty 
radiator cap." 

Tenth quickest was Muzzy Kawasaki upstart Tommy Hayden, the 
Kentuckian learning quickly and looking smooth in logging а 1:02.373, ` 
almost a second better than his best from the day before.

The Fast By Ferracci Ducatis, riders and crew came to Phoenix 
sporting the logo of their new primary associate sponsor - 
DKNY Men, the Donna Karan-owned clothing company. 
DKNY Men also backs the Newman/Haas Indy Car team that 
features Michael Andretti as its driver. Ferracci hooked up with 
the company after building two 916s for Karan's husband, 
Stephen. “We're real happy,” team manager Larry Ferracci 
said. “It will give us some exposure in à number of places we 
wouldn't normally be exposed to, places like Nordstrom, 
Neiman-Marcus... We'll be doing some public appearances at 
some of those places. It's a really good outside sponsor; 
they're excited and we're excited." Karan's husband Stephen is 
a huge motorcycling fan and soon-to-be road racer. He recently 
rented Willow Springs Raceway in Southern California for four 
days to hone his skills. 


Doug.Chandler's Muzzy Kawasaki was fitted with a single- 
sided swingarm for the Phoenix race, and it's something 
that will likely be in place for Daytona and beyond. "It's our plan 
to run a single-sided swingarm at Daytona," team owner Rob 
Muzzy said. "There doesn't appear to be any negatives or posi- 
tives other than we should be able to do quicker wheel 
changes. We'll just keep using it after Daytona; it looks trick.

HyperCycle's Jason Pridmore attributed part of his success 
in winning the Teamline 750cc Supersport гасе to a physical 
regimen. which accelerated: the recovery of his .oft-broken right 
leg. “After Vegas (in October of 1996), | couldn't even do leg 
squats. Last year | was riding. with a. big brace on my leg. | 
rebroke it last year, which didn't help it," Pridmore said of the 
leg which was broken the first time in a motocross accident 
before the 1995 season. "I've had my leg broken about three 
times in the last two years because the doctors had to do it 
once also. | worked out about two to three hours a day for the 
last two to three months and I'll tell you what, it paid off; That's 
what l really attribute this to - because | felt that | could do 
another 10 or 15 laps. | really busted my ass hard in the gym 
this year and | feel that my leg's finally coming back now."

Team Oliver Yamaha's Rich Oliver won the last 250cc Grand 
Prix race held at Phoenix International Raceway in 1994, and 
this year he improved on his lap times by better than a second. 
"In.'94 l| did a 1:03.8 and in this race | did a 1:02.6." Part of the 
improvement he attributed to the repaved road course. "It's 
good. It's better than it was іп. '94. Unfortunately the bumps 
that were here іп '94 are still here, they are just under fresh 
pavement.” 


Yamaha didn't have a team competing in the first-ever Formula 
Xtreme race as Dutchman Racing has elected to. take part 
in the NASB Series. "We wanted them to do the AMA thing." 
Yamaha's Tom Halverson’ said. "But they wanted to.be in the 
premier class of a series rather than what they felt was an also- 
ran class.

16 
few simple facts came to the sur- 
| face in the opening round of the 
ШШ. AMA Pro Honda Oils 600cc 
Supersport Series at Phoenix Interna- 
tional Raceway: 1) The Suzuki GSXR600 
is good, but not unbeatable; 2) No mat- 
ter what you throw at him, Miguel 
DuHamel will always be on the podium 
after a 600cc Supersport race; 3) There 
are some young faces who have proven 
quickly that they aren't afraid to mix it 
up with the established stars; 4) If you 
don't like close racing, look elsewhere. 

Let's explain: 

1) Yes, the highly touted 1997 Suzuki 
GSXR600 won the opening race of the 
series, in the capable hands of first-time 
class winner Pascal Picotte. In fact, the 
one ridden by his teammate Aaron 
Yates finished second. But it wasn't 
third, fourth, fifth, sixth and seventh. 
And the Suzukis didn't run away and 


"hide as many had feared they would do, 


in copycat fashion of how the sibling 
GSXR750 conquered last year's 750cc 
Supersport Series. 





2) Most of the leading was done by 
the gritty and determined DuHamel. He 
was there at the start, there in the mid- 
dle and there at the end, proving once 
again that he is the dominant racer in 
the 600cc series. At the finish line he was 
third, just a hair behind the pair of 
GSXRs, and knowledgeable of the fact 


-that he and his Smokin’ Joe's Honda are 


up to the task once again. 

3) Kinko's Kawasaki's young Jamie 
Hacking put his ZX6 on the pole for his 
first-ever AMA National, he led the 
race, he turned some of the quickest 
laps, and he finished seventh. And he 
learned some things that will make him 
hard to beat in coming races - namely 
that you have to know how to use your 
tires if you're going to beat the likes of 
Picotte, Yates, DuHamel and Co. Muzzy 
Kawasaki's young Tommy Hayden also 
showed that he's got what it takes to 
ride with the best. Hayden was in the 
lead group, fourth actually, when he 
crashed with two laps to go. These two 
are good. And they make virtual rookie 
Ben Bostrom, who ended up fourth, 
look like a veteran. 

4) Twelve riders were in the lead 
group for most of the race - count 'em,

12. And they were separated at times by 
as little as 2.5 seconds - from first to 
12th. 

When all was said and done, it was 
Picotte who crossed the line first in the 
opening round of the series, just .260 of 
a second ahead of Yates. DuHamel was 
just as close in third, his last hairpin, on- 
the-brakes act of bravado in an effort to 
catch Picotte gone awry, allowing Yates 
to sneak past. 

“It feels really great, there’s no doubt 
about that,” Picotte said of his first win 
in the class. “Especially beating Miguel, 
because he’s been dominating the class 
for the past few years. We showed them 
that the new Suzuki is really good. 
We've been working really hard and 
we've done a lot of laps, and it shows 
that we were really ready for the first 
race. I really didn't think we could pass 
that much here. I think I had a little 
advantage on the bowl, and that might 
have been my weight advantage over 
Aaron (Yates). Me and Miguel were 
pretty equal speedwise, and Aaron was 
a little down. The bike is: wonderful and 
I want to thank my guys for never giv- 
ing up. I really appreciate everybody 
who gave me a hand this weekend.” 

Fourth place went to Zero Gravity’s 
Bostrom, the youngster starting conserv- 
atively on his Honda CBR600 and run- 
ning as far back as 11th in the lead 
group before eventually moving 
through to challenge the leaders. Fifth 
place went to another Honda, this one in 
the hands of Smokin’ Joe’s Steve Crevi- 
er. 

Erion Racing’s Andrew Stroud put 
his CBR600 in sixth place, actually doing 
a reversal of Bostrom in that he was at 
the front in the early laps but faded in 
the latter portion of the 25-lap affair. 
Then came Hacking and the Kinko’s 
Kawasaki, proving not only that he’s 
ready to contend but that the Kawasaki 
is just as capable. 

HyperCycle Suzuki's Jason Pridmore 
was the next-highest-placing Suzuki 
rider, the Californian steady throughout 
after winning the 750cc Supersport final 
the day before. Behind Pridmore was 
600cc upstart, 250cc veteran Rich Oliver, 
in his first outing in the class on his 
Team Oliver Yamaha YZF600. Oliver 
showed that he’s perfectly capable of 





competing with the best of the 600cc 
class, but Yamaha may have some work 
ahead of it to get the heavier YZF to the 
front. Yamaha’s Tom Kipp ran most of 
the race just in front of Oliver, only to 
crash on the 19th lap. He remounted to 


. finish 15th. 


HyperCycle Suzuki's Mark Miller 
rounded out the top 10 finishers on his 
GSXR600, finishing just ahead of class 
veteran Mike Smith on the second 
Kinko's bike. 

Picotte holds down the champi- 
onship points lead with 35 points, three 
clear of Yates and four clear of 
DuHamel, who picked up an additional 
point for leading the most laps. 

The race began with a DuHamel 
holeshot, with a horde of 600s tucked in 
behind as they exited turn two and 
headed through the esses of turns three 
and four. Honda-mounted Matt Wait 
eliminated his chances of a top finish 
when he crashed in the turn-nine hair- 
pin, remounting to eventually crash 
again late in the race. 

As the pack crossed the start/finish 
line for the first time the order read: 
DuHamel, Stroud, Hacking, Picotte, 
Smith, Yates, Crevier, Hayden, Prid- 
more, Kipp, Bostrom, Todd Harrington 
and Oliver. A who's who of 600cc 
Supersport racing. 

None of the top 12 could break clear, 
and it was apparent early that this one 
would go the distance. A mistake here 
and a mistake there, and it was very 
likely that any one of them could lead 
one lap and run 10th the next. 

Naturally, the order changed often, 
but it was DuHamel who led the most 
laps with 13 to Picotte's six, Hacking's 
five and Yates' one. But Picotte led the 
one that mattered most - the final one. 

By this time, Hacking had burned up 
his front tire and Hayden had crashed, 
but not before each of them had made a 
lasting impression. 

“I cooked a tire and I guess that's my 
lack of experience," the likable Hacking 
said. ^I learned a lot and I think next 
time I have to get out front earlier and 
not be all tensed up in the pack." 

So what was it like running with a 
pack of the 12 best? 

"That was the ultimate - that was it," 
Hacking said. "I'm happy with what I 
did out there." 

Picotte took over at the front on the 
21st of 25 laps and he had his head 
down in traffic. On the final lap he had a 
slight gap, an advantage that DuHamel 
tried to close in one fell swoop on the 
brakes in nine. The French Canadian 
hopped and skipped his way into the 
hairpin, but was going too fast to hold 
his line and Yates was able to sneak 
through to grab second place. 

“The race went really well, actually," 
DuHamel explained. “I got a good start. 
I knew everybody was going to be right 
there and I was just riding a nice com- 
fortable pace. I knew somebody was 
behind me, but I wasn't sure because it 
could have been any of six or seven 
guys. It was a good race. What I really 
liked about it is that it is a really tough 
track to pass on and luckily I was riding 
with guys with heads on their shoulders 
and experience. Everyone was clean, 
there was no sour grapes about any 
bumping or whatever. I really enjoyed it 
and all the way until the last corner I 
think it could have been any of us. It 
was real close. I think it will be that kind 
of racing all year. 

“I tried to pass Pascal because I was 
making up quite a bit of time going in 
there (turn nine)" DuHamel added of 


.his last-lap pass attempt. "I thought I 


could pass him on the brakes, but my

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brain was still working at that point and 
I thought, ‘Well, don’t do anything stu- 
pid and have us both fall on the last lap.’ 
I just ran it in there hard enough to see if 
I had a chance on the inside, but I was 
on the brakes too hard and my rear end 
was coming around and sliding quite a 
bit. I just waited until everything settled 
down and Aaron went inside of me.” 

The low-key Yates was pleased 
enough with second place. 

“It went really good," he said. “I got 
a pretty fair start and I knew the race 
would have a long line of folks going 
pretty much the same speed. I just tried 
to ride smooth and stay relaxed, just 


tried to work my way around guys. I ` 


worked right up there, got by a couple 
of guys and got up there with ‘em. I 
tried to ride a smart race and I ended up 
finishing second. The bike has its advan- 
tages, but others have their advantages. 
They're all really close, and they all 
seem to even out. I think this shows that 
our bikes aren't really all that fast, so it's 
going to be really close racing all year." 

Bostrom was close, after using traffic 
to his advantage, but not close enough 
and he was left wanting for more laps. 

"| felt fast and we were moving for- 
ward," Bostrom said. "I got fired up 
toward the end and I was just getting a 
guy every lap. That last lap was a clus- 
ter and I guess we needed a 30-lap race. 
I really didn't think we were going to 
win, but we'll get 'em next time." 

“I knew the young kid (Hacking) had 
the pole position," Picotte said. "And I 
knew we had to put a little pressure on 
him and that's why he did a few mis- 
takes. I wasn't surprised to see him up 
there because in qualifying he showed 
that he could run really fast and the 
Kawasaki is a really good bike. It 
showed that we need to work even 
harder because he's right there with us. 
I figured he might make a few mistakes 
because he's not really used to that - 
having Miguel, me, Aaron behind him. 
We have a lot more experience and we 
put some pressure on him." eN

Pridmore 
bounces 
back

ason Pridmore vanquished the 
J demons of the past few years with 

an emotional win in the Teamline 
750cc Supersport race in his first ride on 
the HyperCycle Suzuki. After suffering 
three different breaks in his leg over the 
past two years, and a winless drought 
that dated back to 1993, Pridmore was 
flawless on a sunny day in Phoenix. 

After enduring three false starts, 

Pridmore jumped from the pole position 
to the lead, set a comfortable pace, 
opened. up a safe cushion and avoided 
the carnage that marked the first race of 
the 1997 AMA road race season. When 
the race was red-flagged, on the 23rd of 
25 laps, Pridmore had about a three-sec- 
ond lead, good enough for him to climb 
to the top of the box. 











Jason Pridmore won the first 750cc 
Supersport final of the year. It was 
Pridmore's first win since 1993 and 
marked a full recovery from his badly 
broken leg. 





‘Tm so excited," Pridmore said after 
winning his first race since Sears Point 
in 1993. ^I just want to say I dedicate 
this victory to my late mother-in-law 
who passed away in January to cancer. I 
don't mean to get emotional but I'm just 
happy to win this for her." 

Just behind Pridmore was where 
some of the best racing was taking 
place. Pridmore's teammate Mark 
Miller hooked up with Zero Gravity 
Racing's Ben Bostrom in a fight 
between horsepower and handling. 
Miller's Suzuki GSXR750 was best on 
the straights, but Bostrom's agile 
Honda CBR600 was the answer on the 
brakes and in the corners. On the lap 
the race was stopped, Miller was in sec- 
ond. But the final scoring went to the 
end of the previous lap, the last one the 
entire field had completed, and, for that 
one, Bostrom was ahead. 

“Me and Mark (Miller) were going 
back and forth," said Bostrom, who had 
entered the race on a whim. "I had him 
covered in a few spots and he had me 
covered in a few spots. We just kind of 
seesawed back and forth. Actually we 
were just going to do it for fun. We 
didn't have our bikes set up for the 600 
qualifying. I was pretty disappointed. 
I'm on the fourth row. Our times got 
better. We definitely went faster than in 
qualifying." 

^Me and Ben were swapping really 
good,” Miller said. “He had me covered 
in a couple of the slower corners. It's 
something I need to work on. I had a 
definite advantage on the straight- 
aways." 

Well behind the lead trio came Team 

Suzuki Sport/Hudson Valley Racing's 
Richard Alexander Jr. The New Yorker 
settled into fourth early on and never 
made a move in either direction. As the 
race progressed he made it clear no one 
would challenge him. 
* The battle for fifth was less decisive. 
Eventually it went to DATS Racing's 
Dale Kieffer, but not without some 
work. Kieffer was mired back in 11th on 
the second lap and quickly made his 
way through the field. He was up to 
seventh by the eighth lap and 10 laps 
later he was between Hooters' team- 
mates Brian Gibbs and James Randolph. 
He got:Randolph on the 21st lap to take 
fifth. All three were Suzuki GSXR750- 
mounted. 

Gibbs and Randolph followed, then 
came former Japanese TT-Formula One 
Champion Kenichiro Iwahashi on a 
Moto Liberty Honda 600. 

Bells Suzuki's Rad Greaves and Moto 
Liberty's Chuck Sorensen (Honda 600) 
rounded out the top 10. 

Because the 21-lap race was red- 
flagged there was no official time, aver- 
age speed or margin of victory. 

By leading the most laps on the way 
to his fourth career 750cc Supersport 
win, Pridmore earned an extra point 
which gives him 36 and puts him at the 
top of the standings after the first of 10 
races. Bostrom is second with 32 fol- 
lowed by Miller with 30. 

The first race of the season seemed to 
take forever to get started. Actually it 
was 40 minutes. Scheduled to begin at 
3:30 p.m., it was green-flagged for the 
third time at 4:10. 

Miller had gotten the jump on the 
first two tries, but it was Pridmore out 
front in the third, never to be headed. It 








was the strategy he'd hoped to employ 
and it worked. 

“I wanted to get out, try to get a little 
distance, and then let the race pace come 
my way," Pridmore said. "I wanted to 
be the one that paced the race and I was 
real fortunate to be able to do that right 
off the bat. Mark and I both discussed it 
before the start of this race. Ben would 
be really hard to pass in the corners 
because of his little 600, because he goes 
in the turns so deep. So we had to take 
advantage of our motor right off the line 
to get in front of him and try to get 
away." : 

Once away, he was gone. The only 
impediment to his victory was the 
increasing number of crashes. 

^| could see it all over the track," 
Pridmore said. “Mass carnage going on. 
It was just a matter of time before the 
AMA called the race." 

Bostrom had begun to pester Miller 
on the second lap. He ran up the inside 
of Miller in the hairpin going onto the 
banking, only to get outpowered on the 
run to the banking. It worked for anoth- 
er lap before Miller got wise, then 
Bostrom began to use turn two to his 
advantage. 

“I kept passing him in the hairpin, 
but he'd use his motor to get by me,” 
Bostrom said. "I'd use the 600 to out- 
brake him. But that wasn't working. I 
was wearing out tires, basically. I ran 
under him in two, the same place he ran 
under me on the last lap. You kind of fly 
in there hot and drift out wide for cor- 
ner three. He set up a little bit and I 
stuffed it under him and made enough 
of a gap that he couldn't keep passing 
me on the straightaway, and then the 
last lap he passed me back - did the 
same thing I did to him." 

With scoring reverting a lap it didn't 
matter. And by then they were happy to 
see the race end. 

"Everyone had the same obstacles," 
Miller said about the crashes that ended 
the race. "It was really not a big deal. I 
didn't want to put anyone else in jeop- 
ardy. I just wanted to get through there 
clean." 

Alexander ran the race by himself, 
not challenged by the battle for fifth, 
which, at one time, involved five rid- 
ers, with two more not far behind. 
Kieffer took the spot on the 20th lap 
after passing Gibbs. Randolph moved 
by Iwahashi for good on the 21st and 
final lap. єх

Oliver 
rolls along

eam Oliver Yamaha's Rich Oliver 

T picked up where he left off after 

M last year's perfect season, confi- 
dently winning the opening race of the 
1997 season for his record-extending 
11th win in a row. If anyone can stop 
Oliver, they didn't show it at Phoenix. 

“Tt was a great race," Oliver said after 
besting the 33-rider field to record his 
33rd career 250cc GP win. “I was a little 
out of shape. I haven't ridden my 250 
since the last race of last year at Las 
Vegas so I'm a little out of practice, but 
Matt Wait got a great holeshot and 
Randy (Renfrow) got out there. I just 
had to be patient and find a weak point 
and see what I could do with them. 
Once I got out front I felt comfortable. 
My Yamaha was just running terrific. 
The motor kept running faster and 
faster every lap. It's kind of a funny 
bike. The more you ride it and the hard- 
er you ride it the faster it goes." 

Not unlike Oliver himself. He later 
admitted that, since he was out of shape, 
his lap times dropped every lap as he 
got up to speed. The season arrived 
more quickly than Oliver would have 
liked and he said he barely had time to 
prepare his new machinery. 

“We got our Yamahas about three 
weeks ago," Oliver said. "I built two 
'97s (250s) from nothing and two 600s, 
along with my mechanic Jeff (Meyers). 
So we were tempted to bring our old '96 
bike and just run that this race. But we 
decided it was better to get some time 
on the new chassis. Yamaha's changed 
the frame quite a bit this year in steer- 
ing-head angle and they changed the 
shock linkage and they changed the 
forks. It's all starting from scratch, base- 
line settings, and I really don't have it 
handled right now. I think I rode better 
and better every lap of the race." 

Oliver beat Renfrow across the line 
by 14.410 seconds in a race that was red- 
flagged early on. 

“We were fairly. close to race,” Moto 
Liberty's Renfrow said. "Unfortunately, 
we couldn't give him more of a battle 
than we did. He just went faster than 
me in a couple of sections consistently 
and I couldn't go any faster, and I 
didn't feel like I could go any faster 
whether I could or not. Consistently, 
the two right-hand corners, turn three, 
and the combination which comprises 
like six, seven, eight. He was just faster 
there. Faster basically, really a lot faster 
coming out of that corner, which meant 
it was real hard to approach him going 
into five and faster going into six, 
through seven, and out of eight. It's a 
pretty long section he was faster in. A 
couple of times I actually did pull back 
a little approaching that section and 
we'd come out and Га look up and he'd 
be further ahead. 

“Once Rich really got away we start- 
ed spinning a little bit on the banking. 
That was really the only section that I 
could make up any significant amount 
of time on Rich. Once that happened, 
and I didn't feel that I could take any 
chances there, I figured that I'd just 
watch the board. I went as fast as I could 





within reason, but I wasn't taking any 
chances there." 

But after only one race, Renfrow isn't 
willing to concede the season to Oliver. 

"You have to wait until the end of 
this year and see how (third-placed 
Kenichiro) Iwahashi is and Matt Wait," 
Renfrow said. "We've got some new 
blood. Rich is riding really, really good. 
No one is unbeatable." 

Iwahashi was something of an 
unknown quantity, mostly because he 
hadn't raced for two years and had 


never raced a 250. He'd stopped racing ` 


after a street bike accident in 1994 put 
him in the hospital for three months. 
The 33-year-old Japanese racer said he 
had his leathers in the closet when Moto 
Liberty's Sam Yamashita called and 
asked if he'd race in America. Iwahashi, 
who was the 1992 Japanese TT-Formula 
One champion, riding a Blue Fox 
Honda, quickly agreed and will contest 
the entire AMA schedule. 

He was part of a quartet that hooked 
up early on and hung together until 
about four laps from the end when he 
and Performance Machine's Roland 
Sands made a slight break. Sands was in 
front then, but Iwahashi was into third 
on the 23rd lap and held on to it despite 
Sands' best efforts and a last-lap scare. 

"The difference at the end was 
lapped traffic," Sands said. "It seemed 
like I hit somebody every lap. He did 
too, but I was kind of left with the left- 
overs. On the last lap I set him up for 
the last corner and he went out way 
wide. I had him set up to drive around 
him and I smacked the hay bale at about 
120 mph and I think that was the differ- 
ence right there. I was just riding as 
hard as I could ride. There was no way 
to get ahead of him on the last lap 
because every time I went into a corner 
there was somebody there beside him." 

The fun to the flag was thrilling and 
Sands nearly ended up third, coming up 
short by about half a bike length. 

The second half of the quartet were 
Matt Wait and Mark Foster, both of 
whom got a little lucky in the race. On 
the lap that the race was red-flagged by 
Kent Shoemaker's crash in turn three, 
Wait crashed after hitting Foster while 
going through turn nine onto the bank- 
ing. 

^Mark Foster blew the corner," Wait 
said. "I was turning into the corner and 
he went straight. I was turning in and he 
was right there and his back tire clipped 
my front tire." 

Wait made the restart and led the lap 
before Renfrow got by. Oliver was past 
on the next lap and Wait dropped into 
the foursome where he'd toil much of 
the race on a machine he had little time 
on. 
“We haven't done anything to the 
bike," Wait said of the factory-backed 
Honda RS250. "I rode it for one day at 





Laguna. I think I got the feel of it down 
and the riding down. We just need to 
learn how to make it go fast. There are a 
lot of things we can do to the bike that 
we haven't done to it. It's basically a 
stock motorcycle put together out of the 
crate. We need some more R&D out of it 
to get up to speed. Hopefully, once we 
get more out of it we'll be up with Rich 
and Randy. That's the goal." 

Today the goal was to hold off Fos- 
ter, which he did, but just barely. At the 
finish line he was about a bike length in 
front. 

Foster's problems started early in the 
restart. On the third lap his Deutsch 
Financial Services Yamaha seized going 
into turn one. 

"I was going in there and just kept it 
on idle and I let the clutch out and it 
revved back up and I nursed it for that 
lap and when I downshifted I kept the 
gas on for the whole race," Foster said, 
adding that it wasn't just the power he 
lost. “More than anything I lost my con- 
centration. I didn't want to get up in 
there and do anything to those guys. If I 
had a problem it would have been really 
screwy if I took one of them out." 

The Yamaha seized again just past 
the start-finish line at the end of the 
race. 

A secure seventh place went to 
Bobby Keith after the pursuing Bellevue 
Suzuki-Ducati /Dick Wall's/Centralia 
Knitting Mills' Mike Sullivan dropped 
out with eight laps to go. 

Eighth was a four-rider scrap, with 
Chris Rogers getting the nod after pass- 
ing Ultima Sports Cars of America/Fab- 
weld's Greg Esser with less than two 
laps to go. 

American Supercamp's Brady Wel- 
ton and Perry Melneciuc were 10th and 
11th, respectively, at the back of the 
quartet. €N

PHOENIX, AZ, FEB. 16 
iller’s Electrical Construction’s 
M Eric Bostrom is following a 
| tough act: his brother Ben. The 
older Bostrom won five races last year 
on his way to a close second in the Pro- 
gressive Insurance SuperTwins champi- 
onship. In the season opener at Phoenix 
International Raceway, Eric did the fam- 
ily name proud by narrowly edging Bar- 
tels’ H-D's recently signed Shawn Hig- 
bee. 

It was a two-rider fight from the 
start, Higbee leading the most laps, but 
making a few crucial mistakes, the last 
of which cost him the race. 

^He got a little wide going into turn 
two, two laps from the end, and that 
allowed me to get back by him," 
Bostrom said. "I just put my head down 
and tried to get a lead on him." 

Bostrom won by 1.430 seconds, aver- 
aging 79.137 seconds in winning the 17- 
lap, 25.67-mile race. The win puts him 
atop the championship standings with 
35 points, two better than Higbee who 
earned an extra point for leading the 
most laps. Higbee's ride with Tilley's H- 
D came at the last minute and he raced 
in the Fast By Ferracci leathers he wore 
last year. 

For much of the race the top six 
places were contested by three pairs of 
riders. Third place was fought between 
Tilley's H-D's Dave Estok and Nate 
"Gator" Wait - in his first AMA race 
since suffering severe injuries in a hor- 
rific crash at Brainerd last year. With 
two laps to go, Wait got in front only to 
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see Estok take it back for good on the 
next lap and hold onto it with the help 
of traffic. 

“The last lap we caught somebody 
going through turn nine," Estok said. "I 
got through there before he did and 
Gator got caught up behind him and 
that's what gave me the lead at the 
end." 

Fifth across the line went to Matt 
Guidera, but he was disqualified for an 
“illegal head protrusion.” That gave the 
spot to Jake Zemke who'd been passed 
by Guidera on the 15th lap. 

Bartels’ H-D's Jody Hendley was 
sixth, with Shaun Russell seventh. 

Eric Bostrom got the jump on the 18- 
rider field, Higbee and Wait along with 
him, then Estok and Zemke. 

By the end of the second lap, the top 
two had split and now Higbee was out 
front, where he would stay until the 
14th lap when he ran off the track in 
turn eight. 

“Т was up in the air, І came down and 
I was wobbling and the bike was sliding 
around,” Higbee said. “I had to make 
up some time there.” 

“We went back and forth a little bit 
and then Shawn picked up the pace and 
I rode with him and then Shawn decid- 
ed to go motocrossing,” Bostrom said. “I 
got excited and actually lost the lead 
again.” 

That happened nearly right away 
and it was another lap before Bostrom 
took the lead for good in turn two. 

“We've been making our bike a little 
better every day this weekend,” 
Bostrom said 

Estok’s progress wasn’t as sustained 
and he knows there’s room to grow. 

^| don't have my bike set up exactly 
right," he said. “I’m on a new bike this 
year. I don't want to make any excuses, 
but I didn't want to throw it away by 
riding too hard. I wanted to make sure I 
got on the podium. I had a little lead on 
Gator and he caught up and I felt he 
was riding a real good race. He was 
faster than me through nine and the 
banking so he could get me on the 
straight every time, but I was faster than 
him in six. I could come up inside there 
just about évery single lap. Really, the 
reason I got enough of a gap on him at 
the end, even if I was in the lead on the 


last lap, was because he was faster than 


me on the banking and he might get me 
on the-front straight.” 

"Through the tri-oval I'd be able to 
get a good run on him," Wait explained. 
“It’s not that my bike was faster than 
his, it was the drive off the turns. Com- 
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ing off, Га have more miles per hour on 
him. Acceleration was equal as far as 
horsepower. Turn one I'd be able to gain 
on him but I had my problems in that 
right, the carousel. I'm carrying a taller 
gear through there than everyone and it 
pushed me wide and every lap he'd be 
able to get me there." 

The final swap came on the penulti- 
mate lap when Estok went under Wait 
in turn seven. 

Guidera made his way through the 
pack after an early-race bobble that 
dropped him from the top five, but it 
was all for naught once he was disquali- 
fied. 

Zemke, who was in fifth for much of 
the race, holding off Hendley, got the 
nod, well in front of Shaun Russell, who 
held off Las Vegas H-D's Jess Roeder. єх

Extreme?

GSXR750 Supersport bike. Randolph 
finished a zillion miles behind Toland 
and a zillion in front of his teammate, 
Brian Gibbs. To further illustrate just 
how shallow the field was, Gibbs had 
crashed on the first lap, was pinned 
under his Suzuki GSXR750 for several 
seconds, remounted in last place, yet 
still managed to work his way up to 
fourth place. In fifth place - and the last 
man not to be lapped by Stroud - was 
Yamaha-mounted Ben Welch, the third 
of three Hooter's-backed riders in the 
field - all three using Pirelli tires, with 
the Erion team switching to Dunlops 
after running Bridgestones last year. 

The race began under a setting sun at 
5:35 p.m. Randolph grabbed the lead 
into turn one, but was quickly passed by 
Toland on the extremely tight combina- 
tion road course/oval track. Gibbs' first 
assault didn't last long as he crashed in 
the extremely tight turn nine after hit- 
ting Stroud, remounting before coming 
extremely close to doing the same thing 
in turn three on the following lap. Still, 
Gibbs put on an extremely impressive 
charge, coming all the way from dead 
last to an eventual fourth-place finish. 

Toland's run at the front lasted for 
three laps before the Californian was 
forced to play second fiddle to his Kiwi 
teammate, Stroud. The pair had chosen 
extremely different-compound Dunlop 
tires, Stroud going with a medium and 
Toland choosing a hard-compound rear 
tire. 

At that point the race was effectively 
over. Stroud led the extremely small 
field for the duration of the 25-lap race. 
Toland also had an extremely easy time 
of it in second place. Ditto for Randolph 
in third. The only real drama was how 
far up Gibbs could finish and how many 
riders would manage not.to be lapped 
by Stroud. 

The answers: fourth, and five. Gibbs 
was fourth, Stroud lapped all but the first 
five riders. Extremely entertaining stuff. 

"The first lap Gibbs ran into me in 
the hairpin and he went over," Stroud 
said in his extremely New Zealand 
accent. “Halfway I realized I had a pret- 
ty big lead. At one point I thought the 
front tire was going flat, but maybe I 
just thought I was on the 600. Either that 
or the tape on my elbow was sticking to 
my knee... I chose the right tire and 
maybe Doug (Toland) didn't." 

Toland agreed that his tire choice 
wasn't as good as his teammate's. 

“It was depressingly lonely,” Toland 
said. “The tire was probably the differ- 
ence because usually we're so close." 

Randolph, too, suffered from extreme 
loneliness. 

“I just rode," he said. “I got passed in: 
the first corner and passed on the back 
straight. Then I was third for the rest of 
the race. І was 20 seconds ahead so I just 
rode smart. I'll be getting parts to make 
the bike better." €N

It was perhaps Emig’s strongest 
supercross performance ever as he 
jumped out into the early lead in the 20- 
lap feature in front of 50,815 spectators 
at the RCA Dome in downtown Indi- 
anapolis, holding off such notables as 
Honda of Troy’s Larry Ward, points 
leader Doug Henry, defending champ 
Jeremy McGrath, Kawasaki's Damon 
Huffman and Suzuki's Mike LaRocco all 
the way to the finish. 

The win, however, did not come 
without a couple of anxious moments 
for Emig. 

The most prevalent of these came on 
the second lap when Emig drifted a little 
too wide in a fast sweeper and caught a

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long stream of plastic banners on his 
right footpeg. The banners quickly 
became entangled in his bike's rear 
wheel with pieces of plastic melting on 
the rear disc, nearly rendering him with- 
out a rear brake. 

“When I felt the rear brake go out 
there, I figured this might get a little 
more intense than what I wanted it to," 
Emig said. "Fortunately, the brake came 
back and I knuckled down, and I just 
tried to keep charging forward. I was a 
little bit squirrelly here and there, made 
two or three mistakes, but outside of 
that I was really happy with the way I 
rode." 

Emig, on his Jeremy Albrecht-tuned 
Kawasaki, could never breathe easily. 
Although he was unable to break clear 
of the pack, no one could get close 
enough to show him a wheel, either. 
Ward was the first of the challengers, 
then it was Henry, who many thought 
would seriously threaten the Kawasaki 
rider, but that never happened. Henry 
did get to within a few bikelengths of 
the leader, but that was as close as he 
would get before dropping off the pace 
toward the end.

“I just didn't have it tonight," Henry 
admitted. 

An inspired LaRocco, competing in 
front of his home crowd, clawed and 
scratched his way to the lead group 
after a seventh-place start and surpris- 
ingly passed Henry three laps from the 
end to take a hard-earned second. It was 
one of LaRocco's best rides since joining 
Team Suzuki last year and certainly was 
the best since having shoulder surgery 
during the off-season. 

“I kind of babied it a little bit early in 
the race and I wished I wouldn't have," 
LaRocco said. "I had plenty at the end; I 
wished I had started (his drive to the 
front of the pack) a little bit earlier. This 
was one of the first races (since the 
surgery) that I've had strength the 
whole time - my shoulder has been kind 
of scaring me. I'm not there yet, but I'm 
coming along. It definitely feels good to 
be on the podium again." 

Honda of Troy's Mike Craig had 
another strong ride. He started off in 
sixth place and slowly worked his way 
up to fourth, making it four different 
brands in the first four positions. Suzu- 
ki's Greg Albertyn, Honda of Troy's 
Mike Kiedrowski and Huffman fol- 
lowed Craig across the finish line. 

For the second time this year, 
defending champ Jeremy McGrath fin- 
ished outside the top five with a disap- 
pointing ninth. The Suzuki rider was 
running fourth early in the race, hang- 
ing right with the lead group for eight 
laps before sliding backward. 

“I think I might've had a little bit of a 
clutch slip, I don't know," said a very 









































dejected McGrath. “All my timing got 
screwed up. The bike’s good, it’s just 
one of those things. We'll make a couple 
of changes; everything is okay, it's just 
me. I'm not excited about today at all." 

Rounding out the top 10 was Man- 
chester Honda Racing's Damon Brad- 
shaw. 

The Indy race was also the opening 
round for the 125cc East Coast Series 
riders, where the 15-lap main event saw 
three different leaders. First it was Chad 
Pederson out in front, but he was passed 
on the fourth lap by Frenchman 
Stephane Roncada. The Honda of Troy 
rider then took control for seven laps 
before succumbing to arm pump. He 
put up a valiant fight but couldn't hold 
back a steady John Dowd. 

Dowd rode a methodical race. The 
factory Yamaha rider got off to a fourth- 
place start, watched and waited as rid- 
ers either faded or crashed, then stalked 
Roncada before making the pass for the 
lead. Once out in front, Dowd immedi- 
ately opened up a huge lead and took 
the win with eight seconds to spare over 
Suzuki's Tim Ferry, who made a dra- 
matic last-lap pass on Roncada. Peder- 
son hung on to fourth, while Manches- 
ter Honda Racing's Robbie Skaggs 
edged out Team Honda's.Scott Sheak 
for fifth.

McGrath got his long-awaited first 
win on his Nac Nac Enterprises /1-800- 
Collect/Fox/No Fear-backed Suzuki in 
the first heat race. It was by far his best 
performance of the year, as he started 
things off with the holeshot and simply 
rode away from everyone. 

Kawasaki rider Jeff Matiasevich was 
running second for a while before crash- 
ing and taking Yamaha's Ezra Lusk with 
him. Huffman suddenly found himself 
in second place ahead of LaRocco, 
Kiedrowski, Bradshaw and Kawasaki's 
Ryan Hughes. Huffman held his own 
the whole way, while Kiedrowski found 
the hot line around LaRocco for third. 
Bradshaw held on to fourth for most of 
the race until Hughes got him near the 
end. 

At the finish it was McGrath with 
room to spare over Huffman, followed 
by Kiedrowski, LaRocco and Hughes. 
| Bradshaw missed a direct transfer by 
one position, while Ward was another 
non-qualifier after suffering a flat tire on 
the first lap. a 

The second heat race featured a fierce 
| battle for the lead between Emig and 
Henry while Craig, Albertyn and Lam- 
son lurked behind. 

Emig led the early laps before a red- 
hot Henry stormed by. Emig fought 
back as the two riders swapped posi- 
tions back and forth, but Henry man- 
aged to stay out in front. Henry took the 
win followed by Emig and Craig. Alber- 
tyn finished a close fourth, followed by 
Lamson and Yamaha's Kevin Windham. 

The first semi had a lot of close rac- 
ing but no passing. Bradshaw led from 
start to finish with Hughes taking sec- 
ond. Lusk ended up third, followed by 
Ward and Matiasevich. 

Lamson made his second semi win 
look easy by leading every lap. Brian 
Swink held second for most of the race, 
while Phil Lawrence worked his way up 
to third at the end.

tried in vain to keep Johnson behind 
him but, for Goodman, the race was 
one lap too long. Clowers and Johnson 
went to the main via 1-2 finishes, 
respectively. 

It looked as though it would be a 
four-way battle for the win early in the 
250cc main. Emig - who took the 
holeshot - Ward, Henry and McGrath 
quickly broke free from the rest of the 
pack as they battled each other from 
turn to turn. This went on for six laps, 
then Henry made the first move, riding 
his Yamaha around Ward's Honda 
through a turn. Moments later, McGrath 
also made an attempt to get by Ward, 
but instead slammed into the back of the

Both Huffman and Craig, who had 
closed the gap on the lead four, saw 
their chance and passed McGrath 
through the whoops before the Suzuki 
rider could regroup after his near crash. 
A lap later, LaRocco also passed an out- 
of-sync McGrath, as did Albertyn and 
Kiedrowski a lap later.

"To make sure that I 
hit stuff right and that I didn't wear 
myself out. It was pretty tough. There 
were a lot of ruts out there." 

Henry finished a close third, only 
inches ahead of Craig.

gone any better. Sheak battled with 
Stephane Roncada the whole way and 
held him off to the finish. 

Matt Shue won the LCQ over Tony

Chad Pederson shot his Team Chap- 
arral/FMF Yamaha into the lead at the 
start of the 125cc main, thus avóiding a 
huge first-turn pileup that claimed such 
riders as Ricky Carmichael, Robbie Hor- 
ton, Jeff Dement, Charlie Bogard and 
Lorusso, among others.

The situation changed radically. in 
the final laps as Buehl shot past Jones 
for the lead over the Budweiser Catapult 
before losing it to Antunez in the rock- 
ers on the following lap. Then it-was 
Antunez's turn to bobble in the rockers. 
He dropped to third as Buehl and Gad- 
dis went past with Gaddis on the faster 
line. The champ took the lead and led 
the final two circuits while Jones and 
Goodman caught up and somehow 
managed to charge their way past 
Antunez and Buehl to steal the remain- 
ing podium spots to the roar of the 
crowd. 

“I got like a sixth-place start," Good- 
man said. "Everyone was bobbling. I 
just tried to stay consistent. Buehl and 
Antunez went wide before the big dou- 
ble and I just capitalized on their mis- 
take. I went by... and took it to the hole!" 

"I didn't expect to see Jimmy in 
there," Jones said. "I knew Antunez and 
Jeromy were. I’m happy with second. 
As long as the fans are happy with the 
show, that's all that Mike Jones cares 
about." 

Gaddis was thrilled to earn his sec- | 
ond win in as many weeks. 

"I'd just like to thank the good Lord 





Jesus Christ for keeping me safe,” Gad- 
dis said. “I had some good lines out 
there. All of a sudden things just started 
working for me. It was tough. You had 
to make your passes precisely.” 

Antunez and Buehl rounded out the 
top five. 

Palmer grabbed the lead off the line 
in the 250cc main with Jones, Stephen- 
son, Wilson and a flying Gaddis occupy- 
ing the top five positions. Jones con- 
trolled the pace by the second lap, 
however, as he, Palmer and Stephenson 
freight-trained away briefly before Gad- 
dis caught back up and began pressur- 
ing Stephenson for third. He then 
zapped Palmer and Stephenson in the 
rockers to move to second. 

Jones continued to look smooth out 
front while Gaddis closed up the gap. 
Palmer was third while Stephenson let 
Antunez by in the whoops for a shot at 
Palmer. Gaddis finally made a pass 
attempt on Jones just past the halfway 
mark but took himself out of the hunt 
when he stalled in a turn. Gaddis 
attempted to climb back into the chase 
before falling in the turn before the fin- 
ish line. Gaddis remounted to claim 
fourth ahead of Buehl. 

Jones remained at the top of the 
order for the remainder of the race to 
claim the win after a smooth ride. 

"I'd really like to thank Barr's Com- 
petition," Jones said. “It all has to do 
with the motor and the suspension in 
these races. I had both tonight. And you 
have to be strong for a 20-lap race. 
Upper-bodywise, I'd say I'm stronger 
than any guy out there. You need that in 
the whoops." 

The race for the runner-up position 
heated up as Antunez stuffed his way 
past Palmer in the whoops for second 
and stayed there with three laps to go. 

"I was behind a bunch of guys in that 
race, and when you're behind like that 
you pretty much have to ride the track 
the way that they do," Antunez said. 
“Once I got a clear track and started 
doing things the way I wanted to do 
them, that's when I started making time 
in the whoops. I just focused on Palmer. 
My main goal was to pass him. Whatev- 
er happened from there just happened." 

Palmer was a man of few words. 

“I wanted to win, but I screwed up," 
Palmer said. "Buddy got by me. That 
stuff happens."

Because of the AMA Supercross in 
Indianapolis, there were fewer riders in 
the field, although the crowd count 
appeared to hold firm with Friday's 
numbers. With Friday behind him, 
Palmer showed up to the race track on 
Saturday with a new attitude. 

"I'm just going to try and ride a little 
more aggressive," Palmer said. "Last 
night I was a little too conservative. I 
just need to loosen up. I don't even 
know how far back I am (in the points)." 

Gaddis was the man with the plan 
when the gate dropped to start the sec- 
ond 125cc main of the weekend. The 
1993 AMA Western Regional 125cc 
Supercross Champion rocketed his 
KX250 off the line and pulled out to a 
commanding lead over Morgan, Buehl, 
Jones, Palmer, Antunez and Stephen- 
son. 

With Gaddis establishing the pace, 
Buehl, who lives in nearby London, 
Ohio, began attacking the whoops, and 
he shot past Morgan to run second by 
lap four. Antunez remained stuck in 
seventh, two places behind title rival 
Palmer. For the next several laps, Gad- 
dis and Buehl pulled away from a six- 
rider freight train that included Morgan,

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Jones, Palmer, Stephenson, Antunez and 
Team Green/Pro Circuit/Fox’s Andy 
Bowyer. Palmer managed to work his 
way to third in the late going. 

Buehl began to reel in Gaddis as the 
race eclipsed the halfway mark and, two 
laps later, the hometown favorite was 
hounding the champion. They remained 
that way as they received the two-lap 
sign from flagman Mike Lambert. It was 
still either rider’s race. Gaddis ultimate- 
ly took control, however, as his fast line 
was better than Buehl’s more-rhythmic, 
but slower, line. Gaddis took the win 
with Buehl second. Morgan fought his 
way past Palmer to claim his first podi- 
um finish of the weekend. 

“Jimmy was riding an unbelievable 
pace,” Morgan said. “I felt comfortable 
in third, but then Cliff (Palmer) got by. I 
still felt good with two laps to go. Then 
Cliff got held up by a lapper over the 
big double. I hadn’t tripled (the smaller 
jumps) all night, but it was all or noth- 
ing. I tripled it and got inside Cliff. It 
was a good race. I hope we put on a 
show for the fans.” 

Buehl appeared satisfied with his 
runner-up finish. 

“It was real close out there,” Buehl 
said. "I didn't want to make any mis- 
takes. I thought that I was definitely one 
of the fastest guys out there. I needed a 
holeshot. At least I was more consistent 
than I have been." 

"Jeromy rode a great race," winner 
Gaddis said in agreement. “I was just 
happy to hang on. I pumped up and got 
tense. I was focusing more on him than 
on the track. That wasn’t good. I 
couldn’t worry about him. I had to focus 
on the track. It just worked out.” 

Palmer finished fourth ahead of 
Jones. Antunez was mired in seventh. 

The 250cc main looked strikingly 
similar to the race preceding it with one 
notable exception: Gaddis took off and 
disappeared, leaving the second-placed 
Buehl virtually no hope of pulling off a 
win. It was more of the same - and 
almost worse - for Antunez, who collid- 
ed with Stephenson in the rockers and 
went down. 

So torrid was Gaddis’ pace that he

had three seconds on Buehl by the 
halfway mark. Palmer was third, well 
ahead of Jones, Team Green/Nielsen 
Enterprises' Brad Woolsey, Bowyer, 
Yamaha of Troy's Todd DeHoop and 
the charging Antunez. The series points 
leader displayed a “no-quit” attitude 
and managed to pass Woolsey, Bowyer 
and Todd DeHoop for fifth. 

"Denny fell right in front of me, and I 
ran right into his body," Antunez said. 
"I was last, so I was stoked to work my 
way up to fifth. Basically, I jammed my 
wrist in the whoops, and that set the 
tempo for the night. But all in all, I 
gained a point on Cliff over the week- 
end. It was a good weekend." 

Up front, Gaddis cruised to the win 
with Buehl and Palmer grabbing the sec- 
ond and third positions. Palmer admit- 
ted that his finish gave him something 
to build on going into the final round. 

"That was a little better," Palmer 
said. "I was still tense in my heat races. I 
couldn't find my way through the 
whoops, and I'm the type of guy where 
if there's one place on the track that 
slows me up, then that really messes me 





up mentally. But then in the dash I 
found a good line. In the main I tried to 
push a little to see if I could catch those 
guys, but it was a bit hairball. I knew I 
was ahead of Buddy, so I just started 
going through the motions." 

Buehl's consistency was once again 
evident in the 250cc main as he locked up 
his second runner-up finish of the week- 
end. Not bad for the 24-year-old, who 
celebrated his birthday one week prior. 

“Jimmy was riding good on the 250," 
Buehl said. "I just kept making small 
mistakes and riding timid. I couldn't get 
in the zone. I was telling myself to quit 
making mistakes, but I just had to slow 
down and relax. He just kept pulling 
away. It didn't seem right to push it 
then." " 

Gaddis appeared to be ecstatic with 
the double win, his first of the year. 

"I rocketed out of that gate, didn't I,” 
Gaddis said. “I’m so happy. I just rode 
my own race and tried to get through 
the whoops and turns fast." 

Those wins, combined with a good 
showing at the final round next week- 
end, could conceivably move Gaddis to 





10th in the final series standings, but the 
championship is yet to be decided at 
Denver. Like the racing itself, the are-

fter the closest finish in the histo- 
A: of the Daytona 200, what do 

you do for an encore? That's the 
question leading up to the 56th running 
of the March classic and the answer lies 
in the depth of the field. 

Last year’s pack may have been the 
deepest ever with Grand Prix star Scott 
Russell joining a host of World Super- 
bike regulars in their annual foray into 
AMA Superbike racing. Russell was 
there at the end, coming up a razor-close 
second after an unforgettable late-race 
duel with defending AMA Superbike 
Champion Miguel DuHamel. It was as 
good a two-rider race as was ever seen 
on the high banks. DuHamel’s last-lap 
heroics - some would say imprudence - 
were the high point of his season. 





The finish, as thrilling as it was, 
wasn't an accurate reflection of the race. 
By the time the riders completed their 
second pit stops, much of the field had 
been thinned by a variety of factors. 

Ducati’s Troy Corser, now off to 
fight the GP wars for the Promotor 
Yamaha team, had the field covered 
until being stopped by an overheating 
engine on the 30th of 57 laps. Mike Hale 
- his then-Promotor teammate whose 
current team, Suzuki World Superbike, 
isn't returning after a wasteful 1996 race 
- tipped over early in the race, while 
near the front. Anthony Gobert, the 
Muzzy Kawasaki rider who, like Scott 
Russell before him, moved on to the 
Lucky Strike Suzuki GP team, had a hat 
trick of agony - tire, brake and engine 
problems. 

Yamaha World Superbike's Colin 
Edwards Il's race was interrupted by: 
early rear-tire trouble that forced an 
unscheduled pit stop. He recovered to 
draft-pass Yoshimura Suzuki's Pascal 
Picotte'at the finish line after losing 
touch with the leaders in the final 10 
laps. And so it remained to the Ameri- 
can regulars to fill the void and none 
was up to the pace that DuHamel and 
Russell set. This year is likely to be dif- 
ferent. ; 

Chief among the reasons is tires. Last 
year all of the front-runners had some 
kind of tire episode. Neither Dunlop nor 
Michelin escaped trouble and either 
could have won the race. At this year's 
Dunlop tests, Muzzy Kawasaki's Doug 
Chandler's best time was .80 of a second 
faster than Gobert's 1995 quickest. More 
importantly, it was the first time that 
they'd run a test without one tire failure. 
If that form holds up for the race it will 
eliminate one of the more substantial 
variables. 

Chandler was not only the fastest, he 
also was the most consistent on race 
tires. The Michelin test also went well, 
though it was more low-key with Mat 
Mladin and Gerald Rothman Jr., the 
new Fast by Ferracci recruits, testing 
both new-machinery and new tires. 
Machine troubles - a Ducati staple at 
Daytona - prevented the company from 
doing a meaningful endurance test. 
However, team scion Eraldo Ferracci 
declared all was well after the test and 
was confident they had a tire that would

do the 19 or so laps between the two tire 
changes. 

It's not hard to pick the Yamaha 
World Superbike "Dream Team" of 
Edwards and Russell as the favorites for 
this year's race. In Russell's case it's 
obvious. Only a fool would bet against a 
three-time winner whose confidence at 
Daytona is unmatchable. Three wins 
and two seconds in the last five years is 
an impressive record, not only for the 
placings, but for Russell's incomparable 
race management skills. 

This is an enigmatic event, more of a 
sprint than an endurance event. More 
than one rival has peaked out early or 
burned out late by simply not acknowl- 
edging the nature of the test. 

Edwards will be right in the thick of 
it. Ever since bursting onto the scene in 
the early “905, and capturing the 1992 
AMA 250cc GP Championship, | 
Edwards has been a steady force. 
Though it seems he’s been around for- 
ever, he’s still a youthful, but experi- 
enced, 23. His two seasons on the World 
Superbike circuit have helped him 
wring every last ounce out of the 10- 
year-old Yamaha YZR750 design, and 
preseason WSB tests in Indonesia and 
Australia showed that his work has paid 
off. Edwards was second-fastest with 


Russell just behind in Australia, and in 
Indonesia they were third and fourth. 

What makes them more dangerous, 
at least in Mladin’s mind, is that this is 
their cameo appearance. With nothing 
to lose but this one very prestigious 
race, it’s much easier to put it all on the 
line. The AMA boys have to look at the 
big picture of the entire 10-race series, 
though it doesn’t always seem that way. 

Back for a crack at a third victory is 
DuHamel, desperate to win back the 
superbike title he lost to Muzzy 
Kawasaki's Doug Chandler after a late- 
season swoon. Bad luck and bad karma 
in the final two races were fatal to 
DuHamel. When he rolled into Las 
Vegas for the final race he was fighting 
an uphill battle and the team never 
jelled. Compounding his troubles was 
that the nature of the track didn’t play 
to the RC45’s strengths. Being perceived 
as invincible hurt the team in 
DuHamel’s estimation, and they spent 
the winter getting back on the right 
track. DuHamel has acquitted himself 
well during the off-season tests in Day- 
tona and Laguna Seca and seems ener- 
gized with the scope of improvements 
to the RC45. 

The only rider able to outpace him in 
off-season testing was Chandler. The 31- 
year-old, two-time AMA Superbike 


Champion enjoyed a renaissance with 
the Muzzy squad in 1996 that seemed to 
grow as the year went on. By the time 
he got to Las Vegas he was clearly in 
charge, and by the end of the season he 
was anxious for the 1997 campaign to 
start. If the 1997 season had started the 
day after Las Vegas, it wouldn't have 
been soon enough. All he wants to do is 
ride and Muzzy is giving him every 
chance. 

Another factor that has elevated the 
team was Muzzy's withdrawal from the 
World Superbike wars. Longtime 
Muzzy crew chief Steve Johnson - 
whose roster of champions includes 
Eddie Lawson, Wayne Rainey, Scott 
Russell and Chandler - is back in Ameri- 
ca after four seasons abroad. Now that 
Rob Muzzy can devote his considerable 
resources and best personnel to one 
place, he's strengthened a team which 
wasn't too shabby last year. 

Every year great things are predicted 





for the Ducatis at Daytona and every 
year they miss the mark. Except for Troy 
Corser's run at Scott Russell in the final 
26-lap portion of the red flag-interrupt- 
ed 1994 race, which saw Russell start 
from the back row, no Ducati has 
mounted a significant challenge for the 
race. Yes, Carl Fogarty came second in 
1995, but he was nearly a minute behind 
and never in the hunt. Mladin could be 
the rider to change that. . 

The former Australian Superbike 
Champion joins the Ferracci squad at a 
crucial time. The Philadelphia-based 
team was jolted when the Texas Pacific 
Group, which bought 49 percent of 
Cagiva, agreed to back Terry Vance as a 
second AMA Superbike team for three 
years. (V&H Ducati won't take delivery 
of its machinery in time for Daytona.) 
For Ferracci to keep the franchise, he has 
to win, which he did with some regular- 
ity for years. The past two seasons have 
been unkind to Ferracci, budget cuts 
forcing him to rely on less-experienced 
riders last year. It was the first time 
since he began contesting the AMA 
Superbike Championship in 1992 that he 
hadn't won at least one AMA Superbike 
race. 

The year starts well for Ferracci. Just 
prior to the opening round of the AMA 
Superbike Championship, Ferracci 
picked up significant sponsorship from 
DKNY, the youth-oriented clothing line 
from famed designer Donna Karan. The 
connection came through Karan's hus- 








band. Just after Christmas, he took 
delivery of a pair of immaculate 916s, 
one street, one race, both custom-paint- 
ed and fitted with full Ferracci race 
motors. 

Though Mladin didn't win a race last 
year, he finished the 1996 season strong 
on the Yoshimura Suzuki, second in the 
final two races and fourth in the cham- 
pionship, best of the three-rider team. 
The second he climbed aboard the Fer- 
racci Ducati, he was convinced it was a 
perfect fit. His test times were good, not 
great, but the team was hampered by a

series of mechanical gremlins including 


one that sidelined the newer spec motor. . 


That, as much as anything, is the biggest 
concern, though team owner Eraldo Fer- 
racci says the bikes will be ready to go 
the distance in March. Mladin is on 
record as stating that Daytona is but one 
race in a long season and the penulti- 
mate race at Sears Point, where he was 
pipped at the end by teammate Aaron 
Yates, proved his commitment to the 
longer view, not the shorter gain. 

Yates will be back for his second year 
on the Yoshimura Suzuki squad, teamed 





again with Pascal Picotte and joined by 
former Ferracci rider Larry Pegram. The 
Suzuki team enters Daytona with the 
benefit of a year’s experience on the 
potent GSXR750 and Picotte’s times at 
the Daytona tire test were nearly the 
equal of Chandler's. The French Canadi- 
an spent the first week in February rid- 
ing dirt trackers at the Kenny Roberts 
Training Ranch outside of Barcelona, 
Spain, working on throttle control and 
timing with Jimmy Filice and Kenny 
Roberts Jr. until he was too sore to ride 
another lap. To show his commitment to 
the team, he moved from Granby, Que- 
bec, to Santa Ana, California, to be near 
the team, and his communication with 
the crew has never been better. 

Yates impressed with his win at Sears 
Point, a victory that helped vault him to 
sixth in the points standings just in front 
of new teammate Pegram. The former 
dirt tracker knows that many felt his 


rookie success on а Superbike was due ~ 


more to the Ferracci Ducati than his tal- 
ent and he's out to dispel that notion. 

Alone on the Yamaha team is Tom 
Kipp. After the factory parted ways 
with Vance & Hines it was left to Yama- 
ha's Tom Halverson to organize a race 
team and race shop. in short order. 
Halverson hand-picked those he felt 
were the best people from the V&H 
crew to maintain continuity. Now they 
have to find a way to keep the 10-year 
old machine competitive in an increas- 
ingly competitive field. Kipp has never 
won a Superbike National, and the last 
Yamaha superbike win came at Sears 
Point in August 1994 with Edwards 
aboard. 

For his part, Kipp is up to the chal- 
lenge. He's aware of the awesome 
responsibility as the factory's lone repre- 
sentative, but welcomes the chance to 
do all of the development. For the sec- 
ond year in a row, he finished third in 
the championship. 

Then there's the supporting cast. Best 
among them at Daytona in 1996 was 
Smokin' Joe's Honda's Steve Crevier. He 
finished sixth in Florida, but a few races 
later his season was ruined by a freak 
personal watercraft accident that caused 
serious internal injuries from which he's 
still recovering. He made it back for the 
end of the season and kept his seat for 
1997, though he came close to losing it. 
An abortive plan to bring Mike Hale 
back into the Smokin' Joe's fold had 
Crevier being moved to a satellite team 
with Moto Liberty. With Hale going to 
Suzuki, Crevier was safe for the final 
year of his contract. 

The Harley-Davidson team of Chris 
Carr and Thomas Wilson remains intact 
for 1997 and, though you can't expect to 
see them on the podium, they did acquit 
themselves well at Daytona last year. 
Carr finished 10th and Wilson might 
have finished in the top 10 if he hadn't 
crashed out while running near Carr 
late in the race 

Riding with Chandler will be 18- 
year-old Tommy Hayden. Rob Muzzy's 
eye for young talent is legendary and 
Hayden is his latest pick. Under 
Muzzy's and Chandler's tutelage, Hay- 
den should develop rapidly, but won't 
be a threat at Daytona. 

The second Ferracci Ducati will be 
under Gerald Rothman Jr., late of Moto 
Liberty Honda. His times in the Day- 
tona tire tests were competitive, just 
behind Mladin’s, and he plans to make 
the most of his best ride ever. 

All in all, the field is deep and strong. 
It’s said every year, but this could be the 
best Daytona 200 ever. It was said last 
year and it came true. Can lightning 
strike twice? eN

dy Luck and Total Control Rac- 
g's Will Davis made strange 
abedfellows during the 1996 edi- 


tions of the Daytona 600cc National and 
AMA Grand National Championship 
Series-opening Daytona Short Track at 
Daytona Municipal Stadium. 

She spit on the likable 32-year-old 
North Carolinian during the 600cc 
National, where һе crashed and was 
subsequently flattened by fellow veter- 
an Jay Springsteen, ending any hope of 
a 600cc National win to start off the 
year. 

And Davis was still smarting from 
Friday's crash when he returned to the 
stadium for the eighth running of the 
Daytona Short Track, but for reasons 
unbeknownst to even Davis himself, his 
fortunes changed, and the lucky lady 
embraced him. After starting from the 
second row, Davis hit the first turn in 
fifth place and then worked his way by 
a group of riders, including strong early 
runner Joe Kopp, to run second to 
another veteran, Terry Poovey. 

Poovey was having a brilliant ride 

` and appeared ready to take his first 
Grand National win since 1985 until his 
Rotax began to slow on lap 14. Davis 
made the winning pass one lap later 
while Poovey's engine exploded, leav- 
ing the Texan last. From there Davis 
rolled away from the field to become 
only the sixth man ever to win the Day- 
tona Short Track. Rich King and Kevin 
Varnes finished second and third, 
respectively. It was a meaningful victory 
for Davis, who remembered hearing 
numerous tales of Daytona lore from his 
father while growing up. 

"That win ranks right there with win- 
ning my first one (Lima '89)," Davis 
said. "In fact if there was only one 
Grand National that I ever won, even 
though it sounds crazy as hell, it would 
be Daytona." 





The 1997 edition of the Short Track 
could prove to be every bit as excit- 
ing as last year. If the track stays 
moist, providing multiple racing 
lines, then any number of riders - 
veterans and youngsters alike - will 
have a shot at capturing the first 
GNC win of the year. 

While Daytona is still like a lot- 
tery, attracting every 600cc short 
track specialist in the nation, 
there are several key players - 
most of them series regulars, 
and old hands at that, who will always 
be worth watching. Davis will be one of 


them as he looks to become the first man ' 


ever to win back-to-back Daytona Short 
Tracks and thus join Chris Carr and Dan 
Ingram as a two-time winner. 

Last year's 600cc National winner 
Steve Morehead, Poovey, Oklahoma's 
Ronnie Jones, three-time Grand Nation- 
al champion Ricky Graham and the leg- 
endary Jay Springsteen cannot be dis- 
counted either, nor can kid / veteran 
Kevin Atherton. 

Then again, the 1997 winner could 
likely come from the incredible crop of 
new talent that has appeared on the 
Grand National scene over the past few 
years. Moroney's Harley-Davidson 
teammates Mike Hacker, Davey Camlin 
and Jason Fletcher could be strong in the 
stadium if they get the right breaks on 
the night. Team Undo's Brett Landes, 
the 1995 winner, will be back in search 
of his second Daytona Short Track win. 
Kevin Varnes, last year's third-place fin- 
isher, has taken over the factory KTM 
600 ride formerly occupied by Hacker, 
and the Pennsylvanian will be highly 
motivated to give the Austrian firm its 
first Grand National dirt track victory. 

Look for 1994 Rookie of the Year 
Kenny Coolbeth, 1996 Rookie of the 
Year J.R. Schnabel and rugged-riding 
Washington short track and TT special-

ists Joe 
Kopp and Dan Stan- 
ley to come out smoking as well. 
Team Corbin's Lonnie Pauley and Bar- 
tels" Harley-Davidson's Johnny Mur- 
phree are two more young riders who 
could launch into the spotlight at Day- 
tona. 

And there are two more that insiders 
will likely be keeping an eye on when 
the main event gets pushed off - Rich 
King and seven-time AMA Grand 
National Champion Scott Parker. King, 
the steady-riding Iowan and newest 
member of the Team Corbin squad, has 
come so close in years past, and like 
Davis, he views a Daytona victory as 
more than just merely another Grand 
National win. It could be his turn this 
time, and he promises to be prepared. 

Parker, on the other hand, has had so 
much bad luck at Daytona over the years 
that he is equally due a victory, and 
though he has never shown much con- 
cern over his perennial struggles at the 
stadium, the seven-time champion has 
muttered thoughts of retirement at the 
end of the 1998 season. If Parker truly 
intends to hang up his factory Harley- 
Davidson leathers, then he may only 
have two more chances to win the Day- 
tona Short Track, one of only two series 
stops that he has never conquered.

of the miles last year. 


No matter how you size up the com- , 


petition, the 1997 Daytona Short Track 
promises to be every bit the barn burner 


that last year's event was. If it sounds . 


like the race is anyone's to win or lose,

t's all too easy to say that most of 
the AMA National Championship 
Series races that will be taking 
place at the Camel Motorcycle 
Week in Daytona Beach, Florida, 
are pretty much wide open for 
speculation as to who is going to win. 

After all, it will be the first race of the 
year for the Grand National Dirt Track 
Series, the Grand National Cross Coun- 
try Series, the National Motocross Series 
and only the second race of the year for 
the Superbike National Championship 
Series. It’s basically a new season, with 
plenty of new riders on new machinery. 

You would think that by the seventh 
round of the 1997 Supercross Series, 
nearly the middle of the season, that you 
could make an educated guess-timation 
on the outcome of the Daytona Super- 
cross. It’s not that easy. What makes it 
hard to figure out right now is, at the 
time of writing this, we’re at the fifth 
race of the series and have had three dif- 
ferent winners - a definite contrast from 
the last few years where Team Honda's 
Jeremy McGrath has been a dominant 
force coming into the race, which still 
couldn't guarantee him a win. 

What also makes it hard to figure is 
the fact that the Daytona Supercross is 
like no other track in the series. It's basi- 
cally a National track with more man- 
made obstacles. It's longer (usually 
about a mile in length), rougher, choppi- 
er, faster and more grueling than any SX 
track on the circuit, and there are 30 rid- 
ers on the gate instead of the usual 20 
for a stadium race. 

It's a sandy, power-robbing, energy- 
sapping track that only the most physi- 
cally fit riders and consummate training 
ies like four-time winner Jeff Stan- 
ton (/89-/92) and three-time winner Mike 
Kiedrowski (/93-'95) can win on. If a 
rider is out of shape at Daytona, people 
are going to notice and the riders will 
notice long before they even see their 
results on paper.

brought with it the question of whether 
McGrath, then the three-time Supercross 
champion, could finally pull off a Day- 
tona SX win. After a few years of not 
really giving it his all in the National 
Motocross Series or Daytona (longer, 
high-speed, more physically demanding 
tracks), McGrath got tired of hearing 
people say "McGrath can't win a Nation- 
al or Daytona,’ and hired former 500cc 
National Supercross Champion Gary 
Semics to be his training coach before 
the start of the '95 season. 

A bad start kept him from a win in 
'95, but in '96, McGrath took the lead 
from Kawasaki's Jeff Emig, who 
snagged the holeshot, and never looked 
back. 

The odds-on favorite to win this 
year’s Daytona SX has got to be the 
Team Yamaha duo of Doug Henry and 
Ezra Lusk, with Henry having the slight 
edge with his two Supercross wins this 
season at LA II and Seattle. Henry is rid- 
ing with the strength and confidence 
that we saw before his horrendous back- 
breaking crash in Budds Creek, Mary- 
land, in ‘95 and currently looks to be in 
excellent shape and form. 

Lusk is looking just as fit and is com- 
ing to terms with his new Yamaha ride. 
He led LA II before succumbing to 
teammate Henry and was on his tail 
until the finish, and threw away a win 
in Seattle when he crashed by himself 
with the lead. He’s a player. 

A Yamaha wild card has to be 
defending Western Regional 125cc 
Supercross Champion Kevin Windham. 
Barring injuries, Windham will be rid- 
ing the 250cc series whenever it does not 
conflict with 125cc West rounds. That 
means he will have the Indianapolis, 
Indiana, and Atlanta, Georgia, Super- 
cross rounds to familiarize himself with 
his YZ250 before Daytona. 

The Team Suzuki squad has a good 
shot at the win with defending champ 





and new team member McGrath, former 
three-time World MX Champion Greg 
Albertyn and multi-time National MX 
champ Mike LaRocco - riders with a mass 
of National championships and National 
MX and SX wins under their belts. 

Last year's winner McGrath is hun- 
gry to prove he can win on his new 
Suzuki and Albertyn has already won a 
supercross this year (LA I), and Daytona 
suits his high-speed riding style better 
than most SX tracks. LaRocco is always 
in shape and can never be counted out, 
especially at Daytona - the rougher the 
better for LaRocco. 

Team Kawasaki's Jeff Emig, with his 
two SX wins this season (Phoenix and 
Indy) could be a threat. If Emig can find 
the good starts that helped earn him the 
1996 250cc National Motocross Champi- 
onship and stay focused, he's got as 
good a chance as anyone to win Day- 
tona. Teammate Ryan Hughes excels on 
rough and long tracks like Daytona and 
a self-proclaimed lackluster perfor- 
mance thus far in the series should have 
him poised to do well. Damon Huffman 
is still fighting a sore knee and having a 
dismal season so far, but his strong 
third-place finish at Daytona last year 
retains him as one of the favorites. 

Team Honda has to be wondering 
what to do after the departure of its 
prodigy McGrath, as two-time 125cc 
National Motocross Champion Steve 
Lamson has struggled through the 
early part of the Supercross season. It's 
not the new bike, Lamson's ability or 
conditioning that is in question. The 
question is luck - and why he seems to 
be on the wrong end of the spectrum. 
Lamson has shown his speed by pass- 
ing McGrath to win his heat at LA I, 
but bad luck has kept him down since 
then. He's one of the hardest-working 
riders on the circuit and wants to win

together at Daytona.

Surprisingly, the Team Honda of 
Troy squad has as good a chance as any 
of the big factories at winning Daytona 
this year. After all, they've got a three- 
time Daytona winner (*93-'95) in the 
form of multi-time National MX Cham- 
pion Kiedrowski, who is feeling more 
like his old self with every race, and 
contenders Larry Ward and Mike Craig. 
Craig showed a spark with his two 
Geneva, Switzerland, Supercross wins at 
the end of the '96 World Supercross sea- 
son a few months ago, and Ward has 
been consistently in the top five so far 
this year, even with an ankle injury sus- 
tained in the World SX Series. Both 
Ward and Craig have the speed, but 
their stamina and strength, especially in 
the latter part of the race, will determine 
their finishes. 

Other notable entries with fair 
chances at a good finish include Man- 
chester Honda Racing's Damon Brad- 
shaw, who finished second at Daytona 
last year, and Chaparral Yamaha's Phil 
Lawrence and Jimmy Button, who both 
finished in the top 10 in '96. Team Moto 
XXX / O'Neal / HSKS of Ocala's Brian 
Swink finished sixth in '96 and should 
be a contender again this year. 

The real knowledge about who has 
the best shot at winning the Daytona 
Supercross will come after the running 
of the first National motocross of the 
year in Gainesville, Florida, March 2, the 
week before the Daytona Supercross. 
Since the Daytona track demands motor 
and suspension settings somewhere in 
the middle of a National MX and SX 
setup, Gainesville should illustrate 
which teams, for the most part, have 
their new settings sorted out and which 
don't. 

The contenders' finishes at the high- 
speed, natural-terrain track in 
Gainesville should lend some insight 
about Daytona. Until then, I’m certain of 
one thing - only a physically strong and 
fit rider who gets a decent start will win 
the 1997 Daytona Supercross. €x

with a second-place cruise at the series 
finale Del Mar Mile. Along the way, 
Parker picked up six more victories to 
up his record-shattering total to 76. So 
shut up.

Unlike 
years past where Parker has had to fight 
off the likes of former factory teammate 
Chris Carr or perhaps a single privateer, 
Parker was forced to race to his seventh 
title under the pressure of a well- 
financed, two-man privateer assault 
from the Total Control Racing team. 

Under the direction of former Grand 
National racer Tom Cummings, and 





with the high-buck support of team 
owner Benson Ford Jr., the latter a 
descendant of auto-making giant Henry 
Ford, TCR launched two of the series’ 
most talented riders, veteran campaign- 
ers Atherton and team newcomer Will 
Davis, into battle against Parker. 

It wasn’t to be. Davis led the series 
early and scored three wins on the year 
before he was held up by injury at the 
Oklahoma City Half Mile and then ulti- 
mately eliminated from the chase at the 
Sacramento Mile. Parker really put the 
clamps on the streaking Atherton with a 
late-season victory at the U.S. Motorcy- 
cle Nationals in Knoxville, Iowa. 





To take the title away from Parker, 
Atherton needed not only to win at Del 
Mar, but he had to hope that Parker 
would finish no better than 15th. Ather- 
ton did his job, but so did Parker, and 
that was that. TCR was right there, with 
Atherton finishing the year in a career- 
best second place. Wonderful. I picked 
him to finish fourth. Davis finished 
third, also a career best. Great. I picked 
him to finish second. 

I picked a lot of other riders to finish 
higher or lower too.

Fe the moment he pulled his 
socks on, John Kocinski knew he'd 
made the right choice. 

“Honda gave me these socks,” Kocin- 
ski explained while sitting in the rear of 
a rented motorhome during the recent 
World Superbike tests at Laguna Seca 
Raceway. “And I’ve got to tell you, 
they're better than most people's motor- 
cycles. I mean these things are great. It 
just goes to show, anything that has the 
Honda name on it is the best. Anything 
Honda does, you can tell somebody 
spent a lot of time thinking about it." 

John Kocinski is a happy man. While 
the explanation of his socks may be a bit 
extreme, it speaks volumes of how he 
feels about his new association with 
HRC. As he says, “I’m finally home.” 

If home is indeed where the heart is, 
then Kocinski is finally home. The 28- 
year-old has long had a burning passion 
to return to the factory that gave him his 
big break - way back in 1985. It was then 
that he was given a test ride at Willow 
Springs Raceway in California, prior to 
actually racing for Honda at the 
AMA/CCS event at Daytona that Octo- 
ber. 

Now he has gone full circle, joining 
the Castrol Honda team for an assault 
on the 1997 World Superbike Champi- 
onship. We caught up with Kocinski on 
day two of the three-day session, one 
day before he set the quickest time of 
the test. 

I think a lot of people found it surpris- 
ing that you were able to go to Suzuka 
for your first test and lap in the 2:10s, 
considering how many people have 
had difficulty in adapting to the RC45. 
Did you find that wasn't the case? 
Were you able to go fast on it right 
away? 

My whole career, I’ve never really strug- 
gled with riding something reasonably 
well, even things that people can't ride. I 
was always able to find a way to get 
around some of the problems and ride 
it, but it was a great experience to ride 
the Honda. It's something I’ve wanted 
my whole life - just to be with HRC. The 
people are very professional. There's so 
much knowledge there it's just incredi- 
ble. 

From the time you got on it, was it 
something you knew you were going 
to be able to work with? 

Well, basically I wasn't really worried 
about it. I'm with HRC and they're 
going to take care of me no matter what 
the conditions are. 

A lot of people who have ridden the 
RC45 have complained that it's a bit 
vague in the front. Is that something 
you've worked out or is it something 
that you don't notice? 

Well, you know it's kind of strange 
because there again I’m not really wor- 
ried about anything. If the bike does 
have any problems... well, I’m with 
HRC and they have the power to fix just 
about anything. 

So far then you've been able to come in 
and tell them what it's doing and 
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you’re able to get instant results from 
the changes? 

Yeah, I mean they... It’s pretty impres- 
sive. The people are just so intelligent. 
I've always admired the way that they 
run things. Everybody knows that the 
atmosphere inside of a Honda garage or 
anything Honda has to do with is quite 
different than anybody else. They have 
very strict rules and it works for some 
people and doesn't for others. 

Were you intimidated by that at all? 
That's what I've always wanted. I like 
that atmosphere. I mean, I used to think 
I was serious. Those guys are serious 
about winning races and champi- 
onships. 

From Suzuka you went to Sentul and 
you were fastest again. Then you went 
to Phillip Island, but you weren't the 
quickest there. 

No, we weren't fastest. Everybody was 
all fairly close and again it was my first 
time on the bike at Phillip Island. And 
even coming here to Laguna it's my first 
time at Laguna with the bike. Being the 
first time, you know, I'm starting to 
understand the bike. Still, until you've 
gone to every circuit, that's where you 
really pick up a lot of stuff. And I know 





that testing at these circuits, when we 
come back here we're going to be able to 
start off at a very high level. 

When you come to a place like this and 
work toward getting good times here, 
does that translate to other circuits or is 
it pretty much limited to knowing 
what you're doing at Laguna with the 
bike? 

Well, see, that's the thing that takes so 
much weight off my shoulders. At HRC 
I only have to think about riding the 
motorcycle. I don't worry about if it's 
not handling well, I don't worry about 
nothing. I just worry about going as fast 
as I can every time I get on the bike. 
And it's just incredible. I feel like I’m 20 
years old again. 

Do you find you're able to use any 
knowledge Aaron Slight has from his 
time on the bike, or doesn't it really 
translate into anything you can use? 
Aaron's setup seems to be quite a bit 
different than mine. I seem to be closer 
to the HRC Japanese guys. We seem to 
be fairly close. 

So that probably helps... 

Yeah, that's always really good because 
they're in Japan all the time testing the 
stuff and if it works for them, pretty 





much you know when you get it, when 
you bolt it on, it's going be something 
that's going to work straight off. 

Have you found that to be true 
throughout your career? Did the Japan- 
ese test riders have a similar style or is 
this the first time it's happened that 
way? 

I've learned more in the three weeks 
that I’ve been with HRC in, God, I'd 
almost have to say in the last three 
years. 

You told me when you first got this 
deal you ultimately wanted to go 
Grand Prix racing. Is that still true? 
Again, it’s all about getting good 
results and I feel very confident that if I 
can get good results we'll have the pos- 
sibility to go back to Grand Prix. You 
know, it's kind of strange though 
because now that l've spent time with 
these guys I feel good with them, just 
being with them. I don't care about the 
motorcycle. I'd ride just about anything 
they asked me to because I just enjoy 
being with those people. I learn so 
much from them. And they're so pro- 
fessional the way they do things. They 
really look after you and that's what I 
need. 











But winning a World Championship 
here in World Superbike... maybe 
that's not the way to go Grand Prix rac- 
ing. If you win a World Superbike title 
for them, won't they want you to stay 
and do the same thing? 

One thing for sure you can count on is 
that Honda has a plan. Those guys are 
really sharp. I don't know what that 
plan is, but I just know I'm in good 
hands and I plan on being with Honda 
for the rest of my career. 

And what is that? How many years do 
you think you'll do this? 

Well, the last couple of years I thought if 
I could make it a couple more years I'd 
be lucky, but I feel like I'm 20 years old 
again. Now I come here and do what a 
rider's supposed to do - think about rid- 
ing. 

You just know everything else is taken 
care of. 

Yeah. 

And that's all you've ever wanted. 
Well, it's just... I’ve always wanted to 
just ride for Honda. 

A lot of people found it surprising that 
you were able to get yourself into this 
situation. They were surprised that 
Honda would open the door and let 
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you in. Did it take a lot of work on 
your end to do that? 

No. There again, I’ve put myself in a sit- 
uation where I’ve proved everyone 
wrong. Anybody that said I couldn’t 
have a Honda, I wonder what they’re 
saying now. That never was the case. 
Honda has a very interesting way of 
doing things. They don’t do anything 
spur of the moment. Everything’s 
planned out. That’s why they’ve won 
everything that you can possibly win in 
motorsports. If Honda goes Formula 
One racing they win. Whatever they do 
they’re gonna win, you can bet on it, 
because their preparation is correct and 
it’s just the way they work. But there 
again that system works for some peo- 
ple but it doesn’t work for some others. I 
know some people who have ridden at 
Honda and didn’t really like it too 
much, but for me it’s perfect. 

Did you basically do this deal on your 
own? I don’t know what your manager- 
ial situation is at this point... 

I don’t have a manager and never will 
have a manager. I do all my own con- 
tracts for everything. And I’ve always 
had a very good relationship with 
Honda through the years. It doesn’t 
matter what people think. And if people 
don’t think that’s true... well, I guess 
you have to make your own decision 
about it. 

It’s just great because it’s just been a 
dream for me. What a lot of people 
don’t understand is Honda is actually 
the first manufacturer that gave me my 
first opportunity. Nobody even knew 
who I was. I was just a kid living in 
Arkansas that raced some local races. 
But Honda gave me a chance to come 
out to Willow Springs to do a test on a 
factory superbike, and that’s basically 
where I got noticed by a lot of people. 
So they’re the ones who opened the 
door for me in the very beginning. A lot 
of people don’t know that. 

What year was that? 

1985. When I raced as a privateer on my 
own superbike, HRC helped me. You 
know with parts, they'd give me some 
special stuff. 











To help you in your cherry picking... 
Well, no, I was racing against them. 

So basically after Fd done those tests, I 
did a ride for them down in Daytona in 
'85. I finished third - that's when I was 
16. 

And that was on a superbike? 

Yeah. It was on the bike that (Freddie) 
Spencer actually rode. It was his bike 
because they had it from the March race 
at Daytona and I rode it in the October 
one. And so the following year I was 
actually supposed to sign with Honda 
and they had some management changes 
so things didn't materialize then. And 
then in 1990 I was supposed to ride again 
for HRC. Unfortunately, I had a manager 
that didn't allow that to happen. It's 


- always just been little things that have 


gotten in the way, but now that I’m basi- 
cally on my own I was able to pretty 
much control everything. And, like I 
said, I have a good relationship with peo- 
ple starting down at the level of mechan- 
ic all the way up to vice president. 

So you do all your deals - helmets, 
leathers, everything? 

I do everything on my own. 

The way the bike is right now, do you 
feel it'S good enough to win a World 
Championship, or do you feel you 
have some work to do before the sea- 
son starts to get it to the way you really 
want it? 

I'm not sure if it's that or if I just need 
more time to adapt. But I know the 
Honda's a good machine and I have 
good people. With that, again, you just 
don't have to worry about too much. 
And if we have problems, there's not 
much you're gonna do about it. The 
thing you can guarantee is that every- 
body will be trying their best and when 
you try your best, if it does or doesn't 
work out, you did your best, so what 
more can you ask for? 

Do you feel that in the past you didn't 
have people who were doing their best 
for you? 

Yeah, that's sort of close. 

From the first time you got on the bike 
to now, have you tried a wide variety 
of things with the setup? 





Pretty much. HRC has a plan, and we 
just... well, there are certain things that 
they want to go through. Hey, those 
guys, they know more than I'll ever 
know and I'm just kind of in the car for 
the ride. I'm just trying to learn as much 
as I can because these guys are good. 
I'm going to be a far better rider at the 
end of this season than I think I've ever 
been in my whole career. 

When you get off the bike, who is it 
that you talk to first? Do you have a 
Japanese engineer or do you have a 
guy... 

See, that’s where, again, we run under 
the same sponsor, but basically our 
teams are independently run. We both 
have our own team managers and... my 
team consists mainly of HRC staff peo- 
ple. And actually, Nick Goodson, who is 
the chief mechanic, he’s English, but 
there’s always the three of them. There 
are three guys who I talk to. They work 
hard and they’re always doing their 
best, but basically Mr. Kagami from 
HRC is the one we feed the information 
to. He has a tremendous amount of 
experience with this bike and, of course, 
the other guys do as well. When we 
have trouble, they’re on it and trying to 
fix whatever problem we might have. 
Toward the end of last year when it 
became apparent that Carl Fogarty was 
leaving, that obviously opened up this 
ride: If that didn’t happen do you have 
any idea what you would be doing at 
this point? 

Well, that question is difficult to answer. 
The way it worked out, it was a dream 
for you, I mean Fogarty left and you 
basically swapped places, putting you 
right where you wanted to be. 

For me, the thing that makes me most 
happy is that I’m just with HRC. Super- 
bike or Grands Prix, for sure I want to 
get back to the Grands Prix... to be there 
with Honda would be a lot of fun. 

Do you think that John Kocinski at this 
point in his career could go to a Grand 
Prix on an NSR500 and run at the 
front? 

Well, I've done it on just about every- 
thing else I’ve ever ridden. 

Including some motorcycles that were 
inferior to NSR500s... 

Well, I'm not saying that, but basically if 
I'm with HRC somebody's gonna be 
racing me for the win. You can count on 
it. 

You have a reputation for starting the 
season well, but people say that as 
soon as something goes wrong, it's not 
going to work. How do you respond to 
that? 

I'll probably say the same thing as I say 
to the people who said I could never 
have a Honda. 

Wait and see? 

There have been a lot of people who 
have said a lot of things about me, but in 
the end I think a lot of that stuff that 
people have said has come back and 
hasn't been very nice to them. I've 
proved a lot of people wrong. I'm exact- 
ly where I want to be and ГЇЇ be here for 
the rest of my career. 

Your deal right now is for one year? 
One year, but we'll be back. 

All you need are good results? 

One thing's for sure - Honda doesn't 
like to be beat. And that's what makes 
them as good as they are. 

What's a typical John Kocinski week 
consist of when you're not testing or 
racing? 

I train a lot. 

Gym work and riding? 

Fitness has always been a big thing for 
me. You know, I don't so much train for 
racing - I just train for life. When I 
become older, get up 60 years old or 65 


or even 70, I never want to have any 
limitations. That's just the way I think. 
And so far in your career you don't 
have any real injuries to speak of. 

No, the only thing I’ve ever done to this 
point is I broke my wrist once, and it's 
been seven or eight years ago. But 
everything went well and they were 
able to fix everything. There's no arthri- 
tis and that should never become a 
problem. I've got full range of motion so 
everything is healed perfectly. 

So you go to the gym, maybe motocross 
a bit? 

Yeah, I ride my dirt bike. Basically the 
biggest thing is I just spend a lot of my 
time with the fitness side of things and 
ride my motocross bike. There are a few 
people that, you know, we might go out 
and do a few things, but I’ve never been 
too much for going out and hitting the 
town and going to bars and stuff like 
that. l've never been too much into that. 

I would say I'm a fairly quiet person. 
I'm not out doing a lot of things proba- 
bly most people my age do. I just try to 
stay focused on what's in front of me. 
And I just always like to be ready for the 
job. 

I'll tell you one very interesting thing 
that might be good for the old newspa- 
per. I had this neighbor one time - he 
didn't know a motorcycle from a car, 
knew absolutely nothing about racing. I 
came back from Europe one week and 
he said, "You know, I was watching 
television the other day and that Honda 
sure looks fast on the straight." And I 
said, "Yeah, it runs pretty good." That 
was actually the race at Hockenheim. I 
said "Yeah, it runs pretty good." This 
was in.'94. So I thought, hey, if that guy 
notices that the Honda's running, it 
must really be running. So ever since the 
day that guy told me that, I thought, 
^Well, if your neighbor notices it, it 
must be really true." 

Since signing my current contract, all 
my neighbors said that I seem like a 
completely different person. 

Do you do any water-skiing anymore? 
Actually I skied all the way ир to the 
end of November, so we got about a 
month of skiing in, which was great. But 
normally during December and January 
even the pros don't ski. Now is about 
the time when the pros start skiing 
again, but things are rolling for me now, 
it's happening. There's no time to be ski- 
ing, I'm going testing and doing things 
for Honda. But it's different now. Now I 
pack my bags to leave and I'm always 
happy 

Jeremy McGrath wasn't too happy 
with the new Honda CR250 when he 
rode it. But you love yours. 

I bet he wishes he had that CR right 
now. He'd like the one I've got in my 
garage... 

Finely tuned, is it? 

Yeah, it's unre itch (Payton) at Pro 
Circuit... I'd really like to thank him and 
Troy Lee. Whatever I need, I don't care 
if it’s midnight, Mitch gets it for me. 
Whatever success I have, those guys are 
a big part of it. 

You definitely seem confident. Can 
you remember starting a season with 
more confidence? 

It for sure helps. It's just having people 
that can... well, sometimes problems 
can't be fixed right there on the spot, but 
if these guys will bring a Band-Aid, 
that's good enough to get you through 
the weekend. 

You seem very happy, relaxed... 

The thing is I’m just living a frustration- 
free life. I haven't been frustrated since 
October of 1996. So that’s why I think 
my neighbors have noticed. 

I’m just happy, I’m very happy. є

.R. Schnabel might or might not 
go see the remade "Star Wars" 


movie. He says he can't relate to 





it. 

On the surface that might not seem 
too difficult to understand when you 
consider that the 17-year-old West Bend, 
Wisconsinite was born almost three 
years after the sci-fi marvel first hit the 
silver screen. 

Yet in theory, the lives of Schnabel 
and the fictional Luke Skywalker are not 
so far apart, for Schnabel’s story is also 
one of tremendous discipline and dedi- 
cation. He first started racing at age 5, 
and just two years later claimed a third- 
place finish in the first of many amateur 
Nationals. From that point forward, 
Schnabel became a full-time dirt track 
racer. 

Endless summers of racing and prac- 
ticing flat track as well logging as count- 
less hours on the two motocross tracks 
at the family farm provided the valuable 
training that took him through the ama- 
teur ranks at light speed. Hitting no 
fewer than 30 amateur races per year, 
Schnabel collected around 500 trophies, 
all of which are still proudly displayed 
in the family race shop. His best ama- 
teur National year came in 1993 at 
Oklahoma. City, where Schnabel ran 18 
races and won 11 of them, claiming 
three overall titles that year. Practice, 
practice, practice. 

All the hard work paid off in his 
freshman year as a touring: professional 
in the Grand National ranks during the 
1996 season. After getting off to a rocky 
start aboard his Suburban Motors 
Harley-Davidsons, Schnabel put togeth- 
er a solid year that was highlighted by 
his first 883 National win at the Corn- 
husker Motorcycle National in Lincoln, 
Nebraska, and an excellent fifth-place 
finish at the first Springfield Mile. 
Unfortunately, there were lowlights as 
well, like his failure to make the Day- 


` 





tona Short Track and his disqualification 
for an illegal carburetor after finishing a 
brilliant second in Knoxville, lowa. 
When all was said and done, Schnabel 
finished the year 19th and laid claim to 
Rookie of the Year honors. 

And there are parallels to dirt track 


Jedi masters like Scott Parker and Jay ` 


Springsteen as well, such as the fact that 
Schnabel is a firm believer in riding on 
the ice to perfect timing, balance and 











throttle control. That's where we caught 
up with him (figuratively, of course) to 
hear what he has to say. What we 
learned is that perhaps it is not only his 
ability that will make him a force to be 
reckoned with in 1997. 

How would you say that your first sea- 
son went? 

I'd say it was good, with the Rookie of 
the Year stuff and all that. It kind of 
worked out the way we expected it to.

But I'd say it started off real slow. Like 
Daytona wasn’t good, and Pomona defi- 
nitely wasn’t good, and Delaware. All 
the way up until Lima everything 
wasn't going really going good at all. 
But then at Lima we made the main, and 
I don't know if it was so much just mak- 
ing the main or what, but it really gave 
me a lot of confidence. We got smoked 
really bad at Daytona, and I don't think 
I had enough confidence at the races 
after that. We'd go to another race, and 
I'd go out and practice, and I'd be think- 
ing that the bike wasn't working and 
that we weren't going to be in there 
again today. It was like after that we 
were shut down for the whole day. But 
after Lima we knew we could at least 
run with them and expect to do good. It 
just got better and better after that. 

That must have been tough on you, 
because prior to that when you were an 
amateur, you were used to winning 
every time you rolled onto the race 
track. 

Yeah, that was the thing. I mean, Га go 
race amateur Nationals or anywhere basi- 
cally, even the Pro-Am stuff, and I would 
either get a first or a second in the main. If 
I came off with a third, then I was really 
mad; it was a bad day. But when we went 
down to Daytona, and I came off with a 
third in a heat race, I was happy. That 
was really messed up for me. 

Did that force you to reset your goals, 
knowing that your first professional 
year was going to be a tough year? 
How did you approach the '96 season? 
Well, actually I started out thinking that 
it was going to be a little easier than it 
was, because when I was a Pro-Am I'd 
raced a little bit with (Will) Davis. We'd 
raced that Dayton indoor and done pret- 
ty well there. Honestly, I thought that 
when we got to Daytona that I was 
going to make all the mains, especially 
the Daytona Short Track and Pomona. I 
figured Га run about 15th or 17th, I'd be 
in the back but at least Га be in there. 
And when I didn't even make those 
mains it was like, "Whoa, this is harder 
than I expected. This is for real." Га 
always had it where when I got second, 
it was because I was second off the line 
and couldn't work my way by the guy. 
I'd never really had it where guys just 
went blowing by me until last year. 
What did you do to motivate yourself or 
keep yourself from getting discouraged? 
I just kept riding. I knew that it had to 
come around, because I knew there 
were tracks that I could ride with them 
on. I just had to wait. I like the cush- 
ioned tracks, and I just figured that it 
had to happen sooner or later. 

Like most young racers, you've had 
tremendous support from your mom 
and dad. But be honest, have you ever 
felt pressured to keep racing or do well 
so as not to disappoint them? 

No. Basically, my dad always had to tell 
me when to stop riding. I think that 
sometimes he used to get sick of always 
having to take me riding. That's how it 
always was. I was always riding too 
much. There were so many times when I 
said, "Hey there's this amateur race here 
or there, and we have to go to it." And 
he'd say, "It'll cost a lot of money to go 
all the way up there, and they're not 
paying anything, but if that's what you 
want to do..." He just went with what I 
wanted to do. Racing always came first, 
but if I ever told him that I didn't want 
to go somewhere, then he would have 
said that was fine, because then we 
could stay home for a weekend. It was 
always my idea to go racing. 

So it almost goes without saying that 
your favorite thing in the world to do 
is racing? 





Without a doubt it’s riding. Not neces- 
sarily racing. It don’t matter if it’s on the 
Springfield Mile or in my backyard. I 
just love to be on a bike and ride. 

You've seen other riders come out of a 
successful career in the amateur ranks 
and then struggle as a professional. 
How did you think you could be dif- 
ferent and get through that? 

Well, I didn't at first. After Daytona I 
thought I was done for. But after Lima I 
didn't really have to worry about things 
anymore. I knew that I had the speed, 
and I felt good when I was out there 
with the guys. We'd get in the turns and 
there were places that I felt really fast. I 
knew that it would come around. 

That may be true, but Grand National 
racing requires speed and a lot of 
experience. Do you think you learned 
a lot in your first year? What were 
some of the things that you did pick 
up? 

I think the biggest thing was dealing 
with the 750. You know, a lot of guys 
like (Scott) Parker and (Jay) Springsteen, 
and even Chris Carr, when they were 
coming up they got to race 750s as 
Juniors. They didn't have to go out and 
race the top guys right away. Whereas 
for me, I had to come off of my 600 and 
get on a 750 and then go out and race 
against Parker right away. 

Did you find that to be a tough transi- 
tion, and do you think that there 
should be a class where guys can get 
750cc experience before they step into 
the Grand National class? 

Yes, because it's just so hard. You can be 
a Pro-Am and nobody is going to give 
you a 750 because it doesn't pay any 
money, so it's not worth it for them. So 
then you have to ride a 600. Then you 
go right into the Grand National stuff on 
a 750, and it's like you're stuck because 
you have to make up 10 years of what 
they already know over you on that 
bike. You have to try to compete with 
them on it, and they're probably better 
riders than you to start with, so you're 
just way behind right off the bat. 

Are there any role models that you pat- 
tern yourself after? Are there any riders 
that you look at and say, "I want to be 
like that guy?" 

Well, actually Scott Zampach. I was at 
Aztalan Cycle Park one time when he 
was doing a deal for ESPN after the 883 
thing just got started. He was just a real 
good speaker when Dave Despain was 
asking him questions. They didn't 
rehearse anything, and Scott just 
answered the questions so well right off 
the top of his head. I thought he was 
always a good guy for that, just real 
good for the sport. So him, and then 
Parker, because it would be great to try 
and beat what Parker has done, because 
he has done so much. 

You place a lot of emphasis on being 
real good with the crowd already, don't 
you? You learned a lot about that at 
Lima this year. 

Yeah. Springer was a champion, but if 
you look at it, the crowd seems to relate 
to him so well even though he's not 
winning as much as Parker. I think even 
if you aren't winning, the crowd can 
cheer for you more than if you are win- 
ning sometimes, if they like you. It's a 
lot about how they like you. At Lima I 
wasn't going to win it, and they knew 
that. I think L ended up 14th or some- 
thing, but they cheered for me as loud 
as anyone else there. That was so great I 
didn't know what to say. I would never 
want to do anything to mess that up. If 
you're not the best racer, you can still be 
the best ambassador, and you might be 
looked as the best even though you 
never won a championship. That's bet- 





ter than if people think of you like, "Oh 
yeah, he won the championship, but he 
was real cocky and Kind of a knob 
toward everybody." 

Let's talk about what happened at 
Knoxville. You seemed to keep a good 
attitude about it even though your DO 
cost you your first Grand National 
podium finish of the year. 

I just went out and rode my own race. 
There's really nothing that I could do 
about the decision the AMA made. I 
knew that at the time. It was an innocent 
mistake. We didn't even know about it 
(the small carb), and the small amount 
that it was, we knew that it wasn't just 
the bike that got second that night. I 
guess they've got their rules, but I think 
there's other ways they could have dealt 
with that. I think the AMA is good, but I 
think there's definitely room for 
improvement, and they could help out 
dirt track more than they do. To help the 
AMA and help dirt track as a whole is 
one of my goals. 

So what tracks do you like the most out 
there? Do you like miles better than 


. half miles? Short tracks? 


Well, coming into this year I thought I 
was going to like the short tracks and 
the TT the best because I had raced them 
so much as an amateur, but I missed 
making the main at both short tracks. I 
thought we'd be in trouble on the miles 
because I'd only raced one or two. But I 
only missed Del Mar. I would say after 
this year I am actually a better miler 
than anything. Springfield is so fun. It's 
so funny how one time you'll come into 
a corner 10 mph faster than the next 
guy, and then the next time he'll come 








blowing by you in the same turn where 
you were just faster than him. 

When J.R. Schnabel isn't racing, what 
are some of the other things he does to 
spend his time? 

I wrestle for Kewaskum High School. 
I'm a 160-pounder. I guess that's a little 
big for racing, huh? I just wrestle to stay 
in shape. I won regional titles in ‘94 and 
'95, and I won a couple big invitational 
tournaments that they had in '95 and 
'96. But with all the riding and racing in 
the summer, I really don't get to spend 
too much time with friends from school. 
I also love hunting and fishing. That's 
pretty relaxing. 

You have unusual taste in pets. What's 
up with the reptiles? 

I have two reptiles: I have an iguana and 
a Nile monitor. They really don't have 
too creative of names. The iguana's 
name is Iggy. I have had him for about 
six years. I got him when he was a foot 
long, and now he's just under four feet 
long. The Nile monitor doesn't really 
have a name. He's really mean. I used to 
have a snake, but it kept getting out of 
the cage, and well... my mom didn't like 
that too much (laughs). 

You're not really typical of most kids 
your age when it comes to musical 
tastes either. š 
Yeah. I like country and ”70s rock like 
the Steve Miller Band, older Aerosmith, 
Cheap Trick, ZZ Top... that kind of stuff. 
Your parents have shown the dedica- 
tion in helping you that would suggest 
to outsiders you’re probably an only 
child, but you're not. 

No. I have a sister, Stephanie, who just 
turned 12. She's pretty good. She takes 











the racing so well, she's really okay with 
it. She's really put up with a lot of rac- 
ing, and she could have been really bad 
with it. She really likes horses, but she 
could never really get into them because 
we were always gone racing. But she 
really kept our family together. Instead 
of my dad going with me and my mom 
going with her, she made it so that we 
could all be together. She's a good sister. 
So with all that you learned in 1996, 
what are your new goals for the 
upcoming season? What do you see 
yourself doing? 

Well, first off I want to do better on my 
600. Daytona, LaSalle and Peoria are 
three races where I feel I could do better 
and pick up a lot of valuable points 
right there. I really did bad on my 600 
last year, and I think that I'm a better 
600 rider than I showed. I want to try 
and get into the top 10 in points, but I 
just really want to get up there and race 
with the top guys more often and not 
just be up in there for a couple races and 
then not at all for the rest of the season. I 
just want to get off to a better start than I 
did last year. Then on the 883 I will be 
going for the championship. 

That's right. You got your first Nation- 
al win last year on the 883. 

At Nebraska. That was a good race. Eric 
Bostrom and I went back and forth the 
whole time. It was a good experience. 
Long term, do you see yourself getting 
in the position to challenge for the 
Grand National Championship? 

I think so. With a little more experience, 
knowing how to set the bikes up a little 
better for the different tracks and at cer- 
tain times when it's not working. Other 
than that, maybe I'd like to get into 
accounting. Those are my two long-term 
goals, to be a good racer and to have a 
good outside career. 

What if the factory should come call- 
ing? Would you consider going? 
Absolutely. That's almost everybody's 
goal out there. To have the factory ride 
and be teamed up with somebody as 
knowledgeable as Bill Werner would be 
great. He would be a great guy to have 
in your corner. But you can't count on 
that. It would be just as fun to beat the 
factory as a privateer.

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By Henny Ray Abrams and 
Paul Carruthers 
Photos by Henny Ray Abrams 





nquestionably the finest moment 

of Miguel DuHamel's 1996 cam- 

paign was due to a questionable 

move. While in the unenviable position 

of leading Scott Russell, the most prolif- 

ic racer in the history of the Daytona 

200, on the final run from the chicane to 

the finish line, DuHamel had to do 

something and soon or risk being draft- 
passed at the stripe. 

As the track flattened out off the East 

Banking, both Russell's and DuHamel's 

rear tires broke free. Both were pegged 





in sixth gear and heading toward the 
wall. In order to avoid hitting the wall 
head-on, they had to back out of the 
throttle. DuHamel moderated by just 
that hair less, which translated to win- 
ning by .010 of a second, the closest fin- 
ish in the 55-year history of the classic. 
Any other racer would have settled for 
second. Scott Russell did. 

“I had to blip it just that little bit too 
much and that's all it took. He won this 
race. He deserves it,” Russell graciously 
acknowledged after being denied his 
record fourth win. 

When the 29-year-old French Canadi- 
an is close enough to win, he does. At 
Loudon, DuHamel simply willed him- 





self to win by his dispassionate use of 
traffic. Watching from second place, 
Muzzy Kawasaki's Doug Chandler 
couldn't believe the risks DuHamel 
took. 

In Brainerd, at what may have been 
the best 600cc Supersport race ever, 
DuHamel was punted back to an early 
eighth, only to recover and win by .147 
of a second. 

"Nobody wants to win as much as I 
do," second-placed Thomas Stevens told 
Cycle News, but DuHamel did, and 
worse. 

The flip side of Brainerd was that 
when Chandler went out with a broken 
water-pump fitting while running sec- 











ond, DuHamel wasn't fully able to take 
advantage. Because of the size of the 
field - there were 31 superbike riders - 
Chandler was able to earn seven points. 
He won the championship by five. 

The second half of the season wasn't 
as successful as the first, though it was 
in the third race of the year at Laguna 
Seca that DuHamel suffered his biggest 
blow. His highside in turn two while 
leading handed the win and champi- 
onship lead to Chandler. It wasn't until 
the eighth race of the year at Brainerd 
that he was able to recapture the points 
lead, and then by finishing second. 

There was little time to celebrate. In 
the next race at Sears Point he struggled 








through qualifying, then a shift-linkage 
failure and other problems dropped him 
to ninth. 

“In qualifying, we had a major prob- 
lem when we only did two laps (in one 
session),” DuHamel said. “So we were 
struggling at Sears Point until the race. 
The bike was a little bit better, we had a 
better shot at finishing at the top spot, or 
even in the top three. That was two 
weekends in a row (along with Brain- 
erd) that just wasn’t meant to be. We 
lost a lot of points.” 

It set up the showdown in Vegas, 
with DuHamel leading Chandler by two 
points. In essence it was winner take all. 

Las Vegas is the sort of place where 
DuHamel thrives. He is, by nature, a 
gambler and this is a gambling town. He 
came in early and left late and made the 
most of his stay. But the business of rac- 
ing was paramount and on this week- 
end, he wasn’t coming up aces. 

“The team is always a combination,” 
Smokin’ Joe’s Honda crew chief Ray 
Plumb explained. “A combination of 
rider and a combination of bike and crew 
members. It’s the sum of all those parts. 
If any of those are off a little bit - if all of 
those are off a little bit - it adds up to it 
all being off. That’s what happened. 
Everything was off a little bit. That’s 
what it was. It was a weekend that we 
didn’t click and we should have clicked.” 

Plumb said one:of DuHamel’s first 
comments was that the Honda wasn't 
suited to the Vegas circuit. 

"It was a lot of squirt and go," 
DuHamel said. He qualified third. 
Chandler was on the pole. 

^We know our strengths and our 
weaknesses and that track played to our 
weaknesses a bit more than our 
strengths and we just had a lot of work 
to do,” DuHamel conceded. 

Halfway into the most important race 
of the year, DuHamel thought his rear 
tire was coming apart while he was a dis- 
tant second to Chandler. He saw it as a 
nuisance and rode through it. As the race 
wore down, his normally bullet-proof 
Honda RC45 went on two cylinders. The 
race and championship were over. 

“We had a problem during the race 
that we never had," DuHamel said. 
"I've been with the team for quite a 
while now and that's the first time that 
happened." 

Late in the year, when it matters 
most, there were other problems they'd 
never seen before. One of the problems 
the team faces this year is complacency, 
though not from within. There is the 
perception that everything is well and 
it's one DuHamel disagrees with. 

"That's a major problem," he said. 
"You're winning more races than any- 
body else (DuHamel won four Super- 
bike Nationals) and having success, but 
we have problems. And we're adjusting 
to them right now. We're not sure what 
we'll have, but we'll have better stuff." 

And he'll need it. 

"This year there will be more com- 
petitors in the 600 class," DuHamel said. 
"It's hard to imagine, but there will be. I 
think there will be something like 23 fac- 
tory-level bikes out there; I think the 
racing in the 600 class may be higher- 
caliber than in superbike." 

Yoshimura Suzuki will have Pascal 
Picotte, Aaron Yates and Larry Pegram 
on the new Suzuki GSXR600. Yamaha 
will be fielding Tom Kipp and Rich 
Oliver on the revamped YZF600. Muzzy 
Kawasaki adds fast privateer Todd Har- 
rington and youngster Tommy Hayden. 
Cycle Motion Suzuki enters the class 
with Mark Miller and Jason Pridmore. 
The Bostrom brothers, Ben and Eric, will 
be teamed on the Zero Gravity team. 








Kinko's Kawasaki will again have two 
riders, veteran Mike Smith joining new- 
comer Jamie Hacking. 

As for superbikes, DuHamel says, "I 
think it would be a mistake to assume 
that the championship is between myself 
and Doug (Chandler). I see Doug Chan- 
dler as a threat and some things may 
happen during the season that will make 
him either more of a threat or less of a 
threat, depending on what happens in 
his camp. I definitely think Pascal Picotte 
is a threat this year. I think he's taking 
things a lot more seriously now and I 
think he's cut down on the extra curricu- 
lums and getting more focused on his 
racing. I think we're seeing a more deter- 
mined Pascal. At each of the tests he's 
been one of the fastest guys, both classes 
- it's a scary thing to see. (Mat) Mladin is 
a bit of an unknown factor, but he was 
so consistent last year you have to figure 
that with a Ducati he's going to be 
tough. Those are the guys I see right 
now as the most dangerous opponents. 
And that's not discounting Aaron Yates 
and so on and so forth." 

The Ducati threat is strengthened by 
the addition of the Vance & Hines 
Ducati team, with Thomas Stevens as 
the rider, and Fast by Ferracci's hiring of 
Mladin. Vance & Hines won't have its 
machinery for the first two races, which 
means that they're out of the champi- 
onship, but can instead concentrate fully 
on winning races. Muzzy's Chandler 
has been fast through preseason tests, 
with the Yoshimura Suzuki team of 
Picotte and Yates not far off. 





Although the previous season 
appeared to take its toll on the 1995 AMA 
Superbike National Champion, his mood 
had returned to jovial, at least prior to the 
first round of the series at Phoenix Inter- 
national Raceway - no doubt, some of 
that change to his frame of mind came 
about as a result of some new parts that 
he'd tested on both the RC45 and the 
CBR600 at Laguna Seca in the weeks 
leading up to the season opener. 

^We came away from Laguna with a 


` lot of positives,” DuHamel said. “With 


the 600 we were able to do much better 
lap times and we came away with some 
31s (1:31s). So we were pretty happy 
with that. The 600. seemed to be working 
better than it ever worked, so I think 
we'll be competitive in that class. We 
got some new parts for the superbike, 
not all of them, but the parts that we did 
get, basically some engine modifica- 
tions, were greatly appreciated. I could 
tell a great deal of difference. The bike's 
got more power and I think it's going to 
be really good, especially for Daytona. 
As far as the chassis goes, we're making 
a lot of progress in that area. We're still 
not happy with it, but I think we're 
going to get there. We're not quite 
where we want to be, but we'll know 
soon if we're behind or right there with 
the competition." 

Although Phoenix comes first, 
DuHamel may be guilty of looking past 
the season opener. It's not difficult to 
tell that he's looking forward to Day- 
tona. A win in the Daytona 200 would 
be his third. Maybe it would be time to 
start calling him Co-Mr. Daytona. 





"For Daytona the bike is going to be 
really good," DuHamel said. "I think we 
have some decent power in the bike 
right now. I like Daytona, so I think 
we'll be able to get through there okay. I 
think you have to ride Daytona like 
everywhere else, maybe back off a tenth 
when you need to. I think for some rid- 
ers if they back off a tenth then they're 
not able to keep a fast-enough pace. I 
think guys like Scott (Russell) and 
myself and some other guys are really 
hard chargers and are able to maintain 
that 200-mile tempo and they are there 
at the end. You see a lot of guys in the 
middle of the race who are in there, but 
at the end they're not there anymore. 
Maybe it's a mental thing where their 
brain is not used to pushing it for that 
long. It's a very mental race. You've got 
to be very strong psychologically. 

"The way the points system is made, 
I think even if we have a slow start to 
the season we can turn that around 
quite quickly." 

Ah, the points system. It's a sore 
point with DuHamel, who feels strongly 
that the AMA system is wrong, that a 
racer should be rewarded more for win- 
ning races. He hasn't changed his 
stance, though the system may force 
him to change his style. 

"It makes me more conscious... well, I 
don't feel the pressure that I have to go 
out and dominate a series," DuHamel 
said. "Because even if you go out and win 
maybe six races in this series, you can still 
wind up losing the championship. I fig- 
ure I don't néed to put myself at risk. I 


think it (the AMA system) offers а lot less 


intensity from the riders. All the riders 
are aware that they don’t have to go out 
and win and put their neck on the line. 
All you have to do is be as fast as the 
other guy and be competitive. 

“I think it destroys riders. I think it 
destroys potential championship-level 
riders. It's definitely not a good way to 
make sure that road racers in America 
get better. We're known across the 
world for producing some of the best 
racers - back to Kenny Roberts, Wayne 
Rainey, Kevin Schwantz. This point sys- 
tem tends to make lazy racers. It's going 
to make riders-who give it all out in 
maybe one or two events - instead of 
really putting it out there. They know all 
too well that if they truly put it out there 
and have an incident, or even just make 
a bad judgment call and overshoot a 
corner, it could. cost them too much in 
the championship. I just think it makes 
for not all-out racing. 

"The World Superbike and Grand 
Prix guys are rewarded for a win. If you 
put our point system to the World Super- 
bike series last year, I think Aaron Slight 
would be World Champion. They know 
it doesn't work that way over there. They 
need to win. Over here you can be fifth 
fastest and say, ‘Oh, I've still got a shot at 
this championship.' You don't have to 
worry about it. Everywhere else if you're 
fifth fastest, you're in trouble. You'd bet- 
ter start pedaling. You'd better get on 
your horse and start riding harder 
because that's not going to cut it." 

This season marks the final year in 
DuHamel's current contract with Amer- 
ican Honda. Will he be back? 

“1 think everything seems to be point- 
ing in that direction,” DuHamel said. “I 
still have World Championship aspira- 
tions and 500cc GP is still number one on 
the agenda. I'm hoping to have some 
interest from them - if for nothing else 
just to get recognized for the effort I’ve 
put in here in America. It would be a nice 
pat on the back to get some offers from 
500cc GP. And it may not stop there. I 
may just accept one of those offers." €N

ike Kiedrowski is not a quitter. 

| He’s shown that on the track 

over and over again. After all, 

quitters don’t win four National 

MX championships, so when Kiedrows- 

ki, then a member of Team Kawasaki, 

announced his retirement at the end of 

the 1995 season while, for all intents and 

purposes, still at the top of his game, 

well, it just didn't make a whole lot of 

sense. Sure, Kiedrowski was getting up 

there in age - at least by motocross stan- 
dards - but 26 isn't that old. 

So why did he quit? 

“ guess I listened. to too many peo- 
ple,” Kiedrowski admits. "I was talked 
into it. In 1995 everything was going 
pretty good, but we stárted having some 
problems, problems that have never 
happened to me before. I kept asking 
myself, “What's going on?’ Then people 
were saying I should quit, saying that 
I've had a good career, that Гуе got my 
championships, and I should be happy 
with that, so I started thinking, 'Yeah, I 
gotta quit and get outta here.’ I guess I 
listened to people and that's where it 
took me." 

Kiedrowski quit racing but not the 
racing scene. Kawasaki offered 
Kiedrowski a job as a team advisor and 
he accepted, so instead of wearing a hel- 
met and boots in the pits, he would now 
be wearing headsets and sneakers. A 
few weeks into his new job, Kiedrowski 
realized he wasn't happy. It wasn't 
because the pay wasn't good, nor was it 
because of his new responsibilities, but 
it was the fact that he was not out there 
on the track, getting dirty and banging 
bars with his old rivals - rivals he knew 
he could still beat. Instead, he was now 
watching them race from the sidelines. 

Deep down inside, Kiedrowski knew 
he had made a mistake. "I shouldn't 
have quit," he says. "I wanted to be rac- 
ing." 
He didn't hide these feelings, either, 
so when it came time for the race teams 
to start thinking about the following 
year's roster, Phil Alderton, owner of 
Honda of Troy, offered Kiedrowski a job 
as a team rider. 

“Phil gave me a good opportunity,” 
Kiedrowski says. "Just the fact he called 
me made me feel real good. That right 
there made me want to be a part of the 
team." 

Kiedrowski said yes. Now 27 years 
old, Kiedrowski feels he still has a few 
good years left in him. 

But there was one problem. 
Kiedrowski was still contracted by 
Kawasaki for the remainder of the 
'96 season. Kiedrowski approached 


















Kawasaki's team manager Roy 
Turner and told him that he 
still had the burning desire to 
race and that Honda of Troy 
had a bike sitting there wait- 
ing for him to ride. Turner 
graciously let Kiedrowski 
out of his contract and 
wished him good luck. 
Kiedrowski spent the 
next six months practicing, 
training and preparing for 
the opening round of the 
1997 AMA Supercross 
Series in Los Angeles. 








The comeback had begun, but it would 
not be an easy one. 

“It’s been tougher than I thought, 
mostly because of conditioning," 
Kiedrowski said before the first LA race. 
“ really didn't'know how much I lost as 
far as strength and being in shape. (Last 
year) I was doing nothing, so it's been 
tough getting back up to shape." 

Kiedrowski, now on his number-100 
Honda of Troy CR250, began racing at 
nearby local events, and he found wins 
hard to come by. 

“I thought I was going fast, but I 
began realizing that there were a couple 
of things that I just wasn't doing like I 
used to," Kiedrowski said. "Like getting 
on the throttle quicker - little things like 
that." 

He worked on these glitches and was 
ready for the first supercross race at Los 
Angeles, but he soon discovered new 
areas that needed honing. When the 
green flag dropped, he realized that 
some things have changed since his last 
supercross race in 1995. 

"The starts are very important now, 
Kiedrowski says. "You have to be able 
to sprint right off the start, to the first 
turn, and ride like that for the first eight 
laps. That seems really important right 
now, à lot more than before. Before, I 
could go off the start, pace myself, pick 
it up through the middle, then hang in 
there toward the end. Now, if you're not 
up there (at the start), they'll pull a cou- 
ple of straightaways on you, and then 
that's it, everyone stays the same for the 
rest of the race." 

Sound familiar? This has been Jere- 
my McGrath's technique during his 
four-year reign. 


" 














“Everyone has caught up to that,” 
Kiedrowski says. “Now there are seven 
guys who can do that. 

“I think the riding style has changed, 
too. Either it’s changed or I’m just not 
used to it like I was before. It’s like guys 
are slamming each other a lot more in 
the turns and stuff, which could just be 
the result of the tracks. You have to do 
all your passing in the turns, like hug- 
ging the turn and stuff, so you're seeing 
a lot more guys banging bars than mak- 
ing actual clean passes. 

“It’s kind of like, ‘Wow, this hasn’t 
happened to me before.’ But now. I’m 
kind of getting used to it. Like I said, 
maybe I was used to it before where I 
didn't leave the door open, or I closed 
the door on somebody else and I didn't 
even think about it, whereas now I am." 

Returning to the SX circuit as a racer, 
not as an advisor, at the opening round 
was a happy moment for Kiedrowski. 

"]t felt better, it felt like that's the 
way it should be - racing a motorcycle," 
Kiedrowski says of his first official day 
back as a racer. "Before, I felt kind of 
odd, or weird, about it (being at the 
races as a support crew member, not a 
racer). I was always thinking, ‘Man, this 
is kind of boring, what am I doing 
here?’ Now I feel I’m there (at the races) 
for a purpose. I feel good about racing 
and I enjoy racing.” 

One might wonder what was going 
through Kiedrowski’s mind while he 
was sitting on the starting line, waiting 
for the gate to fall for the first time since 
1995. 

"I was just concentrating on racing," 
Kiedrowski admits. “I wasn’t going, 
‘Man, look at all these people, jeez man, 
I'm back in here racing again.’ I was ner- 
vous, but the kind of nervous I had 
when I was winning all the time. I think 
you need that feeling and I have that 
feeling, so that was good. I just concen- 
trated on the racing." 

Kiedrowski just missed out on a 
direct transfer to the main in the first 
heat, but was content with his ride, pret- 
ty much feeling as though he hadn't 
been off a bike at all. 

“I thought (during that first heat 
race), ‘Well, you know, I'm not going 
real slow, I'm not in the way of every- 
body," Kiedrowski remembers. “I real- 
ly didn't know how I would be - if I was 
going to be fighting to stay behind those 
guys, losing time, or what. But I was 
going just as fast as everyone else and I 
felt pretty good about that." 

That night, Kiedrowski showed he 
had the speed to hang with his old 
rivals, but a couple of untimely get- 
togethers, like those Kiedrowski was 
talking about earlier, cost him a trip to 
the main. Despite the evening getting 
off to a promising start, Kiedrowski's 
night ended in disappointment. 

“1 was disappointed because I don't 
think I've ever missed a main," he says. 
“But I went into the night with an open 

| mind and it was like, 'Okay, we've got 
stuff to work on.' We've got to start 
somewhere. That (not qualifying) was 
the worst thing that could've possibly 
happened to me, so maybe good things 
will happen to me later." 

Despite their displeasure regarding 
the results column, Kiedrowski and his 
mechanic, Shane Nalley, looked at all of 
the positives that night. 

^We checked out everything like - 
how was the bike working? It was 
working good. How was I riding? Well, 
I was riding good; maybe I couldn't 
make a pass, but I was hanging in there. 

| So we kind of assessed everything and 
then afterwards we said, "Well, we had 

| bad luck, that's the bottom line. So let's 





work on it next week and 
make it better.” 

Things did go better the 

next round where Kiedrows- 
ki qualified for the feature via 
a second-place finish in a 
semi. 
“I felt better," Kiedrowski 
says. “I went, ‘Okay, now I’m 
in the main, I can go out there 
and race.” 

And race he did. Kiedrowski 
finished a respectable ninth in 
the main, then followed that up 
with a 13th at Phoenix. At the 
next round at Seattle, Kiedrowski 
landed his best finish yet with a 
sixth. 

“That went pretty good, but 
now I need to work on my starts 
and push right up there to the 
front off the gate. I haven’t been 
doing that. Now they get away too 
quick, so I've got to really start con- 
centrating on the first turn. I think I 
can run with those guys. They're 
getting just as tired as the next guy, 
so hopefully I can get up there in the 
front and not get as tired." 

As far as his speed and riding tech- 
nique are concerned, Kiedrowski is fair- 
ly satisfied with both but admits he still 
needs some more fine tuning. 

“My speed is okay (but) there's still 
some things I can work on. I've been 
watching videos and I look a little slow, 
sluggish in.the turns and not real quick. 
(Also) when I land off a jump, I’m not 
gassing it fast enough to the next obsta- 
cle. I'm not wide open when I'm landing 
- I’m not pinned, then on the brakes for 
the next jump like I should be. That's 
where I lose a little bit. 

“I think once I work on those couple 
things and be a little bit more aggressive 
on the track, then I think it's going to 
help me a lot. My timing is good. I feel 
good in the whoops, the jumps, no prob- 
lem. 

"I'm not really thinking like, ‘God, 
am I riding as good as I did before?' 
Because before was a different time, a 
different time of racing - racing was dif- 
ferent. Now I've got to look at, am I bet- 
ter than I-was last week? Well, my 
results were better at Seattle but was it 
because I rode better, or was it because a 
guy fell? 

“You have to be realistic about 
things. I think that's what our whole 
team is doing, being realistic, so I’m just 
going with the time. You see, I could be 
going just as fast as I was before and 
getting 15th, but as far as my body is 
feeling after I do a moto, or do a 20-lap 
main event, I feel as good if not better 
than before." 

If there's any one supercross race 
Kiedrówski is waiting for it's Daytona. 
After all, -his first supercross win came 
there, and he followed that up with two 
more. Kiedrowski likes Daytona and 
would. like nothing more than a fourth 
victory. : 

"That's what I'm shooting for," 
Kiedrowski says. "And I'd like to do 
really good at Gainesville and start the 
outdoor series really strong. We did 
some testing last week after Seattle, out- 
door stuff, and I was really surprised 
how good the bike was,.so that kind of 
got me fired up for Gainesville. Day- 
tona, we're going to go back to all of the 
same practice tracks we went to (in 
Florida) before when I was with 
Kawasaki, everything should be about 
the same, so... I should be right up 
there." d 

Up until his retirement, Kiedrowski 
had enjoyed the life as a factory rider for 
seven years. Now, for the first time since

1989, Kiedrowski is no 
longer running ‘works 
equipment, but he is quite 
happy with the machines 
he has been supplied with 
from Honda of Troy and 
the overall treatment he 
has been getting. 

“It hasn't been too 
bad," says Kiedrowski 
of running production- 
based machinery. “I’ve 
had a year off so the 
difference isn't so dra- 


I've never ridden a 
factory Honda - late- 
ly - so I really don't 
know the difference 
(between a produc- 
tion and a works 

CR250). 

"The way it 
worked out it is 
pretty good. As 
far as the suspen- 
sion action and the way 
the bike works and stuff, I’m pretty 
confident in it. І don't think there's any- 
thing where I could say, ‘Man, you 
know, if I had my Kawasaki shock, this 
thing would haul ass,' or, 'My works 
motor was way faster than this.' It (his 
Honda) feels good. The thing can win." 

As far as the team, Kiedrowski feels 
there isn't much difference between 
being a Honda of Troy team rider and a 
factory team rider. 

"I have no problems as far as coming 
from the factory team to Honda of Troy. 
There isn't much difference. I'm sur- 
prised about that. I mean, the hotels are 
nice, the plane flights - there are no has- 
sles, meal allowance - no hassles, I mean 
everything is paid, and everything is on 
time. Erik Kehoe does a great job as 
team manager. 

"There's no time I could say, "When I 
was at Kawasaki things were done this 
way.' Everything at Honda of Troy is 
done the same as the factory. And if it 
i8n't for some reason, then I just tell ‘em, 
‘Hey, this is the way the factory does it,’ 
then they go, ‘Okay, we'll do it that 
way.' So, it's not like they're saying, 
‘Well, no, this is the way we have to do 
it, we don't want to be like the factories. 
They (HoT) want to be just as good or 
better than the factories. 

“At Honda of Troy everything is just 
a phone call away. Basically, Erik calls 
Phil and says, ‘Hey, Phil, can Mike do 

































this?’ ‘Yeah, he can do it, okay.’ It's 
done. There's no, "Well, I have to check 
with accounting" and this and that..." 

Kiedrowski says that perhaps the sin- 
gle best factor in helping his comeback 
is being reunited with his longtime 
tuner Shane Nalley. 

"That's been the biggest thing com- 
ing back," Kiedrowski says. "When he 
talks to me I know he's telling me the 
truth. When he says, 'Over here, you're 
going a little slow,’ or ‘Over there, you 
need to jump a little further,’ it's like, 
okay, I know he's not just saying that 
because he thinks it would be faster, he's 
saying it because (Doug) Henry's doing 
it, so it can be done. 

“We just work really good together 
and we're good friends. There's no 
stress at all. I totally trust him and he 
totally trusts me. That means a lot. I had 
that feeling before, switched (mechan- 
ics), and now it's back to the way it 
was." 

Kiedrowski says he'll probably com- 
pete for two more years (including this 
one) then call it quits again, but this 
time for good. But for now, Kiedrowski 
is glad to be back in the saddle again 
and mixing it up with the best riders in 
the world. 

"I'm totally happy to be back." €N

nless you're an ISDE enthusiast, 

chances are you’re unfamiliar 

with one Paul Edmondson of 

Great Britain. In Europe, how- 

ever, he’s as much an off-road 

god as Ty Davis or Randy 
Hawkins or Scott Summers are here in 
America. Winning four Enduro World 
Championships sort of gains that notori- 
ety for you. 

Now, however, American woods rac- 
ers will get to see first hand just how fast 
a four-time World Champion is because 
Paul Edmondson is coming to a GNCC 
or an AMA National Hare Scrambles 
near you. The 27-year-old from Chase- 
town (a couple hours north of London) 
is the newest member of American 
Suzuki's off-road race team, joining vet- 
erans Steve Hatch and Rodney Smith. 

How did one of Europe’s best get a 
ride on this side of the pond? As Suzuki 
Off-Road Supervisor Mike Webb 
remembers: “I was testing at Glen Helen 
(Raceway Park in San Bernardino, Cali- 
fornia) one day last year - I think back in 
June - and James Dobb was there and 
we got to talking. He told me he was 
best friends with Paul, and Paul had an 
interest in coming to America. 

“At that point, he gave me Paul’s 
number, and I knew we were going to 
change direction in our racing this year. 
My job is to field the fastest possible 
team I can, so obviously Paul in Six 
Days competition clearly beat the top 
Americans every year, so I had to con- 
sider him. He had to be a factor. 

“I called Paul, and we started talking. 


At that point, he hadn't done (the ISDE 


in) Finland yet, and he was, at the time, 
leading the (enduro) world champi- 
onship. We stayed in touch pretty much 
on a weekly basis after that. 

^He said after the (final) world round 
- he clinched it - he wanted to come to 
America for a holiday. Basically, it was a 
honeymoon (he married longtime girl- 
friend Amanda in October), and he and 
I went riding. We just wanted to go rid- 


ing together, and he wanted to ride the 
Suzuki. 

"We went to Glen Helen one day, 
just to moto. Mike Metzger and Casey 
Johnson were there, and Edmondson 
jumped in on a box-stock '97 RM125 and 
latched onto them. They did about a 20- 
minute moto, and you could've thrown 
a net over them. I said right there, okay, 
he's definitely got the speed." 

Not that he's always had it, of course. 
Though he comes from a motorcycling 
family - father Pete is a well-known tire 
distributor in the UK, and older brother 
Derrick won the British Enduro Cham- 
pionship "four or five times," as well as 
finishing second overall in the '85 ISDE - 
his first competition was an observed 
trial at age 10. 

“From the years from when I was 10 
to 16, I had a pretty hectic time, really," 
Edmondson said. "Because I started to 
do trials, and then I got involved in 
bicycle trials. Then I did two years of 
junior motocross as well. At the end of 
‘85 I started with a couple of enduros. 

"In 1987, which was my first year 
with Yamaha and (my) first sort of full- 
time year (as a racer), I started doing 








' spend two weeks after the Six Days 


















British Championship enduros, fol- 
lowed. with some British Championship 
motocrosses and selected National tri- 
als, with Yamaha, because they did such 
a range of bikes and because the team 
manager was so involved with me then. 
He basically said it was good for him 
and good for me if I did everything. So, 
every weekend (in '87) I was racing." 

Edmondson got his first taste of ISDE 
competition as a 16-year-old at the Ital- 
ian ISDE of '86. 

“I got picked to represent Britain in 
the Junior Trophy competition riding a 
(big-wheeled) Honda (CR80R) - I believe 
the team manager got quite a lot of stink 
because of picking me, being so young 
and inexperienced. 

"It was quite an eye-opener for me. I 
saw how fast the (Continental) Euro- 
peans were with the 80s, which is pretty 
spectacular, really. But even so, in my 
first Six Days I finished 13th in the 80cc 
class (and) got a silver medal." 

Since then, Edmondson has gained a 
lot of Six Days experience, riding 11 of 
them in total. 

"I've had one silver and 10 golds," he 
said. “I’ve finished every one that I 
rode, so that's good. I've had four 125cc- 
class wins and, I-think, two seconds and 
a third. 

"In the 250cc class, I've had good 
results with a lot of bad luck, actually. 
Twice in the final moto, I’ve lost third 
with mechanical trouble, but still man- 
aged to keep just inside the top 10, so 
that was okay. Last year was basically 
my best-ever performance, I believe - 
other than (the '94 ISDE in) Tulsa, actu- 
ally - and I finished second overall. That 
was a good ride. 

“In regards to Six Days, one of my 
most memorable rides was in Tulsa, 
because I managed to win seven out of 
nine cross country tests, terrain tests (as 
they're called in the United States). That 
was quite special because I was on a 125 
again, so it meant quite a lot. Even 
though I never won the event overall, it 
was still an achievement for me person- 
ally." 


@ 





One might think that sort of 
achievement is the result of dili- 
gent training, but Edmondson 
claims otherwise. 

“Tm not really like heavily into train- 
ing, I must admit, because I ride (a lot). 
Like last year, I rode three champi- 
onships (series): British, Spanish and 
World, and then Six Days. As daft as it 
seems, you don't need to train (with that 
schedule) because I'm on the bike so 
much. Like at Six Days when you're 
doing six days very hard every day, you 


recuperating, which I'm sure most of the 
American riders must have done as well 
because it was quite a physical Six 
Days." 

Unlike most Americans, Edmondson 
will spend most of his time on the road, 
using the Ohio home of Suzuki's Mark 
Hyde as a base. 

"I've bought a motor home, and I 
intend tó travel the way that I did in 
Europe - which is, my mechanic (Rob 
Walters) will drive the box van and 111 
have the motor home. We will live in 
the motor home and go from race to 
race. That's roughly the way I did it in 



















Europe, other than I did fly quite a few 
places; I flew home a lot. So I’m going to 
keep the same sort of strategy for my 
team, but I'll get a fax and a phone 
rigged up in my truck so that people can 
contact me and send faxes. 

"It's just at the moment I've only been 
here two weeks and trying to get every- 
thing worked out. It's like a whole new 
thing for me again. It's a bit of a learning 
thing just from the fact of learning 
America, learning the style of every- 
thing. I want to try and fit in as best I 
can, really. I don't want to sort of be 
indifferent to anyone else; I want to fit 
in. I get on well with my two teammates. 
We went riding yesterday, and I had a 
hell of a lot of fun with them. They seem 
(like) a real good bunch of guys. 

“I hope to add a bit of fun and a bit 
of spice into the championships. For the 
two championships, I think (my pres- 
ence) can only add more interest and 
more credibility anyway, and that's why 
I want to do them. All in all, I think the 
whole package will be coming. 

"For me it's great, and I think for the 
sport it'S good as well because it's cer- 
tainly created a lot of interest in Europe, 
I can tell you that. It's the first time in 
Europe that anyone's won a World 
Championship and just said bye-bye. 
They've done it in motocross, but 
they've not done it in off-road, so there's 
a lot of people asking questions out 
there, and a lot of people have come up 
with silly numbers of why I'm doing it." 

Ah yes, why is he doing it? How 
much did it take to get Edmondson to 
come to America? 

^We were able to work out a really 
good deal," Webb reveals. "Salarywise, 
my team is probably one of the best 
paid. I think we are the biggest factory 
effort in off-road racing, and he definite- 
ly got a good salary - a top American, as 
high as it gets here. It took that to get 
` him because after beating (Italy’s Gio- 
vanni) Sala (for the World Champi- 
onship), he could pretty much call his 
own shots (especially in Europe). 

^He's really excited. He needed a 
change. He had been there, done that - a 
lot like Albee (Suzuki's three-time MX 
World Champion Greg Albertyn). He 
needs motivation, and America was it." 




















As for "Eddy" himself, he says: "I 
think what drew me to come race in 
America - there's quite a lot of things, 
really - but the biggest thing is the new 
challenge. Like I’ve been trying to 
explain to people, with all the titles I've 
won now, all I'm actually doing is 
adding numbers. I'm not really achiev- 
ing anything else other than adding 
numbers. I felt it's time to move on now, 
So by coming to America I can actually 
add titles and not numbers. 

"I've ridden in Spain, in Britain, in 
Europe, but (winning a championship) in 
America, I believe, is still as prestigious 
as winning a World Championship. 

"But, like I said, the whole reason 
why I'm doing it is because I'm not 
scared of a new challenge, and that is 
the whole reason why. It's something I 
want to achieve and do." 

And what of the future? 

^A lot depends on how this year 
goes, obviously, but I do like it here," he 
replies. "I've only been here (a few) 
weeks, but I'm familiar (with it). The 
language is no problem, the food is nice, 
the place is lovely, and the practice facil- 
ities, and actually riding a motorcycle is 
absolutely fantastic. So, taking into 
account all those things, really I don't 
want to go back. If the racing is going 
according to plan, then I don't really 
intend on doing anything else other 
than racing in America." 

Webb also sheds light on the long- 
term outlook. 

“Obviously, (with) the commitment I 
made to him and the commitment he 
had to make to come here, this isn’t a 
one-year deal (Edmondson’s actual con- 
tract runs until the end of '97). I’m look- 
ing at least two years to work with him, 
hopefully more - you never know in rac- 
ing; racing isn't a long-term project ever 
- but with the commitment I made and 
the changes I made to get him and with 
what it took for him to get here, we're 
not just looking at one season. I'll leave 
it at that." 

But is it expecting too much for 
someone who's never ridden a GNCC 
or hare scrambles to beat the likes of 
Scott Plessinger, Rodney Smith, Scott 
Summers, et al? 

^] raced three-hour races at home,

and I went to watch the last GNCC in 
Indiana with Mike Webb (last year)," 
Edmondson reveals. “That was exciting. 
That was basically the turnaround for 
me as well by watching that. 

“I mean, credit where credit is due - 
the American riders, from what I saw at 
that race, were very impressive. Obvi- 
ously, it's their own sort of races that 
they're used to, but even so, the sheer 
speed that they carried for three hours 
alone was what impressed me. 

"It's going to be a good challenge." єх 





Summers on 
Edmondson 


s the reigning GNCC champion, Honda's 
Scott Summers is the man that Paul 
Edmondson - and everyone else - will be 
aiming at when the series begins next month. 
Strong and smart, he nonetheless professed igno- 
rance of his new rival when asked for an assess- . 
ment. 7 
“It would all pretty much be a prediction, 
because I don't really know that much about Paul 
Edmondson,” Summers said. “I don't really know 
how he's gonna do. I mean, 1 know he has some 
'technical skills that are just unbelievable. I saw 
him just leave Ty Davis on the first lap of the final 
moto last year in Finland (at the ISDE) by, like, 15 
or 20 seconds in one lap. That was phenomenal. So 
he can do some things on a motorcycle that 
nobody that I’ve seen can do. { i f 
“Another thing is, I think he’s in the prime of his career. There have been a lot of Europeans 
that have come over here to try to dethrone myself or Scott Plessinger, but I’m not sure that 





` those people have been at his level. They haven't been the absolute best in the world, and 


maybe they weren't in their prime. 

"As far as technical skills go, I know he has the speed to go as fast as it takes to win a cross 
country. The only thing I don't know - and I guess nobody else does either - is whether or not 
he has the endurance, so that remains to be seen. I’m certainly not going to be so arrogant as to 
say I'm going to smoke him at the first cross country. Nobody knows, really. Maybe all of us 
are going to get smoked. 

"I'm hoping Edmondson hasn't spent the time and done his homework in the gym. That's 
what's gonna help Plessinger and Steve Hatch and myself. We know what it takes to be able to 
have energy at the end of a three-hour race. It doesn’t really matter how fast you go; it’s how 
long you can go fast. - 

“Another thing is the courses. It'll really impress me if he comes out and starts winning. 
races because it's an environment he's never been in. Kind of like us кош Six Days. It's 
such a different game that even if you have the speed, there are a lot of things that can go 
wrong, and having not been there, you can't predict what those things are. š 

"There've been a lot of people come over from motocross like Rodney Smith and Ty Davis 
and Fred Andrews and even Guy Cooper, and those guys have really increased the level of. 
notoriety (of woods racing). They've given us credibility. Scott Plessinger and Scott Summers 
used to get no respect whatsoever. We won cross country races for the last six, seven years, but 
it was kind of like a second-rate sport. : Ч 

“Now, slowly over time, we've earned some respect. People like Mike Kiedrowski have 
ridden cross country races, and there've been all kinds of people in the past few years that 
have come over from motocross and haven't won (cross country) races, so slowly the word’s 
been spreading: "These rednecks from Kentucky and Ohio, they ride a motorcycle pretty 
good.’ That's kind of made me feel good because that was kind of my mission years ago, to go | 
out there and try to earn some respect. - : j a 

“I feel like Гуе had a very successful career, regardless of what happens with Paul ` 
Edmondson, and I hope I beat him. At the same time, who knows? Maybe ТЇЇ kind of get a les- 
son, and ГЇЇ increase my performance. I know a lot of times when I rode with Guy Cooper or 
Ty Davis for the first time, they were doing things on a motorcycle that I wasn’t comfortable 
doing, But because I was able to tuck in behind them, I learned from ‘em, and I became a better 
rider.

ith a highly successful three- 
day test session at Laguna 
Seca Raceway behind him, 


Castrol Honda's John Kocinski hopes to 
have laid the groundwork for a tri- 
umphant race come July in his home 
round of the World Superbike Champi- 
onship. . 

Despite the laid-back atmosphere cre- 
ated by a test session in which only six 
riders took part, on-track action was fairly 
intense at the scenic race track on the 

. Monterey Peninsula. And when the ses- 
sion was complete, it was Kocinski's 
name that appeared atop the timed stand- 
ings. The Modesto, California, resident 
clocked a 1:26.178 in the early afternoon 
of February 12, sending a message to his 
Ducati rivals that you don't need a red V- 
twin to post quick laps at Laguna Seca. 

Although his time was a tad slower 
than what he'd qualified here for last 
year's sixth round of the World Super- 
bike Championship (a 1:25.715 on the 
Ducati), it was well under the race lap 
record set by Wataru Yoshikawa in the 
second leg of last year's event (a 
1:26.926). 

“Every test with HRC is a successful 
test,” Kocinski said with a confident 
grin following his quick lap. “Those 
guys were able to do a fast lap, but not 
very many of 'em." 

Those guys were the Ducati Corse 
squad of Neil Hodgson and Carl Fogar- 





ty, the latter of whom ended up crash- 
ing twice on the final day. Surprisingly, 
it was Hodgson's lap of 1:26.46 that had 
led the pack through the first two days 
of the test - until Kocinski stepped it up 
on day three. It was also on the final day 
that Kocinski’s teammate Aaron Slight 
upped his pace, nearly matching Kocin- 
ski with his 1:26.364. 

















In all fairness, Hodgson may have 
been able to go even quicker if not for a 
hiccup on day two when he crashed the 
red V-twin on the exit of turn three, 
chipping a bone in his right ankle. The 
Brit would return on the final day with a 
limp, putting in 54 laps and still lapping 
in the 1:26s. Hodgson is brimming with 
confidence now that he feels he’s getting

the full compliment of factory parts in 
his second season with the Ducati team. 

“1 was just highsided coming out (of 
turn three),” Hodgson explained on the 
final day of the test. “I guess I got on the 
gas a little early on a new tire and I 
ended up on the floor. I was trying a dif- 
ferent frame and a different swingarm 
for most of the day yesterday. I didn’t 














really like it and I talked my crew into 
letting me go back out on my good bike. 
That one is really incredible; it’s superb. 
I had a smile on my face and I guess I 
sort of threw caution to the wind. I got 
to the point where I thought I could 
walk on water and I paid the price. Last 
year I just got standard stuff, but I’ve 
got the factory stuff now and it's a lot 
better. You'll see good results and it's 
because I've now got good material to 
work with. 

“I’ve got a good setting for here 
already, so today I'm just going to go 
back out and get in 20-30 laps to get a 
little confidence back. It was my mis- 
take, so it's not like I don't know what 
happened. Right now, I can't wait for 
the season to start." : 

Hodgson’s Ducati wasn’t the only 
one to come back to the pit area in the 
back of a crash truck. Fogarty also 
tossed his down the road - twice on day 
three. The first was through no fault of 
his own as the two-time World Champi- 
on was pitched over. the front of the V- 
twin when it blew up on the exit of turn 
six on the final day. 

“The engine seized and it threw me 
over the bars,” Fogarty said. "I feel like 
things are coming on here. It’s just one 
of those tracks where you just need to 
go around and around and around. Га 
really like to get it right here, but it’s 
hard to get things dialed. I banged my 
head and I'm a bit dizzy, so I’m going to 
sit out for a few hours.” 

After sitting for a few hours, Fogarty 
clocked a last-day best of 1:26.893 (his 
best time over the three days was 
1:26.633), prior to crashing again - this 
time on the exit of turn three. 

“It just came around, ripped and spat 
me up in the air,” Fogarty explained. “I

Despite the struggle with chassis 
setup, Whitham was enjoying himself in 
his first visit to Laguna Seca. 

“I really like it,” the likable Brit said. 
"It scared me for the first 20 laps. Over 
the start/finish is a bit scary; it looks 
like you're going to run into the bloody 
hillside. It's definitely my kind of track. 


went up higher than at Sugo and I 
thought, ‘Here we go again.’ I came down 
on my head and back and hurt my ribs. It 
was a real pity, because I was starting to 
enjoy riding here and I was on a quick lap 
for sure. I'd gone around better than ever 
and could have done a 1:25.” 

The factory Suzuki team was. also on 


hand for the test, with new teamsters 
Mike Hale and Jamie Whitham. Both 
finally got into the 1:27s on the final day 
as they struggled to get the GSXR750s 
sorted out. Whitham's best was a 
1:27.258 with Hale logging a 1:27.758. 
The main challenge for the two Suzuki 
riders? Getting the Suzuki to hold a line, 
especially on Laguna's flat infield cor- 
ners. 

“It's slow progress right now,” Hale 
said. "It's hard to feel changes on this 
bike. It doesn't seem to be very sensitive 
to change and we're both struggling 
with the same problems. It's really just 
trying to get it to hold a line, especially 
in turns three, four, 10 and five - the flat 
ones. We've got to get it figured out 
because there’re other tracks with cor- 
ners that are similar. In Australia, it was 
a lack of traction, but here it's getting it 
to hold a line. The power seems to be 
pretty good, we're just getting the jet- 
ting sorted out. This is the first carburet- 
ed superbike I’ve been on and I'm trying 
to get a feel for it." 

Although Hale is struggling some- 
what early in the testing season, the 
smile has returned to his face. He's back 
on a four-cylinder superbike and he's 
glad to have rid himself of the Ducati, a 
bike that never fit his steer-with-the- 
back-wheel style of riding. 

"Once we learn more about the bike, 
we're going to be okay," Hale said. 
" And knowing the tracks will be a big 
help this year. With this bike ГЇЇ be able 
to race again instead of just riding 
around." 





Hale won't be racing at Daytona and 


' instead will likely be in Japan for more 


preseason testing. "We need to get 
ready for this championship here," Hale 
said. "We need to make some gains and 
we couldn't learn much at Daytona. 
Right now it's just chassis-setup stuff, 
basic geometry, and getting it right here 
will relate to other places." 

Hale was riding with a sore thumb 
on day three, thanks to a miraculous, 
Randy Mamola-like save on the exit of 
turn 10 the day before. While exiting 
Rainey Corner, Hale was pitched off the 


circuit. 


side of the GSXR, breaking 
the fairing along the way 
; before "snowboarding" his 
way down to turn 11, feet 
sliding alongside the bike. 

"The best save of my 
life," Hale said, his hands 
still shaking from the inci- 
dent. 

"I ve never seen any- 
thing like it before," said 
an amazed Whitham, who 
witnessed the entire inci- 
dent. 





I think the English guys have always 
liked it, I know Niall (Mackenzie) did. 
The Corkscrew's good. Three times I 
shot over the curb. It's dead blind up 
there and you've got to be fairly accu- 
rate at the top." 

Whitham was mostly in agreement 
with Hale when it came to his assess- 
ment of the GSXR. 

"The engine characteristics are simi- 
lar to the Yamaha I rode last year," he 
said. “We made slow progress at Phillip 
Island, but we've made lots of progress 
here. I've got a feeling that this track is 
one on its own. We've just got to get to a 
base and know what we're dealing with. 
This place is a lot like Brands Hatch, 
with hills that go up and down, and like 
Caldwell (Park). A lot of our problems 
right now are just with steering geome- 
try. The way it rides the bumps is okay 
now, we've just got to get it to hold a 
line better. But at least we're not a mil- 
lion miles away now." eN

bike story of the year in 1996 - espe- 

cially for the thousands of disap- 
pointed Ducati 916 customers around 
the world. The financial crisis that 
threatened the very existence of Italy’s 
five-time reigning World Superbike 
Champion led to stop-start working at 
the Bologna factory as unpaid suppliers 
refused to deliver parts except on a cash 
basis, interrupting production for days 
on end - weeks, even - at a time when, 
ironically, the demand for desmo V- 
twins had never been higher. 

As an example of what is a self- 
inflicted wound of mammoth improba- 
bility, even by the erratic standards of 


I was no contest for the European 





Italian industrial management, Ducati's 
near-demise ranks right at the top of the 
suicide stakes. But just as it seemed the 
company really was about to slide into 
bankruptcy on the back of the Cas- 
tiglioni family’s Cagiva Group, whose 
cash-flow problems were at the heart of 
Ducati’s troubles, a deal was struck 
which saw San Francisco-based invest- 


ment house Texas Pacific Group (TPG) * 


ride to the rescue, with the purchase (for 
a rumored 500 billion lire - about $325 
million) of a 51-percent holding in a new 
company called Ducati Motor SpA. 

This entailed the floating off of the 
Ducati marque from the Cagiva Group, 
with the Castiglionis retaining 49 per- 
cent of the equity in the new company, 
and 2 percent of the TPG majority share- 
holding "parked" in trust with an Italian

bank as a guarantee of good faith 
between the parties to hold the balance 
in the event of a dispute. 

However, to most observers this 
device was seen as essentially a face- 
saving exercise for the Castiglionis, 
whose oft-stated determination never to 
cede control of any part of their two- 
wheeled empire crumbled in the face of 
economic necessity. Whatever, let it be 
noted that TPG is very firmly in the dri- 
ver's seat of the born-again Ducati com- 
pany. 

Though Claudio Castiglioni is chair- 
man of Ducati Motor, he is joined by 
only two other Castiglioni nominees on 
the seven-man board of directors (his 
brother Gianfranco and their friend 
Eugenio Valenti), against a total of four 
TPG-appóinted directors, headed by 





Boston, Massachusetts-based company 
doctor, Federico Minoli. 

While Minoli concerns himself with 
the big picture, in terms of mastermind- 
ing Ducati's recovery to the point that 
TPG's intention of bringing it to the 
stock market within five years can be 
realized, a more familiar name is 
charged with running the day-to-day 
operation of the Borgo Panigale compa- 
ny, and translating the American-led 
board of directors' policies into action: 
Massimo Bordi. 

Bordi, 48, joined Ducati back in 1978, 
after graduating from university five 
years earlier with his thesis on a 
desmodromic four-valve cylinder head 
for a motorcycle application. Succeeding 
his mentor Fabio Taglioni as chief engi- 
neer on the legendary Dr. T's retirement

in 1984, Bordi's assumption of the tech- 
nical reins coincided with Cagiva's 
takeover of Ducati. 

With the eager support of the Cas- 
tiglioni brothers, Bordi ushered in a 
golden age for the Italian marque by 
designing the fuel-injected otto valvole, 
which debuted in 750cc form in 1986 
and went on to win five World Super- 
bike titles against the might of the 
Japanese manufacturers, as well as, off 
the track, fueling the steady growth in 
desmo street bike sales which made last 
year's crisis all the more unfortunate. 

Along the way, Bordi was tapped by 
the Castiglionis to take over as the gen- 
eral manager of the whole Cagiva 
motorcycle division, in the process 
becoming an unwilling passenger as 
events elsewhere in the group conspired 
to drag the bike side down. But with the 
TPG takeover, Bordi was appointed by 
the Americans to direct Ducati's turn- 
around and future growth. 

Who better to ask on behalf of 
ducatisti everywhere what the future 
holds for the company than "Dr. 
Desmoquattro" himself, the man 
charged with its recovery? And, as an 
added bonus, on the dark winter after- 
noon I visited the now-bustling Bologna 
factory to interview Massimo Bordi, I 
got to meet the man who put it all in 
place, Ira Halpern - the TPG executive 


who headed the American negotiating ` 


team and is responsible for supervising 
his Californian company's investment in 
a motorcycle company in faraway Italy 
(see sidebar). 

Okay, Massimo - bring us up to date. 
How did the watershed in Ducati's his- 
tory that's taken place in the past few 
months come about? 

The situation is that we grew very fast 
from 1990 to 1995, thanks to our success 
in superbike racing which fueled a 
demand for our products, as well as 
their improved manufacturing quality 
and design appeal. 

In '95 we produced more than 20,000 
bikes in a single year for the first time - 
all of them sold, with a big waiting list 
we couldn't satisfy. But already, even 
then, we were experiencing financial 
difficulties caused by problems else- 
where in the Cagiva group. 

Ducati was creating a very healthy 
cash flow, but hardly any of it stayed 
with us! It was going in other directions, 
starving Ducati of the money we had 
earned for ourselves - we couldn't pay 
our suppliers, so they stopped deliver- 
ing. This financial crisis meant we had 
to cease manufacture for long periods, 
so that after our record year in '95, our 
production for the first part of '96 was 
very low, and at the end of July the 
crunch came, and we had to shut down 
the factory completely. 

The Castiglionis had been looking for 
a partner in Ducati ever since the mid- 
dle of 1995, and after many interviews 
with likely candidates, eventually sold a 
majority share-holding in a new Ducati 
company to TPG. There was a prelimi- 
nary agreement at the end of July, the 
deal was fully closed after due diligence 
on September 27, and production 
restarted on October 1. Starting out pro- 
ducing 30 bikes a day, we quickly built 
up to 110 a day, and will soon achieve a

level of 135 units daily, allowing us to 
begin making serious inroads into 
reducing waiting lists for our products 
around the world - of the 13,000 bikes 
we built in 1996, most of them came in 
the three months after TPG took over. 

I can only offer my sincere apologies 
to all our customers who may read this 
article, and thank them for their support 
and understanding of our predicament. 
We made many mistakes in recent years 
but, to be honest, what took place was 
mainly out of our hands here at Ducati. 
However, now the page has been turned 
and a new era has begun. And at least 
we won the World Superbike Champi- 


` onship again, perhaps the most impor- 


tant title in all our company's history, in 
terms of underlining our technical lead- 
ership and keeping our sporting image 
strong in the middle of all our problems. 
We understood how important it was to 
keep the Ducati dream alive, and we did 
so by winning the Superbike and Super- 
sport titles in “96, thanks to (Troy) Cors- 
er and (Fabrizio) Pirovano - but we only 
finished second in the Supermono series 
- it was your fault we didn't get a hat 


trick! (Cathcart campained a Ducati Super- 


mono to second in the '96 Supermono 
Championship) 
Okay, okay - so no works contract for 
me in “97! But what are the plans for 
Ducati's future? When will production 
begin to rise beyond pre-TPG Cagiva- 
era levels? 
Firstly, I must emphasize that Ducati 
Motor SpA is now a completely indepen- 
dent company, quite separate from the 
Cagiva Group, which is merely one of 
our shareholders. I am appointed by the 
board to manage Ducati without any out- 
side interference, with our own separate 
commercial, financial, publicity, styling 
and engineering departments, and of 
course quite separate management. 
We're divorced from Cagiva, though 
they will remain customers of ours. 
We'll continue to sell them Ducati V- 
twin engines, though they're the only 
company we will do so to - we're termi- 
nating our existing agreements with 
other companies (So ro more Ducati-pow- 
ered Bimotas - A.C.). 








With the substantial investment that 
TPG is bringing to Ducati, we project 
our annual production to leap forward 
to 28,000 bikes in 1997, with an empha- 
sis on improved quality. After that, our 
business plan calls for us to increase this 
figure by 5000 bikes per year for the 
next four years, up to the year 2001. We 
will never build more than 50,000 bikes 
a year, which may sound a lot, but that's 
all BMW make right now, for example, 
and in global production terms it still 


` identifies Ducati as a niche manufactur- 


er, which is what we plan to stay. 

This is the correct production level 
for us - we can deliver a range of excit- 
ing bikes to the marketplace, without 
compromising either quality or our 
sporting, exclusive image. If we wanted 
to, we have space here at Borgo Panigale 
to build 100,000 bikes a year - but we 
won't. Instead, we will expand our pre- 
sent 700-person workforce to 800 in 


.1997, and make a substantial investment 


in new machinery and manufacturing 
facilities. 

But what models will fuel that dou- 
bling of desmo production? Surely 
there must be several new models 
jammed in the pipeline, that Ducati 
didn't have the money till now to pro- 
duce - bikes like the long-awaited 
replacement for the 6-year old 900SS, 
for example. 

We have to do it in stages. I quite agree 
that, because of our cash starvation, we 
couldn't do everything the market want- 
ed us:to do - but we did launch the ST2 
sport tourer at IFMA, and it will go into 
production on time in April. 

But you have to look at the global 
picture. We will certainly start to push 
very hard in R&D, but though I’m an 
engineer who loves to bring new prod- 
ucts to the marketplace, I can't ignore 
other priorities - and we have such a 
pent-up demand for our existing mod- 
els, it gives us a breathing space to con- 
centrate on other aspects of our busi- 
ness. So we will pay big attention to 
improving the quality of our in-house 
production, via a planned investment 
program, which TPG have correctly 
identified as a critical priority. So for 





example, in the next three years we will 
invest the sum of 15 billion lire (about 
$10 million) just in the machine shop - 
I'm not talking about new buildings, 
new products, R&D facilities or tele- 
phones, but latest-technology machine 
tools which will cut metal and improve 
manufacturing quality. 

Then we have to examine our distrib- 
ution network - too many of our dealers 
and even some importers were appoint- 
ed because of their Cagiva connections, 
rather than their suitability to represent 
Ducati, and we need to ensure our cus- 
tomers get better service by reviewing 
this. 

These are just two examples, but 
there are many ways in which we need 
to take a fresh look at our operation, and 
make changes if necessary. 

Okay, but while any improvement in 
service and quality is always welcome, 
Ducati's future growth must surely be 
product-led? 

Yes, and as Mr. Halpern just told you 
(see sidebar) we are restructuring our 
marketing operation by taking a closer 
grip on Ducati's identity. There will be 
three main profit areas in the future: 
One of course is motorcycles, but in 
addition to this we will develop a range 
of clothing, apparel which will allow 
our customers to closely identify with 
the marque, with a quality of design and 
manufacture consistent with Ducati's 
place in the market. 

In addition, we will also develop a 
range of technical accessories for road 
and track - products such as exhausts, 
tuning parts and so on, to be sold 
through our official dealer network, or 
licensed by us. 

But of course our range of bikes is the 
most important thing, and with the 
arrival of the ST2, we've now completed 
the four families of models that Ducati's 
future will be based on: supersport, or 
classic, hypersport, naked sport and 
sport touring. We need to consolidate 
our existing products in these families 
before adding new ones - but I can 
promise that no Ducati will ever be built 
with more than two cylinders. I agree 
we need to work on the two-valve 
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desmodue supersport range first, with 
new styling, an improved chassis and 
uprated, engine, though still based on 
the existing model. 

Further down the line, we'll develop 
a completely new version of the two- 
valve SS range, but without changing 
the most efficient yet simple two-valve 
engine anyone has ever produced - 
Taglioni created it 20 years ago, and we 
will keep developing it. 

Staying with an air-cooled engine 
gives you the chance to make a light, 
simple, easy-handling bike that is easy 
to maintain and has a strong personali- 
ty. For this reason, we won't adopt 
water-cooling, but will continue with an 
air/oil-cooled design, just as Porsche 
have done so successfully with their air- 
cooled two-valve flat-six engine. Their 


evolution over a 20-year period of the 


911 is a target for us to emulate. 

So we have many ideas how to 
improve the present desmodue without 
losing its basic appeal, especially by 
working on the cylinder-head design 
and the induction system. 

Does the same philosophy apply to the 
eight-valve range? Isn't it time, though, 
for a new superbike engine now that 
Honda has all but caught up on devel- 
opment, but one designed as a full 
1000cc engine rather than progressively 
enlarged from 750cc over a 10-year peri- 
od, with a crankcase design based on 
the 20-year-old Pantah air-cooled 
motor? 

Our program for the hypersport desmo- 
quattro family calls for continued 
refinement of the existing products, 
while work begins on an all-new 
replacement engine (One is rumored to 
have been drawn up a year ago to replace 
the 916 motor, with cylinders rotated back- 
ward on the crankcase like the new TL1000 
Suzuki, to reduce the wheelbase, but the 
cash crisis meant it hasn't progressed 
beyond the drawing board - A.C.). It's true 
that Honda have caught us up in World 
Superbike, but I honestly believe we 
can-still get better performance out of 
the existing engine and bike, by 
improving further the cooling system, 
aerodynamics, thermodynamics and 
fuel injection - there's more to come in 
so many areas. 


With every race engine, there comes 


a time when you can no longer see any 
way to improve it. That moment has not 
yet come with the desmoquattro, and 
for the next four years I believe we can 
continue to improve the best twin ever 
built, until the time comes to introduce 
its replacement - it's the Porsche philos- 
ophy again. 

How about the more niche-market 
members of the family of models? Will 
you extend their range to encompass 
both types of engines? 

With the naked sport category, we 
need to evolve different versions of the 
Monster philosophy, but this won't 
include an eight-valve Monster - yet, if 
ever. But we do want to exterid the 
concept, so for example we'll probably 
produce a version with higher bars and 
a more upright riding position, per- 
haps with more aggressive, street- 
fighter styling. 

But after introducing the sport tour- 
ing family with the desmodue ST2, we 
will launch a desmoquattro ST4 at the 
Milan Show in September, and will also 
develop an ST4S, a sport touring special 
with 120-bhp otto valvole engine. The 
ST2 has big torque, while the ST4 uses 
more revs and has more power - two

different philosophies which compli- 
ment each other. 

Those are variations on the existing 
themes - but what about completely 
new families of bikes? 

That's your way of asking when you can 
buy a street version of your Supermono 
racer, and the answer is - within the next 
two years! I am personally more proud 
of the Supermono engine than anything 
else I have ever created. For me, it's the 
finest motorcycle engine ever built. The 
Supermono Strada will go into produc- 








marketing study we're carrying out 
right now, to decide what kind of bikes 
the sport-mono family should consist of. 

The key factor is price, which in turn 
means specification. What kind of price 
are customers prepared to pay for a sin- 
gle-cylinder motorcycle, in comparison 
to existing V-twin Ducati models? If 
they're ready to pay the same price as a 
900SS, then we can build a racer-with- 
lights and expect to sell just 1000 units a 
year. But if people think this is too much 
for “just” a single-cylinder, we can 
lower the specification and pitch the 











price at between. a 60055 and 75055, on 
condition we can sell 3000 units per 
year. Once we have a clear picture of the 
likely market, we'll start work on the 
street Supermono - but I hope to launch 
it for the 1999 model year. 

How about the rumored air-cooled 
desmodue Supermono on which engine 
development began a couple of years 
ago - does that figure in Ducati's plans? 
We might use that engine in carbureted 
form to power a naked single, but I’m 
concerned about overlapping pricewise 
with the M600 Monster.

Ira Halpern: 
Building the world of Ducati 


The man responsible for cementing TPG’s investment in Ducati Motor is 29-year-old investment banker Ira Halpern, who head- 
ed the negotiating team which number-crunched its way to ultimate agreement with the Castiglioni family to allow the American 
company to acquire a controlling interest in Ducati. 

Though Halpern admits he has no interest in motorcycles per se, the depth of his knowledge of the two-wheeled world and 
Ducati's position in it is literally awe-inspiring: This is a man who knows how to do his homework. As such, his vision of how 
Ducati will evolve under TPG control makes encouraging as well as stimulating listening. 

Why did TPG decide to get involved in the motorcycle industry, instead of buying another airline to go alongside Continental 
Airlines, which you already own? And why choose Ducati? 

We're interested in companies with good growth prospects, which for whatever reason aren't achieving their full potential. If we 
decide to become involved, we apply the necessary resources - financial as well as managerial - to helping them perform properly. 

In the case of this company, it's an incredibly simple story: What we want to do is to build the World of Ducati. Ducati on its 
own has built the world's greatest four-stroke motorcycle, with the world's greatest twin-cylinder engine, full of leading-edge tech- 
nology that wins world championships. But the only thing they've been missing is the capital that pays the admission to the next 
level of corporate development - the cash, the resources to grow. 

What we want to do is to construct a new world around Ducati, which will allow consumers to get the motorcycles they deserve 
today, but will also deliver innovation and new technology to them down the line. We want Ducati in the year 2000 to be even 
more cutting edge than it already is now - to be the undisputed world leader in superbike racing, in motorcycle engine technology, 
in chassis design and in styling. We're not only bringing the cash, the capital, to make this happen, but other resources, too - like 
managerial and commercial expertise. 

So, for example, we're going to bring in people who can grow an accessory business, others who can develop a line of apparel - 
so that rather than buy goods of'suspect quality from individuals pirating the Ducati name, our customers can buy good-quality 
products made to high standards of excellence, but at competitive prices. We want the consumer to be sure that when he pays to 
enter the World of Ducati, he's going to be sure of getting a good product at a fair price, whether it's an aftermarket exhaust sys- 
tem, a paddock jacket or a street-legal replica of the reigning World Champion motorcycle. 

Our role is to help Massimo Bordi and the management of Ducati deliver all that. This will entail a substantial onward invest- 
ment running into many millions of dollars, to ensure they have the richest investment plan they've ever seen in the history of the 
company, certainly since the days 30-40 years ago when they were actually building the present. factory. А 

But we're building a business from this incredibly rich and fertile hotbed of motorcycle engineering and design. What we have 
committed to, and already have our bank's approval on, is a package that will allow us to invest in R&D, invest in production 
capacity for new models like the ST2, and above all to invest in lifting quality levels to establish an industry benchmark. 

Really, though, it’s not so much that we're building a new Ducati, because the basis for all this good stuff has been here all 
along. What we're trying to do is to take Ducati from being a specialist manufacturing company based in Bologna and turn it into a 
global enterprise in the first rank of world marques, yet occupying a unique position because of its avant-garde technology and 
World Championship success, achieved with machines based on what the customer can buy. I see a very bright future for this 
company. It's been a sleeping giant for too long - but now it's had the wakeup call. 








More interesting could be another 
new family of models we're considering 
developing, which we'd call sport dual - 
as in dual purpose. There's no reason 
why Cagiva should be the only ones sell- 
ing Ducati-powered dual-purpose bikes, 
like the Elefant or Grand Canyon - but 
what we would do is maybe produce 
more street-oriented models, with more 
sophisticated chassis and suspension. 

A single-cylinder sport dual using 

the desmodue Supermono engine could 
be a modern equivalent of the 450 Street 
Scrambler that was one of Ducati's best- 
selling models 25 years ago. We'll see. 
Presumably racing will continue to 
play a vital part in Ducati's future. 
What plans do you have for expanding 
your competition horizons? 
Our continued heavy involvement in 
sporting activities is necessary because 
Ducati's image has been integrally relat- 
ed to sport, ever since 1956 when we 
first went Grand Prix racing. Our cus- 
tomers expect us to compete, not only to 
develop new products but also to 
demonstrate the excellence of our lead- 
ing-edge four-stroke technology. 

TPG understand this philosophy, 
and actively support it - which is one 
reason we're focusing closely on 
expanding our racing operation in our 
biggest potential market, the USA. 

In 1997 we will continue to race with 
Fast by Ferracci, as we have for most of 
the past decade with so much success, 
but we've also forged an alliance with 
Vance & Hines, which will double up 
our AMA Superbike involvement, as 
well as open a separate strand of engine 
development. These are very clever peo- 
ple, and it's a pleasure to be cooperating 
with them. 

The one area of racing we want to 
become involved in that we aren't repre- 
sented in yet is World Endurance. I'd 
hoped to run a team in all the 24-Hour 
races and the Suzuka 8-Hour this year, 
but we ran out of time. However, I 
promise Ducati will definitely contest 
the World Endurance series in 1998 - we 
have to be involved in this, and intend 
to do well. 

So now how does Massimo Bordi feel 
at the start of a new year and a new era 
for the company he's worked for since 
1978? 

I can honestly say it's the best year of 
my life - I feel like I was reborn! The 
company that I loved, that I'd spent my 
adult life working for, was being 
dragged down into bankruptcy through 
no fault of its own, and I was powerless 
to prevent it. Then came TPG - and 
immediately their executives under- 
stood what was needed for us not only 
to survive, but to grow and expand in 
the way we should have been doing all 
along. This is truly a new era for Ducati, 
and in recognizing that I must also pay 
tribute to the loyalty of my engineering 
and management team here in Bologna. 

After all we went through in the past 
two years, including periods of some 
weeks they were not paid, not one of 
them has left us. People who work here 
in the factory are proud of its products 
and sporting achievement, and love 
Ducati because it's a family. 

But it's a big family, and a strong one 
- with thousands of members all over 
the world, who are our customers as 
well as our friends. All this made it an 
extra burden of responsibility to try to 
find the happy ending that has come 
about thanks to TPG's involvement. But 
now this has happened, and we have a 
new future to look forward to. єх

Davis doesn’t read that cookbook. Mere 
days earlier, Davis captured the win in 
the opening round of the AMA National 
Hare and Hound Series in Lucerne Val- 
ley, California. Then, six weeks later, he 
dominated the Adelanto Grand Prix by 
winning five out of the six classes he 
entered, Obviously, the man is on a roll 
- rolling over Team Suzuki this week- 
end. 

Davis made it look easy, then 
claimed later that this wasn’t the case in 
the early laps. 

“1 was having a hard time getting 
going in the first lap,” Davis claimed, in 
spite of the fact that he led the first - and 
every other lap. “It was real slippery out 
there. I couldn't do anything right. I was 
sliding all over, but I was trying to go as 
fast as I could, charging and trying to 
work through that sliding-out problem. 

"I was just riding miserable, but 
eventually I loosened up and started to 
let the bike flow a little bit. I settled into

my pace, and Rodney (Smith) stayed 
with me for a little bit, but he wasn't 
going any faster. I was comfortable rid- 
ing that pace. I could go faster if I want- 
ed, but I just cruised that pace. Rodney 
hit something and fell back a little ways 
and I just kept that pace. I was getting 
pit signals saying the lead was growing. 

"This is the first event recently that I 
haven't had to ride hard. The course 
was good with gnarly downhills, but the 
club did a great job getting people off 
those hills. There was less lapped traffic 
than in past years." 

Smith and his Suzuki did look very 
strong in the early going. He and Davis 
stayed within 10 seconds of each other 
for the first two times through the pits. 





In spite of the fact that Davis is not rid- . 


ing the whole series - meaning that 
Smith as good as leads the series now - 
Smith was not happy with second. 

^| wanted to beat Ty (Davis) really 
bad, and I came from way back to catch 
him,” Smith said. “But I hit a ravine and 
hurt my chest really bad. It knocked the 
wind out of me, and I was seeing stars 
for a minute. At that point, I let him go 
and rode my own race. 

“I made a wrong tire choice too. I 
rode here last week and the ground was 
really deep, so I used a rear mud tire. It 
wasn't as wet as I thought it would be, 
so it felt like I had a rear flat the whole 
day. I spaced and didn't bring another 
tire to mount." 

Englishman Edmondson finally got 
his much-awaited taste of U.S. competi- 
tion, but it wasn't to be his day. He 
three-kicked the start and had to come 
from dead last. He was a strong third 
after the first 16-mile loop, but was 
roughly 40 seconds behind Smith. The 
fact that he had made up so much 
ground in one lap made it look good for 
a three-way battle for the lead. 

Unfortunately for the spectators on 
hand, inexperience with this new - for 
him - form of racing and bad luck cost 
him: He did enjoy the new type of rac- 
ing, though. In a recent interview 
Edmondson stated that he came to the 
United States for a new challenge. 
Apparently he found it. 

“I enjoyed the race today," he con- 
firmed after the trouble-filled ride. "The 
course was good and there were not 
many backmarkers." 

The unfamiliar start cost him twice, 
first when the bike didn't start, but then 
again on the second loop. The start was 
postponed, so for 45 minutes Edmond- 
Son practiced starting the Suzuki RM250 
in gear for the foreign dead-engine start. 
In Europe all special tests begin with 
live engines. 

When it came time for the real start, 
Edmondson hadn't topped off his fuel. 
He ran out of gas within sight of the pits 
on the second loop, which let teammate 
Steve Hatch into third spot. 

Being a newcomer stung him again - 
in Europe, riders have to complete the 
entire lap to the pit area to refuel. He 
pushed farther than he needed before 
being informed that he could cut the 
course and refuel as long as he returned 
to the course at the point he left it. From 
that point, his day got worse. He ended 
up off the course in a situation that 
required help to return the bike to the 
trail. His clutch lost adjustment, he got 
banners in the rear wheel and the list 
goes on. He clearly had the speed and 
the pace. He will be a force to be reck- 
oned with. 

Once Hatch moved into third, he 
started to push hard and floor it as we 
are used to seeing him do. 

"Unfortunately," Hatch explained in 
the victory circle, "my arms pumped up 
in the first two laps. I couldn't do any- 
thing. I think that if I can get the arms to 
go down I'll be right in the hunt all year. 
I have the speed, I just need to race the 
whole race, not just the last two laps. 
The bikes are a lot closer this year than 
at the first race last year." 

Hatch looked like the fastest rider on 
the course in those later laps. 

Edmondson recovered from his woes 
to finish a solid fourth. Brian and 
Patrick Garrahan wheelied into the fifth 
and sixth spots. They started quite a dis- 
tance apart but ended up seconds from 
each other at the finish. Fellow KTM 
pilot Jason Dahners made it three KTMs 
in a row by finishing seventh after the 
three Suzukis.

BARCELONA, SPAIN, FEB. 8 

arc Colomer pulled back his 
M archrival Doug Lampkin's lead in 

the 1997 World Indoor Champi- 
onships to just four points, thanks to a 
win in the fifth round of the series in 
Barcelona, Spain. The event marked the 
halfway point in this inaugural World 
series, which has been totally dominated 
by these two great Spanish and English 
rivals. 

Spain is the natural home of the 
modern indoor trial and the Barcelona 
event is the biggest and best with almost 
14,000 fans turning out, hoping to see a 
local victory. 

Colomer, on his works Montesa, built 
in Barcelona, did not disappoint. 

The opening lap of the trial, staged in 
the Sant Jordi Olympic Stadium, was 
comprised of seven sections, designed 
by Jordi Tarres' brother, Francesco, and 
at least four of them proved just too 
hard, providing a succession of failures 
and not allowing the riders to demon- 
strate their skills. 

The eight riders contesting the trial 
were Colomer, Lampkin, Amos Bilbao, 
Bruno Camozzi, Tommi Ahvala and 
Graham Jarvis, plus wild-card Spanish 
choices Jordi Tarres and Gabriel Reyes. 

In the opening section on metal steps, 
everyone took a maximum except 
Camozzi, who made it with a character- 
istic dab, and Lampkin, who was excep- 
tional to claim a clean and take the ini- 
tial advantage. It heralded a superb start 
by Britain's Beta-riding ace and Lamp- 
kin went on to record an impressive 
qualifying lap of just 13 marks, which 
included a "compulsory" five in the sec- 
ond section - metal trash dumpsters 
which proved just too hard for every- 
one. 

A log pile constructed in the specta- 
tor stands constituted the fourth hazard 
and this proved very, very tricky with 
just three riders making it to the end 
cards: These were Lampkin and Colom- 
er, who both made it with two penalties, 
but the star here was former seven-time 
World Champ Tarres, who gave the 
crowd something to cheer for with a 
brilliant clean. 

This was Tarres' first ride in the 
series, but the Gas Gas rider failed to 
qualify for the final. Yet he starred again 
with a single dab on the penultimate sec- 
tion as all the rest - including Lampkin 
and Colomer - came to an abrupt halt. 

Lampkin won the qualifying heat 
almost unchallenged, but it was super- 
close from then on with only six marks 
separating the next six riders. The odd 
one out was Jarvis, who has now 
switched to a 250cc Scorpa from his pre- 
vious 280cc version, but a disastrous 
night for Jarvis saw him down and out 


with six total failures in the seven sec- 


tions. 

Only two other riders joined Lamp- 
kin in Barcelona's three-man final and 
these were - as ever - Spaniards Colom- 
er and Bilbao. The latter just edged out 
big Frenchman Camozzi, thanks mainly 
to a fantastic clean on the third hazard. 

For the final runoff, a mighty 15 sec- 
tions were brought into play - more than 
twice as many as normal - and the finale 
proved much more dynamic than the 
qualifying heat as each rider had just 








one minute to complete each hazard. 
And all three riders really went for the 
win - even Bilbao stayed awake right 
until the end in front of his home fans. 
In the previous indoor events this sea- 
son, the little man has appeared to be 
content with making the final, then just 
switching off, being content with his 
guaranteed third or fourth place. 
Colomer obviously got the measure 
of the sections on that first lap as he just 
moved up a gear on the works Montesa 





315R to coast home on only 13 marks 
lost. After eight sections, Colomer had 
only lost two marks and Bilbao was on 
the charge on eight. 

In contrast, Lampkin had mastered 
the heats but made several mistakes in 
the final to lose touch with his big 
rival. Lampkin did enough to close the 
gap on Bilbao, though, and eased 
ahead to bag the 17 points for second 
place and ensure he kept a four-point 
series lead. 











Marc Colomer put together the win over 
some impossible sections in Spain. 


“T think that after feeling good in the 
heats and riding difficult hazards really 
well, I just let my concentration slip in the 
final," Lampkin said. "I actually fived 
sections that I had cleaned in the heat and 
I ought not to have done that. Both Marc 
Colomer and I were riding really well - he 
just rode better when it mattered.

"I'm still glad to get his home round 
out of the way," he continued. "I won 
Sheffield, he has won here. The Spanish 
crowd was really fair tonight. Obvious- 
ly, they wanted Marc to win, but they 
were right behind me when I was clean- 
ing sections in the heat. It was a fantastic 
event." 

As Colomer cruised to victory, it was 
an important win for his Montesa factory, 
which gave the long-awaited Cota 315R 
its official launch the day before. €N

Briefly... 


Jordi Tarres, Spain's seven-time World 
Champion, was riding in his first Indoor 
Championship round of the year. Tarres 
was an automatic qualifier for the series, 
having finished third in the World outdoor 
series last season, but. elected not to take 
up. the option. Tarres, who will ride under 
his own private team's banner this. year, 
says he has been practicing hard outdoors 
all winter and aims to: net his eighth world 
title in '97. He rode Barcelona because his 
main sponsor, Fortuna cigarettes, naturally 
wished him to: do so in its home country. 
Tarres rode as one of the organizers’ 
allowed wild cards. 








Steve Colley was the biggest loser in 
Spain às he-did' not even. get a ride. The 
Spanish chose Montesa rider Gabriel 
Reyes as the second wild card and Colley, 
one of the best indoor specialists in the 
world, missed out yet again. Finishing a 
lowly 11th. in the World Trials Champi- 
onship last year has.cost Colley dearly this 
indoor season. 





The Solo Moto Barcelona Indoor is 
one of the longest-standing arena. events 
on the calendar, and this year the event 
celebrated its 20-year anniversary. All pre- 
vious winners were invited and all arrived 
with the exception of Belgian Eddy Leje- 
une. Jaime Subira won the first in 1978. 
Californian Bernie Schreiber - America's 
only World Trials Champ, back in 1979 - 
won.in.1979 and /80. He married -1981 
World. Champ Gilles Burgat's sister. Yan- 
nick. and lives in France. Spaniards Toni 
Gorgot ‘and Andreu Codina won in’.1981 
and 1985, respectively. Italian Diego Bosis 
won in :87, Jordi Tarres in '86 and from 
1988 to '93, while Marc. Colomer has won 
for the last four years. 





Diego Bosis has retired from World 
Championships now (“I'm too old!") but 
will again contest the Italian series. He has 
switched. from `Gas Gas to the new Monte- 
sa Cota 315R. 


Tommi Ahvala, a true cosmopolitan - 
comes from Finland, lives in Spain (some- 
times. Italy) and speaks five languages flu- 
ently - will contest the French champi- 
onships in.'97. He has already picked up 
National titles in Finland and Italy and 
appears to. be working his way through, the 
various European series. He has been 
drafted to liven up the French. series, which 
has been totally.dominated by Bruno 
Camozzi for the last few years:

26 
e AA class at the 28th running of 
3 the Sumpter Enduro was set to be 
the most competitive to-date, and 
SETRA honor was at stake. 

George Waller Jr., the SERA Enduro 
Champion, was there. Mike Lafferty, 
National Enduro star and ISDE Junior 
Trophy Team member, was also on 
hand. And they were both ready to bat- 
tle SETRA's best and take a win in 
SETRA's own backyard. Add Steven 
Smith, Allen Gravitt, Franklin Ramey 
and the regular AAs and you have one 
strong class. 

What Lefferty and Waller didn't 
count on was just how good the SETRA 
riders could be. The fastest at Sumpter 
would be KTM's Franklin Ramey III. 
The MSR-sponsored rider claimed the 
overall, securing his fifth victory this 
season and protecting SETRA's honor 
in the process. 

The Sumpter Enduro has always 
been a challenging race, and this year 
was no exception. Many riders were 
calling it the perfect enduro. With the 
help of forest supervisor Harvey Belsar 
and with Johnny McCoy at the helm, 
it's no surprise that the enduro drew 
such praise. 

The event ran though the Manches- 
ter State Forest as it has for 28 years, 
and consisted of 65 ground miles. The 
first half was 37 miles long, the second 
half 28 miles, with many terrain 
changes from sand whoops to rooty, 
tight technical trails. This season 
SETRA riders have had the best race 
weather that one could ask for, and 
Mother Nature was just as nice for this 
enduro. A little cool in the morning, 
warming up to the mid-50s by lunch 
and with rain several days before - no 
dust. 

The event started with a short 3.5- 
mile section leading to the first going-in 
check. The following trail was fast, 
sandy, whooped and roughly five miles 
long. All the AAs and faster riders 
zeroed the section. The third section 
was about 14 miles long, the longest 
one before the gas stop. Riders were 
checked in, then the trail started off in 
sandy-whoops. It then progressed to 
off-camber, tight, technical trails for 
several miles, then back to sandy 
whoops. 

Lafferty had the fast time through 





with a 3:31, followed closely by Ramey 
with a 3:37. Waller, riding a KDX200 
instead of a 250, came through losing 
four points, as did Gravitt and Steven 
Smith. Ashley Brewer would drop five, 
followed by Jeff Harris and Michael 
Grizzle. There was an auxiliary gas stop, 
then check number six, a going-in check, 
followed by a 10-mile section of sandy 
whoops mixed with some new trail. 
Most all the AAs dropped two points, 
with Harris, Grizzle, 250cc A rider Doug 
Masencup on his Yamaha and 250cc A 
rider Steve Saunders dropping three. 

The club gave the riders a generous 
gas break, then on to the fifth section 
and check number eight. This section 
was about 10 miles long and sandy, 
with about half the trail being new. The 
last mile of the trail was a very tight sec- 
tion of pines that gave many a rider fits. 
This time it was Waller with fast time 
through, a 2:05, followed by Smith with 
a 2:13, Lafferty with a 2:25, Gravitt with 
a 2:33 and Ramey with a 2:36. Brewer, 
Grizzle, Masencup and Saunders would 
drop three. 

From there, everyone would have to 
ride about eight miles of road to get to 
the last section. The trail started in tight, 
rooty terrain, then changed to new 
sandy trail. Total mileage in the section 
was around 10. Ramey and Lafferty 
were in a close battle to this point, both 
riders having lost seven points each, 
Lafferty having the better tie-breaker

score. Ramey would pull out the stops 
here, going through with a three-point 
loss, effectively taking the overall from 
the factory star, who dropped four. 

"| had a good ride all day, no prob- 
lems,” Ramey said. “I just had fun.” 

Team Green rider Smith and Waller 
would each lose three points in this sec- 
tion, but the two KTM riders had every- 
one else beat by one point going in to 
the last section. Gravitt, Lafferty, Brew- 
er, Grizzle and Masencup would lose 
four points. Saunders would drop five. 

Ramey would claim overall honors 

for the day, with Lafferty taking second 
and Waller rounding out the top three. 
Gravitt would finish the day with a 12, 
Brewer with a 14. Masencup would take 
the 250cc-class win with a 16, followed 
by Saunders with an 18. There were 368 
riders with 286 of them finishing the 
run.

ound three of the GFI North Win- 
R- Series in Hollister Hills hosted 

one of the most exciting Pro races 
Northern California has seen for quite 
some time, with Tallon Vohland beating 
out Rusty Holland and Dean Matson for 
the 125cc Pro overall win. 

From the drop of the gate for the 
start of the first moto, the 125cc Pros 
went bar to bar, fender to fender. Hol- 
land looked to be the man, then Voh- 
land, then Holland again, and then com- 
ing out of turn two it was Matson. 

Matson held on to the lead over Hol- 
land and Vohland. Jeff Pestana, Tylar 
Evans, and Scott Myers were all in the 
lead group of riders who for the first 
few laps were practically on top of each 
other. 

On the third lap of this six-way bat- 
tle," Vohland cut underneath Holland in 
a rutted-out corner and pulled up even 
to Matson. Vohland tried to muscle his 
way through Matson, but couldn't keep 
the bike upright and found himself face- 
down in the dirt. ` 

By the time Vohland was able to get 
his Yamaha up and restarted, nine 
screaming 125s blew past, dropping him 
to 10th. Matson was riding a blistering 
pace and looked very strong through 
the halfway point of the moto, but with 
Holland showing him a wheel in almost 
every corner, one little mistake would 
drop him out of the lead, and very pos- 
sibly out of the top five. Rick Ryan 
found his way into the lead pack after a 
not-so-good start, fighting his way past 
Myers then Pestana and into the top 
five. 

A quick look further back in the pack 
revealed a Yamaha burning up the track 
- Vohland was on the move and, with 
only two laps to go, was making a bid 
for fifth, then for fourth and Ryan, then 
for third and Evans, and by the time the 
white flag came out, Vohland had his 
sights set on the two leaders, Matson 
and Holland. 

Matson tried to hold off Holland 
while Holland was trying to keep Voh- 
land from getting around him. Out 
came the checkered flag as Matson 














crossed the finish line only one or two 
bike lengths ahead of Holland, who beat 
out Vohland for second by only the 
front wheel. Holding on to fourth, and 
putting in a very good ride, was the 
first-year pro from Salinas, Evans. Ryan 
rounded out the top five. 

Moto two started with Holland grab- 
bing the holeshot just ahead of the 
moto-one winner, Matson, who was fol- 
lowed by Vohland, Pestana and Myers. 
Vohland wasted little time getting 
around Matson and, by the end of the 
first lap, he was knocking on the back 
door of Holland. 

Holland and Vohland began pulling 
away from the rest of the lead pack, and 
by the midway point it was a battle 
between these two as everyone else 
seemed to settle in. 

All eyes were on the race leaders, 
and for good reason - Holland was even 
faster than Matson was in the opening 
moto. Vohland, being the experienced 
rider that he is, would not follow Hol- 
land’s line around the track. Holland 
had the fast lines on almost every part of 
the course except for one in particular - 
turn two, a big loamy, sweeping left- 
hand that had four or five definite lines 
through it. 

Holland was opting for the outside 
line with a nice-sized berm that had 
formed, while Vohland chose a line, or 
should I say groove, that was more 
inside than out. Every lap Holland 
would go in hot and come out just in 
front of Vohland, who wasn't able to 
begin accelerating as early as Holland. 
Then, with only a couple of laps to go, 
Holland made the mistake that would 
cost him the race and the overall. 

Holland went in a little too hot and 
stuck the corner halfway through, losing 
his momentum and less than a second. 
Vohland was able to just pinch Holland 
out exiting the corner, getting the pre- 
ferred line and taking over the lead. 
Holland knew that this one mistake cost 
him the moto as Vohland took the victo- 
ry in moto two. 

Holland finished all alone in second 
with Matson in third and Pestana 
fourth. Myers rounded out the top five. 

That made it a three-way tie for the 
overall, with Vohland, Holland and Mat- 
son all scoring four points. The tie break- 
er went to Vohland with the moto-two 
victory, putting him ahead of Holland, 

` who claimed second over Matson. Fourth 
overall went to Ryan and fifth to Myers.

Section seven was the critical test for these 
riders, a series of large, closely spaced, angular 
rocks which had to be ridden perfectly to avoid 
falling between them. Florin was the only rider 
to earn a clean in this rough section. 

“Doc” Jenkins was held back by a swingarm | 
that broke in two places. Despite this, he fin- 
ished third on a borrowed, unfamiliar bike. 





Section three was another tough one; it tra- 
versed the side of a vertical wall and was laid 
out in the rocky rubble that had fallen from the 
wall in previous years. Each class rode along the 
side of the 45-degree slope, and the higher your 
class, the higher you rode on the slope, with 
Experts near the top. 

But since the most rounded rocks rolled to 
the bottom, all classes had a challenge. Mike Fer- 
guson, with less than a year's riding experience, 
rode this and the rest of the trials exceptionally 
well to take the Novice-class win. 

The trials - held in a new riding area that will 
soon host the "Fun in the Sun" trials for out-of- 
state riders and may be the site of a National in 
1998 - was a near-perfect combination of obsta- 
cles. There were logs, rocks of all sizes and 
steep-cambered hills which required lots of trick 
riding from the top classes. 

Butch Davidson and the West Coast Club 
hosted a great event, then capped it with memo- 
rable trophy mugs featuring color photos from 
the 1996 World Round.

The excitement continued Saturday with two 
rounds of racing scheduled. Robertson holeshot the 
main event with Todd Repsher, Travis MacDonald, 
Wood, Rodney Goering and Mitchell close behind. 
A crash forced Repsher to mingle with the back- 
markers, where he was soon joined by Mitchell, 
whose bad start was followed by a spill. 

Meanwhile, a flawless Robertson held fast to 
the lead and took the win over Travis MacDon- 
ald, Wood, Kohler and Shawn MacDonald. 

In the evening's main event, Repsher, 
Mitchell and Travis MacDonald got off the line 
quickest, but were soon joined by Robertson and 
Shawn MacDonald in a five-way battle for first. 

The action also was intense through the rest 
of the field, especially among Goering, Wood, 
Schaffer and Santin. Kohler started slowly but 
carved through the pack to sixth, where he 
found a formidable foe in Goering. 

Mitchell held the lead at the halfway point 
after swapping the top spot with Travis Mac- 
Donald several times. Robertson settled into 
third, with Shawn MacDonald close behind.

who attempted to roll the big rock 

up the hill only to have it roll back 
down to the bottom? As a result, he 
would then shake off the disappoint- 
ment, wipe the sweat from his eyes, and 
start the process all over again - only to 
have the same thing happen. 

In the 1990s, the AMA Supercross 
promoters - and to a certain degree the 
National MX organizers - appear to be 
experiencing their own "eternal strug- 
gle." Much like the aforementioned gen- 
tleman who couldn't get it together and 
get the boulder up the hill, the promot- 
ers, despite their best intentions, can't 
coerce a significant outside corporate 
sponsor to enter the sport. 

Every year it's the same story. The 
rumors begin to surface that a big spon- 
sor is on the verge of signing a big- 
bucks marketing partnership with the 
AMA Supercross Series promoter 
group. However, when the season 
begins, the man-made circuits are com- 
pletely bare of any type of corporate sig- 
nage. While various aftermarket and 
distribution companies provide banners, 
hay bale covers, track ribbon and spon- 
sorship dollars, the absence of any type 
of big-time outside-the-industry spon- 
sorship leaves the sport of supercross 
with a bit of an insecurity complex. 

Enter television. It is no great shakes 
of a secret that television is the lifeblood 
of worldwide motorsports. In fact, if 
there wasn't TV, there would be no such 
thing as the NASCAR Winston Cup 
Series, the CART Indy Car World Series

In this day and age of multi-million- 
dollar racing budgets, there is no feasible 
way that a race team could afford to 
operate and compete on a professional 
level. The only way the aforementioned 
racing series - and each series has a mul- 
titude of individual race teams - can exist 
is through the infusion of huge amounts 
of money by corporate sponsors. 

Because of television, big companies 
are willing to pry open the coffers of the 
marketing division and hand over large 
amounts of promotional money to the 
promoters and race teams in exchange 
for having their corporate logo plastered 
on the livery of race cars, transporters, 
walls, billboards and towers. As a result, 
these corporate "signs" are then picked 
up by the network video cameras and 
displayed to TV viewers nationwide by 
way of television broadcasts.

It all makes sense, doesn't it? The rac- 
ers race, the tracks operate, draw big 
crowds and make money, the race fan 
gets to watch it all on TV, and the corpo- 
rations are able to influence the buying 
decision process of the loyal race fan. 
This entire beautiful success story was 
brought to you in living color by televi- 
sion. 

So why isn't supercross getting in on 
the high-dollar marketing action? Good 
question. The television coverage of the 
AMA Supercross Series is certainly pro- 
lific, popular, polished and full of 
action. 

^Motorcycle coverage on ESPN2 is 
increasing dramatically," says Seals 
Communication Vice President of Mar- 
keting Scott Dewey. “Supercross and 
motocross in particular are doing great. 
ESPN2 is very happy with supercross. 
The sport continues to show strong rat- 
ings and strong ad support and it all 
really boils down to that. If you're doing 
well with ratings and ad dollars, the net- 
works are happy with you." 

Dewey brings up a very interesting 
point: If ESPN2 is happy with the sport 
and people are tuned in, why aren't the 
corporations joining the party? Do they 
see it as a fad - a sport that is currently 
riding a popularity wave that may soon 
crest? The ESPN2 broadcast network 
certainly doesn't. 

“ESPN2 is looking at supercross and 
motocross as an integral part of their 
overall motorsports package," says 
Dewey who, through Seals, sells the 
sport to the ESPN2 network. "They defi- 
nitely view supercross and motocross as 
a major part of the network's future." 

While supercross is a young, unique 
sport, it certainly has a lot going for it. 
The TV contract is there, the crowds are 
getting bigger and the people who show 
up - primarily males 18 to 34 years old - 
are among one of the most corporately 
attractive demographics possible. And 
as the sport continues to cross over into 
the mainstream, one has to wonder if 
the world of corporate America is 
watching. 

Take a step back in time to provide 
some perspective on this matter, when 
NASCAR - now the most prolific and 
successful racing series in the world - 
was still developing as a sport, they too 
also suffered growing pains. However, 
it all changed through television. When 
the major broadcast networks began air- 
ing the events in the late "705 and early 





'80s, NASCAR was viewed primarily as 
a regional, "redneck" sport. However, 
through television, the sport was ripped 
clean from its Southern roots and dis- 
played to the entire nation. Slowly but 
surely, people began to watch and the 
TV ratings began to rise. Upon that hap- 
pening, the corporations of America 
began to sniff around. It wasn't long 
before major corporations were sold on 
the fledgling sport. As a result, the team 
owners, track operators and - most 
importantly - racers, pocketed large 
amounts of corporate money in the form 
of sponsorship. 

Supercross is now in the same situa- 
tion NASCAR was some 20 years ago. 
Ripe for the picking, the sport of stadi- 
um motocross represents a total bargain 
to any corporation willing to gamble on 
it. If you don't believe me, let's take a 
look at the numbers. 

Roughly 360,000 American house- 
holds view every two-hour supercross 
broadcast on ESPN2. This number is 
expected to rise dramatically over the 
summer when ESPN?'s overall viewer- 
ship universe is expected jump in size. 

For some explanation and clarifica- 
tion, a so-called "universe" is a term 
cooked up by U.S. advertising agencies 
and their partner in crime, the Nielsen 
company. A universe represents the 
total amount of homes that receive a 
particular network. For instance, CBS - 
which is one of the original American 
broadcast networks - is received by 
approximately 100 million U.S. house- 
holds. ESPN, however, is a cable net- 
work that does not go into as many 
homes due to the fact that cable TV is a 
consumer-paid service. That said, ESPN 
does quite well generating a "universe" 
of over 77 million U.S. households. 
ESPN? is another story. The little broth- 
er network to ESPN is a young entity 
that is still in its growing stage and is 
available in roughly 45 million Ameri- 
can homes - and things are only going to 
get better. 

"The overall viewership of ESPN2 
continues to increase," explains Dewey 
optimistically. "ESPN2 has gone from 32 
million households this time last year, to 
45 million as we speak. In fact, as far as 
growth is concerned, there seems to be 
no end in sight. The network is growing 
by nearly one million U.S. iocis a 
month." 

What this means is that as the ESPN2 
network grows, so does the TV viewing 








popularity of supercross. The AMA 
Supercross promoters, who collectively 
decided to cast their lot with the ESPN2 
network, now have a good thing on 
their hands. Moreover, and ever so 
important in the fickle world of adver- 
tising and marketing, is the great “rat- 
ings game." While a TV rating point 
may sound like complicated "voodoo 
math," it's the language spoken by the 
marketing decision makers of America. 

The concept of a rating point actual- 
ly is pretty simple. In essence, it sym- 
bolizes a percentage point of a particu- 
lar network's household universe. For 
instance: If ESPN2 has a viewership 
universe of 45 million. American 
homes, and a broadcast of an AMA 
Supercross race generates a "1" rating, 
that rating translates to 1 percent of 
that universe - or 450,000 viewers. As a 
further example, the CBS broadcast of 
Sunday afternoon's NASCAR Daytona 
500 pulled a dazzling ^9" rating. That 
Nielsen rating number, when placed 
against the CBS universe of 100 million 
households, translates to over 9 million 
viewers. 

As a further testament to the amaz- 
ing popularity - potential - of super- 
cross, in 1996, the AMA Supercross 
Series drew over 650,000 spectators to 
its 15-event series, netting out to an 
average event attendance of.over 42,000 
spectators. 

Thus far into the 1997 campaign, 
spectator attendance has been off the 
charts. Over 63,000 fans came out to 
watch the Phoenix Supercross, while 
54,000 went through the turnstiles at the 
Seattle Kingdome. Another record 
crowd, some 51,000 enthusiasts, 
watched Saturday night in Indy. 

If a savvy marketing executive were 
to take a step back and apply logic to the 
sport - and factor in the aforementioned 
true-to-life, black-and-white research 
numbers - they would see that there is 
absolutely no reason to be avoiding it. 

If I were a management supervisor 
working in an ad agency, a marketing 
director calling the shots in a prolific 
corporation or a brand manager looking 
for "the next big thing" to shill their 
product, I would seriously entertain the 
idea of pulling out the corporate war 
chest and pumping a few greenbacks 
into the sport of supercross. eN
